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$100,000 YEAR JOB 
GIVEN UP BY LEGCE

Chicagoan Joins the President's 
Group of ‘New Patriots’ at 
$12,000 Annual Salary. 








MAY BE OPPOSED BY BLOC 





Senate Group Is Said to Disap- 
prove Appointnient ‘of’ Inter- 
national Harvester Head. 





TEAGUE ALSO WILL SERVE 





Californian Among Business Men 
Relinquishing Big Salaries— 
Three More to Be Named.

WASHINGTON, July 2.—Alexander 
Legge, president of the International 
Harvester Company, described as 
one of the nation’s leading captains 
of industry and a self-made man of 
rare executive ability, has relin- 
quished his $100,000 private salary to 
become chairman of the Farm Board 
at a salary of $12,000. 

President Hoover announced today 
that he had been able to induce Mr. 
Legge to accept this position at a 
great ‘‘personal sacrifice,’’ and that 
Charles C. Teague, whose acceptance 
was also announced today, and three 
previous appointees to the board had 
given up larger salaries to serve. 

This new board will be made up 
largely of men of the ‘‘new patriot” 
class, so many of whom Mr. Hoover 
has been able to enlist for service 
in the government. 

Mr. Legge will remain as head of 
the board for one year during the 
constructive period and in the first 
stages of the task of organizing 
agricultural relief, building up of 
corporations for the stabilization. of 
prices and extension of the coopefa- 
tive marketing systems. 

James C. Stone of Lexington, Ky., 
appointed last week, will Be vice 
chairman and will succeed Mr. Legge 
at the end of the first year, the 
President stated. 

President Hoover noted the sacri- 
fice that all of the appointees have 
made in accepting positions on the 
board. He said that they had shown 
themselves responsive to the call to 
service and were entering upon as 
great a civil duty as could come to 
any body of men in a generation. 

Five of the eight members of the 
board now have been appointed and 
the President is expecting accept- 
ance of offers to complete the board 
at the end of the week. He is hav- 
ing difficulty in naming a man to 
represent the wheat growing sec- 
tions. 


Farm Bloc May Oppose Legge. 


Although the head of an organiza- 
tion that has never been too popular 
with the farming class, Mr. Legge 
was picked by farm organizations 
and agricultural colleges as an out- 
standing business man who would 
be acceptable to head the new board. 
He is described by his associates as 
a retiring man, who prefers to see 
results without being known as the 
cause of successes. : 

Farm Bloc Senators and the North- 
west group in Congress were re- 
ported today as viewing with disap- 
proval the appointment of Mr. Legge 
as chairman. Some said that the 
concerns of which he was the head 
had roused the hostility of farmers 
and that such animosities would be 
brought up against him when his 
nomination came up for considera- 
tion. 

Members of the agriculture group 
also express the opinion that . not 
enough ‘‘real’’ farmers have been 
selected and that the board will be 
dominated by business men and 
financiers. The opposition now heard, 
however, is expected to disappear 
when the Senate considers in open 
executive sessions. the President’s 
selections, representing all parts of 
the country and largely endorsed by 
the farm associations and farm 
Senators. 

The modesty of Mr. Legge is shown 
in the brief biography prepared by 
himself for ‘‘Who’s Who,” and in 
this outline of his life which the 
White House made public with to- 


day’s announcement: 

“Born on a farm in Dane Coun- 
ty, Wis., in 1866; moved to Ne- 
braska in 1881; ' work on the 
farm until 1891 when he entered the 
employ of McCormick Reaper Com- 
pany, advancing by promotion until 
1922 when he became president of 
the International Harvester Com- 
pany. Was vice chairman of the 
War Industries Board duri the 
World War and mana of the 
Allied Purchasing Commission.’’ 


Teague Born in Maine. 


In his review of personalities in the 
World War, Grosvenor B. Clarkson, 
in “Industrial America in the World 
War,” says of Mr. Legge: 

“Legge was as good at analyzing 
problems as at sizing up men. His 
mind went unerringly to the key to 
every situation Not only could he 
see a problem in its simplest terms, 
but he had the faculty of stating his 
views in the clearest ang ‘most con-

Herbert Hoover Jr. Encounters 
Trials Getting in White House

WASHINGTON, July 2.—Her- 
bert Hoover Jr., arriving from 
California today for his first visit 
with his parents since the inaugu- 
ration, surprised them at break- 
fast. He alighted at the White 
House from a taxicab, having 
been compelled to use a public 
conveyance because a message re- 
ceived late last night by George 
Akerson, secretary of the Presi- 
ident, stating that a certain man 
would arrive at 7:45 A. M. was 
signed merely ‘‘Herbert’”’ and not 
‘‘Herbert Jr.,’’ the customary sig- 
nature of the President’s son. 

Later the policeman at _ the 
Executive office, not knowing 
Herbert ' Jr., stopped him. and 
compelled him.to state the pur- 
pose of his call. 

A new car carrying a radio set 
and other improvements was 
placed at the visitor’s disposal to- 
day. It was said that it was the 
gift of his father.

Meeting of Experts to Discuss 
Health and Opportunities to 
Be Held Early Next Year. 














$500,000 FUND IS GIVEN 


Donation From Individuals Will 
Finance First Study of Kind 
Since Roosevelt’s Time.

WASHINGTON, July 2.—The first 
national conference since the Roose- 
velt Administration to’consider the 
health of the children: of the nation 
and devise plans to increase sanitary 
and recreational facilities in the 
schools has been called by President 
Hoover to meet in the White House 
early next year. 

The expenses of this survey and 
conference will be borne by private 
individuals, who, the President an-| 
nounced today, have placed $500,000 
at his ‘disposal. It is reported that 
President Hoover also has contrib- 
uted to this fund. It is known that 
one of‘his great passions is love of 
children, and that he is privately 
interested in aiding enterprises for 
the comfort of children and the edu- 
cation of poor boys. 

Preliminary committees to plan the 
scope of the conference will be set 
up immediately under the direction 
of Secretary Wilbur. 


Would Ascertain Needs. 


“I have decided to call a White 
House conference on the health and 
protection of children,’’ President 
Hoover said at the press conference 
at the White House today. ‘This 
conference will comprise repre- 
sentatives of the great voluntary 
associations, together with the Fed- 
eral and State and municipal au- 
thorities interested in these ques- 
tions. 


“Its purpose will be to determine 
the facts as to our present progress 
and our future needs in ‘this great 
field and to make recommendations 
for such measures for more effective 
official and voluntary action and 


their coordination as will further de- 
velop the care and protection of 
children. 

‘‘The: conference will not be as- 
sembled:for another nine months or 
a year in order. that there may be 
time for complete and exhaustive ad- 
vance study of the facts and forces 
in’. » Of the experience with 
the different:measures and the work 
of the organizations both in volun- 
tary and official fields. 

“In ‘order that these determina- 
tions may be effectively made and 
intelligent. presentation given at the 
conference, a series of committees 
will be appointed’ from the leaders 
in different national organizations 
and will be assisted by experts. 

“The subjects to be covered. em- 
brace problems of dependent chil- 
dren; regular medical examination: 
school or public clinics for children; 
hospitalization; adequate milk sup-

Led by United States Steel com- 
mon, which advanced to the highest 
point.in, its history, the stoek mar- 
ket .broke away yesterday from all 


restraining influences and lifted it- | 


self into new high ground for all 
time. The advance was one of the 
broadest of the year, and trading in 
the early part of the day was at a 
6,000,000-share clip. The total turn- 
over on the New. York Stock Ex- 
change was 4,593,790 shares, the 
heaviest since the wide-open break 
on May 22. 

The uprush occurred in the face 
of a 15 per cent renewal rate for 
call money and the maintenance of 
that.rate throughout the day. It was 
the first time that call money had 
renewed at that figure since. March 
28. Speculative interests were 
heartened, however, by the fact that 
funds were to be had in the outside 
market at 14 per cent, indicating 
that the strain brought on by the 
heavy. mid-year - settlements -was: be- 
ing relieved. r 

Leading stocks upon which yester- 
day’s huying movement converged 
made net gains of from 3 to 18 
points, most of them closing at or 
near the highest levels of the day. 
Steel, the traditional bellwether of 
the market, was turned over in tre- 
mendous volume: at steadily rising 
prices, while a long list of high- 
priced industrial and railway shares 
followed in its path. Steel reached 
196% and closed at 19614, four points 
higher than on the preceding day. 


Other. Spectacular Advances. | 


General Electric, performing even 
more ‘spectacularly than _ Steel, 
crossed 350 for the first time in its 
history, ending the day within 3% 
points of its peak and showing a 
net gain of 18%. Flights only slight- 
ly less striking were staged by Allis- 
Chalmers, Pere Marquette, Eastman 
Kodak, Chesapeake &. Ohio, New 
York Central, Westinghouse Electric 
and a half dozen others. 

Using THe New York TIMES aver- 
ages as a yardstick, the rise was not 
as violent as a number of others 
that have taken place this year, but 
on the basis of the same index the 
general market touched the highest 
level ever recorded. The combined 
averages, embracing fifty represen- 
tative stocks, made a new high yes- 
terday of $272.92 and at the close 
stood at $270.68, with a net gain of

WASHINGTON, July 2.—The White 
House telephone number has beea 
changed for the first time in twenty- 
nine years. Since Dec. 12, 1900, 
‘“‘Main 6” has been the number, but 
this has been changed to ‘‘National 
nat. It is listed under “United 
States Government” in the newly is- 
suéd telephone directory here as: 

‘fExe e mansion, 1600 Pa. A 
NW.. National 1414.’’ 

The change has come in an ex- 
_— of its service recently by 
the’ Chesapeake'and Potomac: Tele- 
phone Company. Ten -trunk lines 
now serve the. White House switch- 
board, instead of five as formerly. 
This makes __sixty-one_ telephones 
available for Executive Office and 
personal use.

By the time Cleveland returned for 
his second term telephones were ‘in 
more géneral use. 

President Roosevelt used the tele- 
phone infrequently, and it was said 
of President Wilson that he disliked 
to speak in the mouthpiece. Not so 
with Mr. Hoover. He is the’ first 
President to have a: phone placed on 
his’ own desk in the Executive 
Offices. x ‘ t

Czechoslovakia and Hungary Near a Break 
Over Arrest of Czech Rail Official as a Spy 





By The Assoctated Press. , 

PRAGUE, July 2.—Czechoslovakia 
and Hungary, whose relations have 
been strained for some time, seemed 
today on the verge of breaking 
in consequence of the arrest yes- 
terday on. suspicion of espionage of 
Vincent Pecha, a railroad. official 
working in behalf of Czechoslovakia. 

The situation became aggravated 
today when the Cuschoslovabian Gov- 
ernment, as a measure of reprisal, 
ordered the suspension of ali railroad 
service over the border at Hidas- 
meneti. 

The Czechoslovak authorities as- 
sert that M. Pecha was having:a 
meal quietly in the railroad restau- 
rant when two Hungarian gendarmes 
with revolvers entered and forced 
him to throw up his hands.: They 
searched him-and, it-is stated, put 
him in chains without adequate evi- 
dence to warrant his detention. 

The newspapers print vigorous edi- 


torials, urging the government to 
take drastic action.

Five 
days ago a waiter at the railway 
station buffet, who is alleged to have 
acted as M. Pecha’s intermediary, is 
said to have handed him a document 
containing secret military data. M. 
Peéecha read it and hid it in a room 
adjoining the buffet, where it was 
found by police, according to their 
account. : 

On being arrested Pecha admitted 
he had the document in his. posses- 
sion and that he had obtained other 
military information from Hungarian 
sources, the police assert. 

Although . Czechoslovak _ railway 
authorities stopped traffic yesterday 


on part of the Budapest-Kassa line| 


as a reprisal, trains. were departing 
regularly today from Hungarian sta- 
tions. On the other hand, Hungarian 
holiday makers decided to boycott 
Czechoslovak health resorts and ac- 
cordingly canceled rooms reserved 
for them at Tatra and Karlsbad.

Estimate Board Removes Last 
Obstacle to $175,000,000 
Riverside Improvement. 








SIGNS CONTRACT THIS WEEK 





Klein Says Property Central 
Gets Should Be. Valued at 
- $25,000,000, Not $9,000,000. 





Forty years of controversy and de- 
ferred hope were ended yesterday 
when the Board of Estimate, on 
Mayor Walker’s motion and by 
unanimous vote, approved. the west 
side grade crossing elimination 
agreément and authorized the Mayor 
to execute the necessary contract 
with Patrick J. Crowley, president 
of the New York Central Railroad 
Company. 

The crowdéd Board of Estimate 
chamber rang with applause as the 
Mayor ordered the vote recorded and 
said: 

“Unless something unforeseen 
should intervene, the contract will 
be signed before the end of this 
week.”’ 

The contract must still go to the 
Transit Commission for formal rati- 
fication of the grade crossing elimi- 
nation features, but as the latter 
body has been working in entire har- 
mony with the Board of Estimate, its 
immediate concurrence is said to be 
assured. 

Assessors’ Report Accepted. 

Resolutions adopted by the Board 
of Estimate yesterday also accepted 
the report of the three assessors ap- 
pointed to. determine the values of 
the several parcels of land to be ex- 
changed by the city and the railroad 
company. 

The harmonious solution of this 
final phase of the problem was 
hailed as marking the removal of 
the last obstacle to a consummation 
of the comprehensive west side im- 
provement, which is expected to 
cost, under the several contracts, 
about $175,000,000. Of that sum 
$110,000,000 must be borne by the 
railroad, $50,000,000 by the city and 
$15,000,000’ by the State of New 
York under the terms-uf the State 
grade crossing ‘elimination act. 

This: west side improvement is 
expected to realize a dream of many 
years. It: will forever remove: the 
hazards of ‘‘Death Avenue.’’ It will 
completely eliminate steam railroad 
tracks at grade on_ the: Hudson 
River waterfront. In its more 
northerly reaches it will great] 
extend the areas of Riverside Par 
and will beautify it with. play- 
ido tennis courts,’ esplanades, 

riveways ang boating facilities. 

Under ‘the plan the railroad tracks 
will run‘over a- private right-of-way 
acquiréd by the’ New York Ceritral 
from Canal to Thirtieth ' Street, 
thence: by a subway to the Sixtieth 
Street yards, and from that int 
northward the. rails will extend be- 
neath a' roofed area, atop of which 
will’ be- constructed’ the proposed 
surface. extension of the west side 
elevat:d express vehicular highway. 


‘Klein Leads Opposition.

WASHINGTON, July 2.—President 
Hoover is considering whether.a’' sit- 
uation will exist at the beginning of 
next year permitting. a reduction of 
taxes, but with increased genéral 
expenses, the effect of recent legisla- 
tion calling for a greater outlay by 
the treasury must first be consid- 
ered. 

The President indicated in a state- 
ment made at today’s press confer- 
ence that he is studying the subject, 
but naturally had not reached a con- 
clusion on thé feasibility of &@ tax 
reduction, which has the approval 
of the leaders of the Republican 
party as a sound political move. 

From the President’s remarks it 
was gathered that while he was hope- 
ful that ‘‘the situation may work out 
on the side of a safe surplus for 
material relief,’’ the enlarged pro- 
gram of expenditures may offset 
these desires. 

Secretary Mellon holds. the same 
view as the President, and sees the 
possibility that heavy expenditures 
for the naval program, flood relief 
and for the initial expenses of the 
Farm Board will eat up a large sur- 
plus. Because of this situation, the 
administration is proceeding with 
caution. After next March, the fis- 
cal situation will be elearer, and 
then, Secretary Melion indicated to- 
day, the government can decide what 
to do. ;

Executive Warns of Tax Rise as 
Legislators Argue Revenue 
Will Be Ample.

ALBANY, N. Y., July 2.—Governor 
Roosevelt won from Republican lead- 
ers at a three-hour conference today 
a promise of a $30,000,000 program 
for State hospitals at the next regu- 
lar session of the Legislature. 

Stoutly resisting the Governor’s 
continued insistence on the advisa- 
bility of a hospital bond issue, the 
Republican leaders agreed to appro- 
priate for 6,000 new beds at a cost 
of between $20,000,000 and $25,000,- 
000. This will be in addition to an 
appropriation estimated at $9,000,000 
which will' be necessary to complete 
the Rockland and Wassaic hospitals, 
but ‘which may be forthcoming in 
large part from the next instalment 
of .the. public improvement bond 
issue. 

In readily making this agreement, 
the Republicans caused the Gover- 
hor’ to‘ abandon his threat ‘of calling 
& spétial session of the Legislature 
and sidetracked the demand which 
he has repeatedly made since the 
closing days of the last session for 
a $50,000,000 bond issue to bring im- 
mediate relief to overcrowded insane 
wards. 

Surplus Held te Be Real Arbiter. 

The Governor and his Republican 
eonferees modestly refrained from 
claiming victory in their long-stand- 
ing dispute over how to finance hos- 
pital construction, the extraordinary 
surplus in the State Treasury at the 
end of the fiscal year on June 30 
being held the real arbiter in the 
situation. 

According to figures presented at

GIBRALTAR, July 2.—With the 
outline of the African coast plainly 
visible in the brilliant sunshine, the 
British aircraft carrier Eagle steamed 
through the sky-blue sea of the 
Straits into this .port-this morning, 
bringing Major Ramon Franco, the 
three other Spanish airmen and their 
Dornier Wal 16 plane. . 

Scenes of the greatest. enthusiasm 
marked the return of the quartet, 
safe and sound, after, their country 
had mourned their death in'a brave 
effort to fly from Spain to New York 
by way of the Azores. 

Dressed in. gray flannel: suits .loan- 
ed by ‘the crew of the rescue ship, 
the airmen appeared in thé best of 
spirits and health.. And tonight, at 
Algeciras, began the long series of 
fétes by which the Spaniards will tell 
of their joy at the rescue of Major 
Franco, Major Eduardo Gonzales 
Gallarzo, Captain Julio Ruiz de Alda 
and Sergeant Pedro Madariaga.

the salvaged. plane resting on the 
warship’s deck, ; 


Welcomers: Swarm on Deck. 


Just as the Eagle got alongside the 
south mole a swarm of welcomers 
poured over'her decks in a frantic 
greeting to the. heroes of the day. 
The rush of correspondents of many 
nationalities resembled a vast foot- 
ball game, from the middle of which 
the aviators escaped a quarter of an 
hour later, Major Franco. accom- 
panied by General Muslera, the Gov- 
ernor of Algeciras, who. had given 
Spain’s thanks to Captain Noel Law- 
rence, commanding the Eagle. 

At Government House General God- 
ley, the Governor, received the air- 
men, who appeared on the balcony 
of the residence to bow to-cheers of 
the assembled crowd: Then they 
went -to La Linea on Spanish soil 
cand,. after. a reception in. its town 
hall left for Algeciras, where they 
were the guests of honor at a big 
banquet by~ the municipal govern- 
ment tonight.

jish Parliament, the seventh in the 


réign of George V, began work 
today with the reading of the King’s 
speech, which had been prepared by 
the Labor government, and the 
opening debate on that document in 
the House of Commons. 

The opening proceedings were as 
free -of traditional picturesqueness 
as they were full of tusinesslike 
sincerity on the part of both govern- 
ment: and Opposition in declaring 
their’ intentions to carry on the 
affairs of the country with as little’. 
party bitterness as possible. 

Because the King was not yet 
strong enough to participate in the 
opening of Parliament the greater 
part of the. formalities were. elimi- 
nated and his speech was read first 
in the House o: Lords by Lord 
Chancellor Sankey and then in the 
House of Commons by the Speaker, 
Captain E. A. *itzroy. ; 


No Surprises in Address. 


There were no surprises in the 
address, from the throne because 
practically every suggestion in it for 
legislative enactment and every 
recommefidation as to foreign policy 
had been accurately forecast in the 
course of the last three weeks. 

This applies particularly to the 
parts of the speech indicating the 
purpose of the MacDonald govern» 
ment to carry on disarmament ne- 
gotiations with the United States as 
a preliminary to including all naval 
powers in plans for reductions. The 
speech couples with the new repara- 
tion plan the determination of 
Great Britain under the present gov- 
ernment to withdraw its troops from 
the Rhine, resume relations with 
Russia and adhere to the. optional 
clause of the World Court. All this 
was known before.- 

The parts of the speech dealing 
with domestic affairs were not se 
specific, but the assurance was given 
that the problems. of unemployment 
and the coal, steel and cotton indus- 
tries would be tackled forthwith. The 
only remote hint of the nationaliza- 
tion of the coal mines in the speech 
was the suggestion for an investiga- 
tion ‘‘of the ownership of minerals.” 
This, however, does not mean. gov- 
ernment ownership and operation of 
mines, but some new legislation con- 
cerning the disposal of the royalties 
now received by the owners of the 
land -under which minerals are 
found. ; . 
‘Incidentally, this day of Parlia- 
ment might be described as one of 
gréat. good-will toward America with 
regrets for past mistakes in rela~ 
tions between the two countries and 
promises for better things in the 
future. 

This friendly international note 
concerning the United States wae 
first sounded by Henry Snell, Labor 
member of Commons, who moved 
the acceptance of the King’s speech, 
and was carried on in the speeches 
of Stanley Baldwin, Opposition lead- 
er, who opened the debate, and 
Prime Minister MacDonald, who re- 
plied for the government. 

Mr. Snell spoke of being in America 
last Winter when the King’s illness 
was critical and finding ‘‘the quick 
sympathy and anxiety of the Amer- 
ican people was scarcely less marked

LONDON, July 2 (#).—Following is 
the King’s speech as read in the 
House of Lords at the opening of 
Parliament: 

“While I regret that it is not pos- 
sible to address you in person, I 
thank Almighty God that I can look 
forward with confedence to that com- 
plete restoration of health for which 
the prayers of my people throughout 
the empire, with sympathy and affec- 
tion which will call forth my deep- 
est gratitude, were offered. during 
the months of my long and serious 
illness. 

‘‘My relations with foreign powers 
continue to be friendly. 

“The independent financial experts 
appointed to draw up proposals for 
complete and definite settlement of 
the German reparations problem hav2 
presented a unanimous report which 
is at present being considered by my 
government in preparation for a con- 
ference of representatives of the gov- 
ernments concerned.

WASHINGTON, July 2.—A proposal 
to transfer automobiles from the pro- 
tected to the free list in the tariff 
revision now being considered by the 
Senate Committee on Finance at- 
tracted prime attention in progress 
on the bill today. 

Under existing law automobiles 
carry a 25 per cent ad valorem duty, 
which, it was asserted, many promi- 
nent men in the automobile industry 
now believe should be eliminated or 
at least substantially reduced. It 
was said to be their view that, with 


the strong position of the automobile 
industry in this country and the rela- 
tively small amount of imports, tariff 
protection was not necessary. 

The invasion of world markets by 
Amcrican automobiles and the factor 
of retaliatory tariffs abroad were 
also declared to be elements in the 
_ consideration. 

Because of this situation, Senator 
Reed of Pennsylvania, chairman of 
the subcommittee on metals, which 
has in charge the automobile rates, 
sent telegrams yesterday to four 
leading automobile manufacturers, 
asking them to appear before the 
committee Thursday, July 11. 

Those to whom invitations were 
sent are Henry Ford, President 
Sloan of General Motors, Alvin Mac- 
auley, president of the National 
Automotive Chamber of Commerce 
and head of the Packard Company, 
and W. T. White, president of the 
White Truck Company. Senator 
Reed asked them to appear person- 
ally or to send representatives fully 
informed and with authority to 
speak for their principals. 

“I have not suggested a reduction 
in the tax or its elimination,’’ Sena- 
tor Reed said tonight. ‘‘However, 
there is a strong movement in that 
direction and we want the facts be- 
fore we take action in the commit- 
tee. We Republicans want to pro- 
tect industries that need protection, 
but there is no sense in giving pro- 
tection where none is necessary.”’ 


Hearing on Sundries Schedules. 


A session during the morning.con- 
cluded the public hearings of* the 
subcommittee in charge-of the sun- 


dries schedules, of which committee 
Senator Keyes of New Hampshire is 
the chairman. 

Frederick Gratsch of New York, 
for the National Musical Manufac- 
turers Association, argued against an 
increase in the duty on violins. An- 
other witness was George M. Altman 
of New York, who opposed higher 
rates on artificial flowers. The pro- 
posal is to increase such rates from 
60 to 90 per cent ad valorem. Both 
imports and consumption have de- 
creased, Mr. Altman said, due to 
changes in styles. 

Cc. J. Meade of New York, repre- 
senting importers and manufacturers 
of fishing tackle, asked that existing 
rates on plain fish hooks be retained, 
saying that the proposed increase 
from 45 to 50 per cent ad valorem 
was not justified. 

There was also opposition to in- 
creasing the rates on pencils and 
pen holders. Robert J. Metzler of 
A. W. Faber, Inc., of Newark, as- 
serted that present rates gave all the 
protection needed. On the other hand, 
J. H. Schermerhorn of the Joseph 
Dixon Crucible Company of Jersey 
City was just as positive that the 
higher rates listed in the House bill 
were necessary. 

A plea against a proposal to tax 
eotton rags 2 cents a pound was 
opposed by S. Chapiro of Baltimore, 
while Bernhardt Natt of New York 
told the committee there was no 
occasion for increasing the rates on 
synthetic bone buttons. 

There will. be-no further public 
hearings this week. A hearing on 
rayon rates is called for Monday 
morning at 10 o’clock before the sub- 
committee on textiles, of which Sen- 
ator Sackett of Kentucky is chair- 
man. 


Smoot Replies to Democrats.

Gonnaily Returns Fire. 

Scon after the Smoot statement 
was made public the Democratic Na- 
tionai Committee gave out one by 
Senator Connally cf Texas, another 
minority zaember of the Finance 
Committe2, reading: 

“The ast Republican platform 
pledged the present administration to 
place agricuiture upon an economic 
equality with industry. This pledge 
was a recognition that under the ex- 
isting Fordney-McCumber law agri- 
culture is not on an cconomic ¢qual- 
ity with industry. The incquality 
was to be corrected. It was to be 
corrected by the aid of the tariff. 
Agriculture was to be raised tnrough 
the tariff {o economic equality. 

“The present tariff bill repudiates 
the pledge. Tne farmer will be 
laced upon a plane of still greater 

equality than before. 

“It is true that rates on some ag- 
Ticultural products. are increased. 
However, through increased rates on 
manufactured yoods and industrial 
products the farmer will be forced 
to lose more than he will gain. 

“For instance, the farmer is to be 
given 10 per cent ad valorem on 
hides. A compensatory ou of 20 
per cent is given on boots and shoes. 
The farmer will gct about 25 cents 
on a hide, and the first pair of shoes 
he buys he will be forced to pay 
from $1 to $2 in increased cost of his 
shoes. This sort of thing runs 
through the entire bill. 

“President Hoover in his message 
to Congress declared for a ‘limited 
revision.’ The Republican leaders 
in Congress either did not under- 
stand the President or do not intend 
to follow his program. ‘Limited re- 
vision’ seems to be limited by the 
sky alone. 

“The stock market for industrial 
stocks has been on a drunken spree 
for some months. The stocks of in- 
dustrial corporations are mounting 
to dizzy heights. Still higher and 
higher they soar. These struggling, 
emaciated and anaemic industries 
must be nourished through the in- 
vigorating treatment of a _ higher 
protective tariff on their products. 

‘Industry is suffering. Something 
must be done lest it perish. What 
is easier than to victimize the 
farmer on the pretext that he is to 
be saved through the benevolence of 
the tariff. 

‘“‘The farmer is not the only victim. 
The ultimate consumer, the house- 
wife, the clerk, the merchant, the 
laboring man must pay their part 
to the prosperity fund. Though 
sugar now enjoys the benéfit of sub- 
stantial tariff rates, it is proposed to 
greatly increase the tariff tax on the 
plea that it will benefit the very 
limited number of beet sugar farm- 
ers. Every home in the land is to 
be taxed. An article of universal 
food necessity will be made to cost 
more. 

“The faith of the Republican 
party was pledged to a farm tariff. 
The faith has already been broken. 
The tariff bill should have been 
‘limited.’ It should have _ been 
limited to agricultural products. 
The farmer is about to be given a 
lemon instead of a relief. It remains 
to be seen if President Hoover will 
courageously intervene and stop this 
raid % the American people. It 
is to be hoped that he will make 
good the words of his message.’’ 


For Duty on Surgical Instruments. 


WASHINGTON, July 2 (®).—At the 
tariff hearing before the subcommit- 
tee on sundries today, retention of 
the present 45 per cent ad valorem 
duty on surgical instruments, com- 
posed wholly or in part of iron, 
steel, copper, brass, nickel, alumi- 
num or other metal, finished or un- 
finished, was asked by Sundel Don- 
iger of New York, ee ae 
Doniger & Co., importers. he 
House tariff bill increased the duty 
on ‘those articles to 70 per cent ad 
valorem and inserted hypodermic 
needles, hypodermic syringes and 
forceps. 

Mr. Doniger said that German- 
made surgical instruments were pre- 
ferred among the consumers in this 
country, most of which were charity 
hopitals. He said that Americans 
could make the instruments, but 
Americans were not attracted to the 
trade because ‘it did not offer enough 
inducements. 

Increased protection by raising the 
duties on cutlery, shears, scissors, 
pliers and finger-nail nippers was 
asked. by C. L. Gairoard of Newark, 
representing American manufactur- 
ers of:those articles. 

John J. Casey of Newark, repre- 
senting the importing and manufac- 
turing firm of Schnefel Brothers, 
Inc., requested that the specific duty 
on finger-nail and cuticle nippers in 
the House bill be removed and only 
the 60 per cent ad valorem duty he 
retained. 

Appearing for Rubberson Products, 
Inc., of New York, W. Vernet asked 
that rubber sponges be returned to 
the free list. He said the kind of 
sponges. he required were not made 
in this country. The House bill re- 
tained a duty of 25 per cent ad va- 
lorem in the present law.

SUSPICIOUS FIRE 
RUINS NEW BUILDING 


200 Workmen and 130 Families 
Flee in Five-Alarm Blaze 
in Apartment House. 








BROPHY STARTS INQUIRY 





Reports of Labor Troubles Denied 
by Owners—Damage Is Placed 
at $200,000. 





A huge apartment house under 
construction at 110 Seaman Avenue, 
near 204th Street in northern Man- 
hattan, became a furnace yesterday 
forenoon when a fire, which is‘ be- 
ing investigated as suspicious, started 
on the fourth floor. The flames ate 
up the exposed lathwork like match- 
wood and spread throughout the six 
and seven story building, causing 
damage of more than $200,000 and 


forcing more than 130 families in! 


near-by apartments and private 


houses to take to the street when 
flying sparks endangered their 
homes. 

The 200 workmen employed on the 
building, which was being erected at 
a cost of $600,000 and was to have 
been ready for occupancy in October, 
all escaped, some of them reaching 
the street level by means of the hoist 
and others jumping from the window 
sills on the second floor. Five alarms 
were turned in, summoning twenty- 
six pieces of apparatus from all 
parts of the west Bronx and from as 
far south as 126th Street, Manhat- 
tan. Two firemen were injured dur- 
ing the three-hour battle with the 
fire, which started at 10:20 A. M. 

Chief Fire Marshal Thomas P. 
Brophy said last evening, after a pre- 
liminary investigation, that he re- 
garded the fire ‘‘with considerable 
suspicion,’’ although he had not un- 
covered any evidence of incendiarism. 
Marshal Brophy said he would ques- 
tion more than twenty-four persons 
today. Although there had been re- 
ports of labor difficulties on the con- 
struction job, the owners of the 
building said there had been no such 
troubles, according to Mr. Brophy. 

The apartment house, which stands 
on sloping ground between Seaman 
Avenue and Payson Avenue, rising 
six stories on one side and seven on 
the other, was being erected by the 
149 Payson Avenue Corporation, of 
which Samuel Knepper of 1,645 Grand 
Concourse is president, and Herman 
Knepper of 199 East Mount Eden 
Avenue, his father, is secretary and 
treasurer. 


Smoke Routs Workmen. 


Samuel Knepper had completed an 
inspection of the building with Meyer 
Stern, superintendent of construc- 
tion, of 769 Bryant Avenue, only fif- 
teen minutes before the fire was dis- 
covered on a wing on the fourth 
floor by Hiram Watson, a lather, of 
631 St. Ann’s Avenue. Watson later 
told Marshal Brophy that the blaze 
seemed to have begun in a bathroom 
and closet. 

Watson gave the alarm at once 
but the clouds of smoke seeping 
through the various floors provided 
alarm enough for the other work- 
men, who dropped their tools and 
made for the street level. Fire Chief 
Kenlon, who arrived after two 
alarms had rung, turned in a third 
alarm, bringing more apparatus and 
Fire Commissioner. Dorman, who 
turned in a fourth and fifth alarm.

building was ablaze, the flames being 
fanned by a brisk wind blowing 
through the vacant window spaces, 
and spreading with furious rapidity 
through the exposed lathwork, down 
to the second floor and up to the 
roof. Long tongues of fire and bil- 
lowing clouds of smoke were visible 
to motorists on the Harlem River 
Speedway and on the New Jersey side 
of the Hudson River. Thousands 
were attracted to the scene and 
police reserves from the Wadsworth 
Avenue station were called out to 
hold them in check. 


Fifty Firemen Narrowly Escape. 


Fifty firemen working at the south 
end of the building, seemingly oblivi- 
ous to the intense heat given off by 
the flames, narrowly escaped death 
or serious injury when a large sec- 
tion of the brickwork between the 


sixth and seventh floors, almost di- 
rectly above them, collapsed with a 
roar, showering the ground with an 
avalanche of hot bricks. 

Thick showers of sparks whirled up 
into the air and were carried to vari- 
ous buildings and private houses 
within a radius of three blocks. Some 
of these sparks started.a small fire 
on the roof of an apartment house at 
Academy Street and Vermilyea Ave- 
nue, three blocks away, but this fire 
was extinguished almost the moment 
it began. At another apartment 
house three blocks distant, the 
Broadway Hawthorne Gardens, sev- 
eral window awnings were ignited by 
sparks, and these fires. also were 
quickly put out. 


Fireman Burned by Ember. 


A flying ember claimed one cas- 
ualty among the firemen when Fire- 
man John J. Mortimer of Engine 
Company 81, whose home is at 2,688 
Heath Avenue, was severely burned 
at the back of the neck. Fireman 
Charles F. Kall of Engine Company 
79, whose home is at 3,264 Decatur 
Avenue, burned his hand while re- 
pairing a water pump on one of the 
fire engines. 

The building, which was started 
on March 1, occupied a lot with a 
frontage of 150 feet on Seaman Ave- 
nue and a similar frontage on Pay- 
son Avenue, with a depth of 130 


feet. The owners told Fire Marshal 
Brophy that they carried approxi- 
mately $200,000 insurance on it dur- 
ing the time of construction. Mr. 
Brophy said the loss would probably 
exceed the amount of insurance. 

Because of the weakening of the 
structure of the building, Chief Ken- 
lon ordered his men to cave in the 
walls on the south side by means 
of water pressure. 

Before the fire was brought under 
control investigations had heen 
started by Mr. Brophy, Detective 
Lieutenant John Shield of the Wads- 
worth Avenue station, Tenement 
House Commissioner William F. Dee- 
gan and Fire Commissioner Dorman. 
Commissioners Dorman and Deegan 
criticized the building practice of 
having the laths nailed into place in 
all floors before the plastering work 
was begun. 


Muffied Explosion Reported. 


One version of the fire was that it 
started with a muffled explosion, but 
this report was not verified. Com- 
missioner Dorman said that fires of 
this sort in buildings under construc- 
tion ‘‘happen so often that we don’t 
believe they just happen by them- 
selves.”* 

‘“‘We are going to try to get to the 
bottom of it,’’ Mr. Dorman said. 
“It’s about time it was stopped.’’ 

Commissioner Deegan said he did 
not believe that the fire was of in- 
cendiary origin. . 

Fire Marshal Brophy, at the con- 
clusion of the first session of his 
investigation, said: 

‘‘While I regard the fire with con- 
siderable suspicion, no evidence of 
incendiarism has so far been discov- 
ered. Naturally, the blaze was so 
great that no physical evidence is 
likely to remain.. However, this in- 
vestigation is only a preliminary one. 
I am going to continue my inquiry 
and it will be most exhaustive. At 
least two dozen witnesses will be 
called to my office. tomorrow.”’ 

Mr. Brophy’s records showed that 
since the first of this year there have 
been five fires in- buildings in the 
course of construction, four of them 
having occurred since June 2. Two 
were in the Bronx, one in Manhat- 
tan, one in Brooklyn and one in 
Richmond. 
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UTILITY LAW BOARD 
DIVIDES OVER EXPERTS 


Roosevelt Appointees Object to 
Letting Senator Knight Name 
Investigators. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, July 2.—Friction de- 
veloped between the appointees of 
Governor Roosevelt and the Republi- 
can legislative members at the first 
meeting of the commission created 
at the last session to overhaul the 
public service commission law and 
make moré effective the regulation 
of public utilities. 

Roused by an attempt to vest in 
Senate Leader John Knight all ap- 
pointive power over the employes of 
the commission, including its many 
experts, Frank P. Walsh of New 
York City, attorney and former joint 
chairman of President Wilson’s War 
Labor Board, raised an objection 
which resulted in retaining for the 
commission as a whole the power 
of naming the technical aides. 

Virtually united agreement, how- 
ever, was accorded to the selection 
-of Colonel William J. Donovan of 
Buffalo, former Assistant Attorney 
General, as counsel to the commis- 
sion. It was announced that he had 
already agreed to take the position. 

In an opening move which em- 
phasized the importance of the com- 
mission in the eyes of its Republican 
membership, Senator Knight was 
elected to and accepted the chair- 
manship. Assemblyman Horace Stone 
of Syracuse was named vice. chair- 
man, with David Adie of Buffalo, 
one of the three members appointed 
by the Governor, as secretary. 

Mr. Adie, Mr. Walsh and Professor 
James C. Bonbright of Columbia Uni- 
versity, who is now in Europe, are 
the Governor’s appointees. The 
others are Republican legislators, in- 
cluding, besides Senator Knight and 


Assemblyman Stone, Senators Thay- 
er of Chateaugay, Hickey of Buffalo, 
Speaker McGinnies of the Assembly 
and Assemblyman Dunmore of Utica, 
majority floor leader. .

ORDERS A CLEAN-UP 
OF BAYONNE GAMING 


Drewen Warns Police Chief to 
Wipe Out Gambling in Ten 
Days or Face Prosecution. 








ULTIMATUM FOLLOWS RAID 





Prosecutor Threatens to Act Him- 
self__Says a Bergen Point Resort 
Has Been Operating Ten Years. 





John Drewen, newly appointed 
Republiean prosecutor of Hudson 
County, ordered Chief O’Neill _ of 
Bayonne yesterday to close up the 
gaming concessions in the Bergen 
Point section of that city within the 
next ten days or face prosecution for 
failure to execute his duties as Police 
Chief. 

Prosecutor Drewen served notice 
in a letter following a raid on a 
Bergen Point resort last week by 
the prosecutor’s detectives, in which 
thirteen gaming concession owners 
were arrested. Mr. Drewen’s letter 
said his detectives watched the place 
last Saturday and Sunday and found 
that the concessions had reopened, 
“a condition which could not have 
existed without your knowledge.” 
The letter continues in part: 

‘‘As to whether you shall hence- 
forth continue to scorn your own 
duty in this matter lies entirely with- 
in your choice. But, the law pre- 
scribes an alternative for police au- 
thorities that take that course and 
I shall see to it that the alternative 
is strenuously applied in your case. 

“The statute that states the law 
in this matter makes failure to dis- 
charge this duty a misdemeanor. 


“You will take this letter, which 
is delivered to you in person, as that 
notice to one in your position which 
the statute prescribes. And any vio- 
lations of its provisions on your part 
will be patiently and continuously 
prosecuted. 

‘‘But whatever you may see fit to 
do or fai’ to do, it may not be amiss 


to say that the conditions complained | 


of cannot and will not be tolerated. 
Supprcssion of this criminal affair 
will be had even should it become 
necessary on the part of the prose- 
cutor in addition to arresting offend- 
ers, to maintain a constant vigilance 
and to apply constant and immediate 
means of destruction to all gambling 
property upon the scene. 

“The condition that provokes this 
letter is a scandal, and its continu- 
ance must call forth in the minds of 
all citizens the sinister conclusion 
that when the police power is life- 
less while public law is openly 
flouted, the reason is that those who 
are entrusted with the police power 
are not free to exercise it. Well, I 
am free and this letter pretty clear] 
fixes my own standard of conduct. 
Its terms are without qualification, 
so that there can hereafter be no 
quibble or excuse on my part for any 
failure to have an end for all time 
of conditions in First Street.” 

The Bergen Point resort has been 
in operation for more than ten years, 
Mr. Drewen said. The resort is given 
over to gaming concessions in which 
the prizes are groceries, meats and 
in some cases cash. Mr. Drewen 
said that for more than five years 
merchants in legitimate businesses 
have vainly sought to force police 
action to close the resort. Most of 
the concessions, the prosecutor said, 
were dishonestly operated.

DEADLOCK ON OTHER LINES 





Strike Votes May Be Started on the 
Santa Fe, Union Pacific and 
Northern Pacific.

CHICAGO, July 2.—Locometive 
engineers employed by the Missouri 
Pacific Lines and the Terminal 
Railroad Association of St. Louis 
have taken a strike vote to compel 
both railway carriers to recognize an 
individual grievance agreement with 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers, R. E. Edrirgton, assistant 
grand chief of the brotherhood, 
announced tonight. 

Negotiations for a similar contrac 
with the Santa Fé, Union Pacific 
and Southern Pacific railroads have 
reached a deadlock. It is reported 
that engineers on these Western 
railways also will take a strike vote 
within a short time. 

Other Western, Eastern and South- 
ern railroads may become involved 
in the threatened strike action as 
negotiations develop between’ the 
officers of the. Brotl.crhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers and the manage- 
ments of the railroads. 


Federal Board Expected to Enter. 


It is expected that the United 
States Board of Mediation, however, 
will assume jurisdiction of the con- 
troversy before a walkout occurs. 

The controversy is of a triangular 
nature. It involves the railroads, the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers and the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Firemen and Enginemen. 
Representation is the main issue. 
Officers of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers declare it should 
be the sole right of their organiza- 
tion to represent all engineers, re- 

djess of whether they belong to 
he engineers’ or firemen’s and en- 
ginemen’s brotherhoods. 

Under a joint agreément signed in 
1913 by the two organizations with 
the railroads, the working griev- 
ances of engineers belonging to the 
firemen’s and enginemen’s brother- 
hood were settled through a joint 
committee of union representatives 
of both organizations. 

Chicago headquarters of the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Engineers to- 
day issued this statement: 

“The joint working agreement be- 
tween the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Engineers and Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen and Enginemen 
was negotiated in 1915, but was not 
written into the majority of existing 
schedules until 1919. 

‘The railroads were then under 
Federal control. The Chicago agree- 
ment contained a terminating clause 
which provided that either party by 
convention act would have the right 
to abrogate the provisions of the 
contract by serving thirty days’ no- 
tice upon the other party thereto. 


‘Tells of Some Agreements. 


“This action to abrogate the agree- 
ment was taken by the 1927 conven- 
tion of the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Engineers. This was followed 
by appointment of a general com- 
mittee of adjustment on the various 
properties representing the engi- 
neers, who served notice on their re- 
spective managements of their de- 
sire to abrogate the Chicago joint 
working agreement. 

“Several railroads in the United 
States and Canada have reached an 
agreement with the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers, but upon the 
railroads where trouble is now threat- 
ening negotiations’ have failed to ef- 
fect a settlement of the pending 
question.’”’ 

Officials of the Missouri Pacific 
Lines assert they could not deal sep- 
arately with the engineers with- 
out slighting the firemen. The Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Firemen and 
Enginemen has 100,000 membership, 
which includes hostlers, firemen and 
engineers... The Brotherhood of Lo- 
comotive Engineers has a member- 
ship of about 85,000 engineers.

CITY DELAYS ACTION 
ON o8TH ST. TUNNEL 


Protest by Brooklyn Commerce 
Chamber Causes the Estimate 
Board to Wait Until July 25. 








DOWNTOWN” SITE URGED 





F.. J. Cranford Says His Borough 
and Queens Would Be Better Served 
Through 8th or 10th Street. ° 


The Board of Estimate deferred 
further action yesterday on the pro- 
posed midtown vehicular tunnel, to 
be built under Manhattan at or near 
Thirty-eighth Street from Tenth Ave- 
nue, Manhattan, under the East 
River and into Queens and Brook- 
lyn. The subject will-come up again 
on July 25, when a special meeting 
is to be held by the board. 

The postponement was a concession 
to the sentiment of the Brooklyn 
Chamber of Commerce, virtually the 
only civic organization that is op- 
posed to the plan. Its acting presi- 
dent, Frederick J. Cranford, who is 
a subway contractor, argued that the 
tunnel, if constructed, should be fur- 
ther downtown, near East Eighth or 
East Tenth Street, which would be 
a location more beneficial to Brook- 
lyn and would bring a: greater de- 

ree of traffic retief to the Queeus- 

oro Bridge. 

Mr. Cranford also declared that he 
was by no means convinced that an 
additional ‘bridge in the vicinity 
named would not be: both cheaper 
and more effective than a vehicular 
tunnel. : 

There was a clash with represen- 
tatives of the Fifth Avenue Associa- 
tion and Queens civic bodies when 
Mr. Cranford expressed his disap- 
proval. 

The Mayor, in postponing action 
on authorizing the preparations of 
plans and specifications for the pro- 

osed tunnel, told Mr. Cranford that 
he responsibility for the delay was 
on the Brooklyn Chamber of Com: 
merce, but that it was such an im- 
portant civic body that the Board of 
Estimate was anxious to get its 
views, which will be submitted in de- 
tail at the meeting on July 25. 

Controller Berry informed the Board 
of Estimate that two-thirds of the 
property owners in Chrystie and For- 
syth Streets, between East Houston 
and Canal Streets, had cotisentéd ‘to 
sell their property to the city at a 
fair price. This is the area where 
Mayor Walker will launch his model 
housing project. » 

“With that percentage assured.

Alleged’ Drug Peddler Is‘ Shot 
Dead by:One of Two Men With 
Whom He Was Dining. 








WIFE TELLS OF PHONE CALL 





Whalen Says Slayer Is Known and 
General Alarm Is Sent Out—Pro- 
prietor Held on Dry Charge. 





Salvatore Sileo, an ex-convict, who, 
according to the police, recently had 
been peddling drugs, was shot and 
killed yesterday at Old Timers’ Café, 
63 Mott Street, by one of two men 
with whom he had been lunching. 
The assassin fled through a window 
opening on an alleyway, but Com- 
missioner. Whalen, who took charge 
of the investigation, said his identity 
was known and declared that a gen- 
ee alarm had been broadcast for 

m™m. : 

Joe Centerelli, or ‘‘Peppy’’ Ross, 
as the proprietor of the café some- 
times was known, told detectives 
who took him to the Elizabeth Street 
station for questioning that he had 
seen the three men at the table near 
the window opening on the street 
and had observed that they were in 
a heated argument. He stepped aut 
for a breath.of air, he. said, and be- 
fore he had gone thirty feet from 
his establishment, he heard. two 
shots. 

Rushing back, Centerelli said, he 
found Sileo lying on the floor near 


the door: with a bullet wound in the} 


back of his head and another in the 
back of his ‘necl-... The dead man’s 
two companions had. fled, but de- 
tectives found the weapon used _ in 
the shooting in an alleyway which 
runs alongside the café and-connects 
Mott Street with Mulberry Street. 
An open window with finger-prints 
on its dusty sill told how the assassin 
escaped. . 

Sileo, who often had -been in 
trouble .with the police and had 
served terms in Sing Sing for ab- 
duction and assault, was married 
and lived at 143 Mott Street. He 
was 28 years old. His wife, Rose, 
identified his body and told the po- 
lice that he visited the Aqueduct 
racetrack on Monday with Centerelli. 
Upon returning home he received a 
telephone call from a man with 
whom he argued bitterly, she said. 
Called ‘to the telephone yesterday 
morning again, Mrs.,Sileo said, her 
husband engaged in anothér di. ute 
and finally agreed to meet a man at 
Centerelli’s café. She said she had 
a heard the rest of the conversa- 

on. 

Detectives searching the’ café for 
evidence in the shooting said they 
discovered a pint of liquor behind a 
counter. When the find was re- 
ported at the police station, Cente- 
relli was held for Federal authorities 
on a charge of violating the Volstead 
act.

IN MARLOW. MURDER 
Tells.of Phone Call to Racketeer 


in Restaurant the Night 
He.Was Slain. 








DETECTIVE THERE. AT TIME 





Greico, Recently Promoted for Work 
on the Case, Failed to Tell 
Whalen He Was There. 





Humbert J. Fugazy, Brooklyn 
sportsman and boxing promoter, 
visited Police Headquarters late yes- 
terday afternoon and told Police 
Commissioner Whalen that he saw 
Frank Marlow arise from a table 


and answer a telephone call in Le} 


Tavernelle, on West Fifty-second 
Street, a week ago Monday, fifty 
minutes before the Broadway racke- 
teer was tossed dying from an auto- 


mobile beside a cemetery fence in 
Flushing, L. I. 

The :prize fight promoter’s story, 
Mr. Whalen said, confirms the testi- 
mony of Ignatius Coppa, proprietor 


| of the restaurant, and supports the 


theory that Marlow was lured to his: 
death by a trusted friend who sum- 
moned him by telephone—in spite of 
the denials of the dead man’s dinner 
companions, who insist that: he re- 
ceived no telephone calls while they 
were with him. 

Fugazy was not the only witness 
questioned yesterday. The six men 
and ‘the girl who are being held as 
material witnesses were examined 
anew, with varying results. 

From one, the commissioner said, 
he received a tacit admission of 
knowledge of the crime, coupled with 
a boast. that if he were sent to the 
electric ‘chair ‘‘Marlow’s secret will 
burn with me.’’ This one was Daniel 
Grosso, @ man who yet may be 
charged with the actual killing: and 
who is wanted in Elizabeth, N. J., 
for a mail truck hold-up and a mur- 
der committed three years ago. An- 
other, Edward J. Lewis, a gentleman 
of no regular vocation and plenty of 
money, who is known as ‘‘Boston 
Louie,’’ has begun to ‘‘weaken,’’ the 
Commissioner said, declaring that al- 
ready he has dropped bits of infor- 
mation about Marlow’s friends and 
business associates in Boston, where, 
it has been said, the Broadway rack- 
eteer had been poaching on the pre- 
cincts of local whisky runners. 


Five Others Unresponsive. 


The five others, true to the code 
of gangdom, answered their inter- 
rogators only with the glum stares 


of injured innocence. Mr. Whalen 
said he hoped, however, that Mary 
Seiden, the Coney [Island dancer, 
who was known to her admirers as 
‘‘Mickey of the Rendezvous,’’ would 
have a better memory soon about 
the appearance of the man she saw 
climb into the death car with Marlow 
a-week ago Monday night after a 
telephone message called him away 
from a dinner party at Le Tavernelle, 
252. West Fifty-second Street, and 
lured him t6 his death. Her cousin 
and attorney, Nathan Padgug, vis- 
ited her in the afternoon and as- 
sured the commissioner he would ad- 
vise her to cooperate with him in 
identifying the mysterious figure 
who, Mr. Whalen pelieves, actually 
engineered the killing on behalf of 
‘thimself and‘ friendly interests who 
wanted to remove Marlow from com- 

Fugazy, with his daughter and son- 
in-law and Detective Anthony Greico, 
of the Coney Island station, dined at 
Le Tavernelle the night of the mur- 
der and stopped to chat about af- 
fairs of the ring with Marlow, who 
sometimes managed the business af- 
fairs of fighters. 

Fugazy, who was summoned per- 
emptorily to headquarters after he 
had asked to be excused until next 
week because of the press of busi- 
ness, also furnished Commissioner 
Whalen with valuable information 
about the personnel of Matlow’s din- 
ner party. 


Whalen Seems. Confident. 


These were the day’s important de- 
velopments which the: commissioner 
chose to make public. He intimated, 


however, that he is keeping secret 
much of the evidence his men have 
gathered in the eight days they have 
been working upon the mystery. 
Beaming with outward satisfaction 
and apparently confident that events 
would justify his assurance he met 
newspaper men last evening and 
said: 

"We are not very far away from 
a solution of the murder. 
all the material ends and are work- 
ing now on details.”’ 

The commissioner would not ven- 
ture to guess when the ‘‘break’”’ 
would come nor would he predict 
when arrests for the actual killing 
would be made. He declared, how- 
ever, that Grosso and Nicholas Mc- 
Dermott, another criminal, who weré 
seized early Sunday in their garri- 
soned apartment in Long Island City, 
“know all about the killing,’’ and 
said that the trail to the men who 
directed the killing was ‘‘getting 
warm.” ; 

Today, Mr. Whalen said, Grosso 
and McDermott would face a court 
in Queens for the first time since 
they were arrested, and no accusa- 
tion other than that they possess 
evidence material to the solution of 
the murder would be made against 
them. Nevertheless, the Commis- 
sioner said he would ask District 
Attorney Newcombe to request that 
they be denied bail or that the bond 
be fixed so high as to be beyond 
the means of criminals who offered 
their captors a $20,000 bribe for 
freedom. 


To Search Bank Vault. 


‘Johnny Wilson, former middle- 
weight boxing champion, who is one 
of the five witnesses held in $50,000 
bail, refused to talk about the bank 
vault whose key was found in his 
possession when he was taken into 
custody. Detectives consulted with 
the maker of the key in Boston,

Mr. Whalen asked, the 
chemist to make further tests to dis- 
cover if possible whether the blood 
was Marlow’s. 

Every word the, commissioner | ut- 
tered yesterday indicated his belief, 
expressed before, that Marlow was 
slain at the instance of other racket- 
eers. who found him an unwelcome 
competitor in their illicit dealings. 
What those dealings were the -com- 
missioner indicated he knew, but be- 
Par, hinting ‘that they centred in 

oston, he gave no clue to their na- 
ture. 

He declared his belief that Marlow, 
who lived in fear of gangland’s guns, 
would have answered only a sum- 
mons from a trusted friend. In this 
connection, Commissioner Whalen 


said he regarded the sudden loqua- 


ciousness of ‘‘Boston Louie” as high- 
ly important. ; 

Among the leads which Lewis gave 
him and which detectives were im- 
mediately ordered to investigate, Mr. 
Whalen said, were the names of 
underworld figures in Boston with 
whom Marlow, pressed for funds, 
found it necessary to associate. 
Lewis talked also of some of his 
liquor deals with Marlow and as- 
serted that far from being a ‘‘busi- 
ness rival’? of Marlow’s in the 
Massachusets liquor racket he was 
piggy to take the New Yorker 
nto partnership when the murder 
intervened. 

How Commissioner Whalen learned 
of the presence of. Fugazy and De- 
tective Greico at Le Tavernelle the 
night of the shooting was not ex- 
plained. It was not, however, from 
the lips of the detective, and the 
commissioner, who promoted the de- 
tectives who trailed Grosso and Mc- 
Dermott to their lair, intimated that 
the price of silence would be high. ~ 


Whalen to Keep Grosso. 


Grosso will not be turned over to 
the New Jersey authorities as the 
seventh and last man who partici- 
pated in the mail truck hold-up in 
Elizabeth, Oct. 14, 1926, in which 
John P. Enz, the driver, was shot 
and killed, until the New York police 
have finished with him. Prosecutor 
Abe J. David of Union County, N. J., 
had prepared extradition papers, but 
after talking with Commissioner 
Whalen by telephone he said yester- 
day that he thought. it proper to 
‘“‘mark cime’’ for a while. 

The utter hopelessness with which 
Grosso regards his plight was indi- 
cated by the fact that he alone of 
the seven witncsses has not engaged 
counsel. It was indicated again in 
the bold defi he hurled at questioners 
when he said that the secret of Mar- 
low’s death would die with him. 
Glumly,.he added: . 

“I know they have a great deal on 
me. I know they have enough on me 
to burn me. But I’m not talking, 
see?”’ 

McDermott, who has a silver plate 
in his head, placed ‘there after his 
skull was fractured in attempting to 
escape frora Elmira Reformatory in 
1926, nodded approvingly and sat in 
silence, interjecting only an occa- 
sional sneering ‘‘yeah?’’ to the ques- 
tions which were asked.

“The Boston police have always 
been ready to cooperate with any 
other department in tracing and run- 
ning down criminals who have com- 
mitted murder or other serious of- 
fenses against the law. It is my firm 
belief that the reputation of the Bos- 
ton police is well known throughout 
the United States.”

The Shillibeer conveyance has a 
long body, brightly painted in green 
and yellow. ‘The upholstery. looks 
like that of a frent parlor and its 
windows have mock blinds with spe- 


cially frayed yellow fringe and tas- 
sels, suggestive of a Victorian bed- 
room. If one is not quite sure what 
it is, the single word ‘‘Omnibus’’ 
starids out in targe letters on each 
side, with the further information of- 
fered by the flowered window panels, 
which reads: “‘Islington-Somers- 
town”’ ‘‘Paddington to the Bank” 
and ‘‘Invention,’’ and perched on the 
high seat will be ‘‘Alf’’ Tilling, the 
wealthy omnibus proprietor, wearin 
a plum colored coat, .a green an 
blue cravet and a rakish beaver hat, 
with a white apron over his knees.

KING’S WAR WORK LISTED. 


Volumes Placed in London Museum 
Show He Traveled 50,000 Miles. 


LONDON, July 2 P).—The burdens 
of kings is aptly illustrated in two 
slim. volumes which have just been 
deposited in the Imperial War Mu- 
seum. They detail in brief his Majes- 


ty’s activities during the World War.

FOE ASSAILS CALLES 
AT PARTY CONVENTION 


Robles Tells Anti-Re-electionists 
Former President Still Domi- 
nates Mexico. 


MEXICO CITY, July 2 (#).—In the 
keynote speech at the opening ses- 
sion of the National Convention of 
the Anti-Re-electionist Party here to- 
day, Vito Alessio Robles, president 
of the party, called for ‘‘peaceful, 
honest presidential elections in No- 
vemper.”’ 

He delivered a bitter attack against 
the government and requested the 
delegates to devote a moment of si- 
lence to the memory of Arnulfo Go- 
mez and Francisco Serrano, who 
were put to death after an unsuc- 
cessful revolutionary attempt in Oc- 
tober, 1927. General Gomez was 
presidential candidate of the party 
that year, but it was stated that he 
joined the revolt against the will: of 
the party which had never supported 
an armed rebellion. 

Sefior Robles, in an attack upon 
General Calles, said that after the 
assassination of General Alvaro Obre- 
gén Ist July, those who had been 
most ardent followers of the slain 
leader ‘‘saluted the living Caesar.’’ 
He charged that General Calles had 
created the. National Revolutionary 
Party as a personal organization in 
violation of his .1928 speech to Con- 
gress against continuance of ‘‘one- 
man rule’’ in Mexico. 

The former president was also 
charged with responsibiilty for the 


nomination at the Queretaro conven-| 


tion of the Revolutionary party of 
Pascual Ortiz Rubio as presidential 
candidate. 

“That candidate,’’ explained Sefior 
Robles, ‘‘is the most ambiguous, the 
least adapted for the presidency and 
the most incapable person who ever 
ran for it. Being a nobody, he is 
capable of anything in obedience of 
orders from the unseen but power- 
ful hand behind the curtain.’”’

Fact That-Immersion Took Place by 
Proletarian Brewery Rouses 
Wrath of Reporter.

MOSCOW, July 2.—Under a four- 
column headline ‘‘Baptist Outburst 
on Moscow River,’’ today’s ‘‘Work- 
ing Moscow’’: fulminates against a 
mass baptismal ceremony—the Rus- 
sian Baptists practice total immer- 
sion—which lasted from 6 o’clock un- 
til 10 o’clock last Sunday morning. 

The newspaper report. begins: 
“Right here in Moscow—in the Sum- 
mer of 1929, on June 30—with the ‘All 
Union Atheist Convention just. ended 
and the delegates not yet back home 
—with the Soviet Congress but a 
month ago having passed a constitu- 
tional amendment limiting religious 
propaganda—and what do we see? An 
incredible proceeding—a mass bap- 
tism by a religious cult in the Mos- 
cow River—in the heart of the pro- 
letarian section of the city—under 
the walls of the ‘Triangle’ brewery.”’ 

In a similar staccato the writer 
runs on for four and a half columns, 
with photographs showing a mag- 
nificent Baptist elder with a long 
white beard conducting a service, im- 
mersing the white-clad neophytes and 
then—the crowning outrage—pitching 
a tent for the participants to dress in 
under the very walis of the prole- 


tarian brewery. 

The reporter embellishes. his narra- 
tive with such words as ‘‘incredible,’’ 
“inexplicable,” and ‘‘intolerable,”’ 
ut he reserves not his least severe 
strictures for the Moscow Police De- 
partment which gave a permit to the 
Baptists. For some obscure reason 
the fact that the baptism was held 
beneath the brewery walls rouses the 
Soviet reporter almost to. frenzy, He 
makes this the leitmotif of his tirade 
against the ‘‘religious challenge to 
the Moscow workers.”’ 

This affair, however, is more seri- 
ous than it sounds. It is an incident 
in.the general ‘‘leftward swing’’ that 
has been such a prominent feature 
of the Soviet policy during recent 
months. The ‘‘nepmen”’ (the private 
traders), the ‘‘kulaks’’ (the richer 
peasants), and the religious cults- of 
all kinds, from Buddhists to Bap- 
tists, are now listed as ‘‘class ene- 
mies’’ against whom must be waged 
a pitiless war for national socialism.

TOKIO, July 2.—Baron Tanaka, 
Prime Minister, and his Cabinet re- 
signed this morning and the Em- 


peror summoned Yuko Hamaguchi, 
known as ‘‘The Lion,’’ who submitted 
the names of a Ministry. The new 
Cabinet includes eight members of 
former administrations and is con- 
sidered to be a capable and experi- 
enced body. The appointment of 
Junnosuke Inouye, former governor 
of the Bank of Japan, as Minister of 
Finance, -has given satisfaction to 
business and banking circles at a 
time when the weakness of the ex- 
change is causing concern. General 
Ugaki, who returns to the Ministry 
of War, is one of the ablest men in 
Japan and is regarded as a prospec- 
tive Prime Minister. Baron Shide- 
hara’s appointment to the Foreign 
Office indicates that Japan will re- 
vert to his former policy of. forbear- 
ance and friendship with the Chinese 
Nationalists. 

Premier Hamaguchi is a popular 
and respected statesman with a 
reputation for honesty, but, despite 
his nickname of ‘“‘The Lion,”’ the 
public has thought him lacking in 
force. He has decided views on the 
financial measures the country 
needs and declared recently that if 
returned to power he would enforce 
retrenchment and economy, refrain- 
ing from new domestic loans and 
taking steps to recover the sums ad- 
vanced to ‘business firms and banks 
during the 1927 panic. 


New Premier Studied Law. 


TOKIO, July 2 (#).—Yuko Hama- 
guchi, leader of the new Minseito 
administration, is the third man 


without title to hold that post in 
Japan.

In fact, I am thinking of re- 
turning within a year, after a stay 
in Italy, where I know I have the 
friendship of King Victor Emmanuel] 
and Premier Mussolini. 

‘“‘My return, however, will not be 
as King but as a simple citizen. 
Kingship no longer has any charms 
for me. I wish I could be allowed 
to settle down as a mere farmer in 
the country I love. 

“I am certain that the present 
chaotic condition of Afghanistan is 
due to fanatical religious chiefs who 
have misrepresented my efforts to 
introduce reforms. But Bacha Sakao, 
Ithe ‘Water Boy’ King who usurped 
the throne] will not remain ruler 
long. I feel that the country is still 
strongly in my own favor.’ 

Amanullah stoutly denied that he 
had left Afghanistan laden with 
treasure. He said he had only $30 
in his pocket when he left. He de- 
clared that he even had to abandon 
his clothes in Kandahar. 

Asked if there were any truth in 
rumors that the British, especially 
Colonel Lawrence, had had a hand 
in the revolution, the former King 
said he had heard of the rumors but 
was unable to confirm them. 

“‘Any of the mullahs [priests] was 
better able to incite the populace to 
revolution than Colonel wrence,”’ 
said Amanullah. 

The keenest interest was shown by 
the inhabitants of Port Said in Am- 
anullah’s visit, but the utmost pre- 
cautions were taken to prevent the 
public obtaining contact with him. 





COSTES 10 FLY HERE, 
SAYS PARIS REPORT 


French Flier Prepares Quick 
Start at Le Bourget Field, 
Ostensibly for Russia. 








AFTER DISTANCE RECORD 





Plane Is Improved Model of Type 
That Carried Him Across South 
Atlantic and America.

PARIS, July 2.—Dieudonné Costés, 
who, with Joseph Lebrix, flew over 
the South Atlantic and afterward 
crossed the United States and made 
record time to Tokio and back to 
Paris, was preparing tonight at Le 
Bourget with a new plane, the In- 
terrogation Point, for a long flight 
to a mysterious destination. 

There have been whispered rumors 
that this flight is his long-considered 
non-stop attempt from Paris to New 
York, but ostensibly Captain Costés 
will go in the opposite direction. 

The Ministry of Aviation has for- 
bidden transatlantic attempts and 
even called back Couduret and Mail- 
loux, who. were preparing to start 
from Seville. It was on account of 
this ruling that MM. Assollant, 
Lefevre and Lotti made their flight 
in the opposite direction without the 
Government’s permission. 

Captain Costés, long separated 
from his partner, Lieut. Commander 
Lebrix, will be accompanied by a 
mechanician, Bellonte, who has been 
his constant team-mate for more 
than a year. Two weeks ago the 
Interrogation Point, which is an im- 
proved machine of the same model 
as the Nungesser-Coli, the plane that 
made the South Atlantic flight, com- 
pleted a long series of tests, and 
Captain Costes and Bellonte made a 
circular tour of France as a final 
demonstration of her capacities. The

ours and, after landing to refuel, 

returned to the Villacoublay flying 
field, where it was announced that 
Captain Costés would leave soon on 
an attempt to break the non-stop 
flight record. It was given out of- 
ficially that he intended to fly in the 
direction of Russia and continue as 
far toward Tokio as he was able. 

For ten days Captain Costés has 
been awaiting a favorable moment, 
and tonight: he flew from Villacou- 
blay to Le Bourget. Answering ques- 
tions regarding his plans, Captain 
Costés was uncommunicative, as is 
his custom. He would only reply 
that he would start a long flight 
soon, but he would not give any 
further particulars.

It would be most 
desirable, for it cannot be a matter 
of indifference how individual Church 
bodies now solve important problems 
pertaining to the welfare of the 
whole Church.”’’ : 

As emphasizing the need of the guid- 
ance and authority of such an inter- 
national organization, Dr. Irbe cited 

oblems revealing distressing condi- 
tions which these bodies might be 
‘called upon to solve. Among them

“Is it right and proper to grant 
divorced persons the same treatment 
as is given other betrothed persons 
who ask us to officiate at their 
marriages?

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FRENCH CONFUSED 
ON DEBT ACCORD 


Foreign Affairs Committee Ap- 
proves, but Finance Group Take 
Several Undecisive Votes. 








CABINET MEMBERS CALLED 





Situation Will Be Re-Examined and 
Reported—Deputies Press 
for Reservations.

PARIS, July 2.—In an atmosphere 
which remained feverish, every 
group in the Chamber’s two big 
commissions and the government 
have been discussing all day how they 
should proc:ed wi’" the ratification 
of te French debt agreements, 
which must be ratified by midnight 
on the last day of this month. 

Almost everywhere confusion pre- 
vails. The Cabinet, which held one 
formal and one informal meetin 
during the day, insists that the rati- 
fication law should consist of a single 
sentence setting forth that the Cham- 
ber approves the accords. The For- 
eign Affairs Commission, after re- 
jecting unanimously a proposal to 
ratify without reservations, approved 
a § fifteen votes to eight, the princi- 
ple of ratification with reservations, 
After a further vote it declared its 
opinion that the reservations should 
be included in the text of the law, but 
not in the diplomatic instrument, 


that is to sav, not in the accord it-|, 


self. 

The Finance Commission .got in 
such a tangle that it had to sum- 
mon back Premier Poincaré, Henri 
Chéron, the Finance Minister, and 
Aristide Briand, the Foreign Minis- 
ter, to settle among them whether 
reservations ‘could be inserted in the 
law. or should be in the form of an- 
nexes. The Premier repeated what 
he had already said last week: that 
in his opinion it would be a grave 
error to include any reservations in 
the text of the law itself, as they 
might be resented by the United 
States. 

The state of mind of the commis- 
sion was indicated by the successive 
votes. It rejected by 24 to 1, with 
9 abstentions, the proposal for the 
ratification bill without reservations. 
It rejected also, by 21 against 12, 
the proposal for ratification with an 
attached: resolution and, by 14 
against 10, with 11 abstentions, a 
proposal for the inclusion of the re- 
servations in the text of .the law. 
Finally, Deputy Pietri was appointed 

rter to examine the whole sit- 
uation and to reconcile these con- 
tradictory votes. 

In the various groups the division 
of opinion and confusion was just 
as great. The Nationalists could not 
even risk a party decision. Appar- 
ently the majority of the party has 
definitely deserted Louis Marin and 
Louis Dubois and has become recon- 
ciled to ratification with some form 
of reservation. The Radicals, led by 
Louis Malvy, seem inclined to put an 
interpretive reservation into the 
law approving ratification. This 
view was not, however, unanimous, 
several members declaring that it 
would only result in the American 
Senate’s refusing to ratify the Mel- 
lon-Bérenger accord. Internal poli- 
tics played a considerable réle in the 
Radicals’ discussion and they showed 
a disposition to fear that the present 
government would not carry out the 
whole program which has been set, 
including the evacuation of the 
Rhineland whenever the Young plan 
shall have been approved. 

On that question M. Briand, be- 
fore the Finance Commission, was 
reserved, though he recalled that 
evacuation was promised at Geneva 
last September if the experts’ plan 
should be successfully elaborated and 
approved. 

Several other groups held meetin 
at which the same indisposition to 
accept ratification without reserva- 
tions was apparent. One suggestion 
was that an amendment should be 
voted at the same time as the law 
authorizing the government to ratify 
in which it should be set forth that

Premier Urges Ratification. 


PARIS, July 2 (%.—An attempt by 
two Socialist Deputies, Vincent 
Auriol and Pierre Renaudel, to com- 
pel the government to make the debt 
accord and the Young reparations 
plan: secondary. to the announcement 
of its policy regarding early evacua- 
tion of the second zone of the Rhine- 
land, was unsuccessful. Both Pre- 
mier Poincaé and Aristide Briand, 
the Foreign Minister, refused to 
commit the government. 

The Premier suggested that the 
finance commission: should frame 
resolutions of policy respécting the 
Rhineland evacuation and should 
then ve the government an op- 
portunity to approve or reject those 
policies. He insisted that ratifica- 
tion of the Mellon-Bérenger agree- 
ment was the first duty confronting 
Parliament, and that other questions 
would come up later. 

A series of official conferences, in- 
stead of one general parley, may be 
arranged as a sequel to the Young 
plan for reparations. payments. The 
representatives of some of the gov- 
ernments concerned feel that it 
would be best to have the heads of 
the governments assemble first and 
then turn the problems over to the 
government experts. When the re- 
port of the experts is ready, a gen- 
eral and final conference could be 
convoked. 

There is speculation as to whether 
the United States would send a dele- 
gate to the Young conference, it be- 
ing pointed out that the United 
States has an interest in the dis- 
tribution of: ‘the German annuities. 
Decision as to whether a parley will 
be held in London is expected next 
week, the probability is that the con- 
ference will not be convoked before 
August.

The largest single refund was of 
$15,756,595 to the United States Steel 
Corporation and its subsidiaries. The 
fact that this was to be made was 
disclosed last Winter during consid- 
eration by Congress of a deficiency 
bill to provide money for the refunds 

There were a dozen or more settle- 
ments, each totaling more than a| 
million dollars. 

Among the larger refunds was one 
made in July, 1928. of $1,287,426 for 
over-assessments on property of the 
Aluminum Company of America and 
its subsidiaries at Pittsburgh. The 
report said the principal] cause for 
the refund was ‘‘inventory adjust- 
ment.’”’ The origina! assessment of 
the property was $8.078,961 and the 


oo finally collected was $6,791,- 
534. 





In its report the committee pointed 
out that in each of the seven months 
covered the rate of refundment, with 
interest, had been $15,224,270, or al- | 
most twice the amount of monthly 
settlements during the fourteen 
months preceding. From March 1, 
1927, to April 24, 1928, the average 
had been $8,402,147 a month. | 

“It appears,’’ the report said, ‘‘that | 
the increase in the rate of refund- | 
ment of nearly 80 per cent since 
June, 1928, is principally due to three | 
factors: the decision of the Supreme 
Court cf the United States in the! 
National Life Insurance Company 
case, the large refund of the United 
States Steel Corporation and the 
drive of the bureau to settle old tax | 
cases. | 

“In regard to the individual re- | 
funds, it appears that, on the whole, 


the action of the commissioner in 
making these allowances shows 
proper, just and careful handling in 
the face of many difficulties. A few 
cases have appeared doubtful and a 
difference of opinion resulted. This 
is recognized as being inevitable, in 
view of the complexity and uncer- 
tainty of certain provisions of our 
revenue acts.”’

Atlanta Convention Adopts Re- 
port Which Decries ‘‘Teaching 
Child What to Think.”

ATLANTA, Ga., July 2.—The Na- 
tional Education Association during 
its convention session today adopted 
a report of the committee on propa- 
ganda in the public schools which 
declared that children should be 
taught ‘‘how’’ to think, not ‘‘what’’ 
to think. 


Uncritical acceptance of propa- 


schools to the activities of outside 
agencies would do the children in- 
calculable harm, the report said, 
and would destroy confidence in the 
public school, and ultimately threaten 
its existence.

use. 

“The privilege of outsiders to ad- 
dress school assemblies should be 
definitely controlled by educational 
authorities;

problem will be lessened when all 
schools are supplied with adequate 
funds so that no school will be com- 
pelled to rely on gifts and donations 
from the outside; the practice of col- 
lecting money through the school for 
outside projects should be forbidden; 
and giving lists of pupils’ names and 
addresses to agencies merely for 
commercial use should be forbidden,’’ 
the report stated. 

“Children should be _ given that 
flexibility of mind which makes for 
social evolution, rather than social 
stagnation,’’ the report stated. ‘‘The 
propagandist is knocking at the 
school door. In some instances he 
has already been admitted. There 
is nothing to indicate that he will 
overlook the schools in the future. 
The propagandist seeks to incul- 
cate one viewpoint.. The teacher's 
mind is open on all subjects. 

“This is a significant issue for 
school authorities because of the 
imperative need for an adult citi- 
zenry capable of protecting itself 
from the many appeals of all forms 
of propaganda.”’ 


Federal Department Urged. 


The report of the Legislative Com- 
mittee urged the association to con- 
tinue its activities for a Department 
of Education in the Federal Govern- 
ment. 

Saving of millions of dollars every 
year to the taxpayers would result if 
the Federal Government should un- 


ganda and a general opening of ihe dertake nation-wide and world-wide 


surveys and investigations to secure 
scientific truths and basic knowl- 
edge, declared Representative John 
Robsion of Kentucky. 

Mr. Robsion said a Federal De- 
partment of Education would do “‘for 
education what we have done and are 
doing for commerce, agriculture and 
labor.’’ He pointed out that the in- 
dividual States do not have the fa- 
cilities or the resources for adequate 
research work. He said that there 
is no agency that meets these re- 
quirements except the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Robsion told of his efforts to 
secure passage of his bill creating a 
department of education with a sec- 
retary in the President’s Cabinet. 
The Bureau of Education, estab- 
lished in 1882, has: been segregated 
to a dark ccrner of a great depart- 
ment and starved to death, he said. 

Robert R. Moton, principal of Tus- 
kegee Normal and Industrial Insti- 
tute, said that he is opposed to in- 
termarriage of the races and to in- 
tersocial relationships. He thought 
two races ought to be able to live to- 
gether in prosperity and contribute 
to the welfare of cach other without

intermingling socially or inter- 
marriage. Moton discussed the vari- 
ous pro for the disposition of 
the negro racé;.including deporta- 
tion, segregation, &c., and said he 
feels that the negro’s contribution in- 
dustrially and economically to. the 
welfare of the country entitles him to 
the privilege of recognition as a citi- 
zen on the same basis as that of 
white people. 

Dr. Moton paid tribute to the 
colored soldiers in the World War 
and also in the Spanish-American 
War, and claimed that the negro’s 
ideal upholds in every way the high- 
est moral and social traditions of the 
American people. 

Education, he said, offered the best 
solution to the race problem. 

Dr. Howard R. Driggs of the 
School of Education, New York Uni- 
versity, spoke on behalf of the Ore- 
gon Trail Memorial Association and 
urged preservation of historical 
shrines, particularly those monu- 
mental in the winning of the West by 
the pioneers of covered wagon days. 
Of the 350,000 persons who traveled 
the Oregon Trail, 20,000~have died 
and only one grave is marked, Dr. 
Briggs said.

Planes Found Ideal for Crossing 
Deserts—Additional Flight Made 
to San Francisco. 





At 10:50 o’clock yesterday morning 
ton travelers arrived at the Pennsyl- 
vania’ Station just forty-five hours 
and forty minutes after leaving Los 
Angeles by the air-rail system of the 
Transcontinental Air Transport, Inc., 
the Lindbergh line between New 
York and the West Coast, which is 
ta be opened for public travel next 
Monday. ; 

The passengers, members of an in- 
spection party, who participated as 
the “traveling public’? in a round 
trip over the system, left New York 
last Wednesday night by the Air- 
ways Limited of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad. In five days and fifteen 
hours they traveled 6,626 miles, 1,940 
by rail and 4,686 by plane. 

They spent two nights in Los An- 
geles and on the intervening day 
flew on the Mabduc Line, Transcon- 
tinental Air Transport subsidiary, to 
San Francisco, spending three hours 
there, and returning in time for an 
early dinner that night in Los An- 
geles. 


Those in the party, which included 
two representatives of the Transport 
company, agreed that for restful and 
fast trave] the big transport planes 
are ideal, especially on the dusty, 
sun-baked regions of New Mexico 
Arizona and California. 

The westward trip, by train to 
Port Columbus, by plane from there, 
with stops at Indianapolis, St. Louis 
and Kansas City, to Waynoka, Okla., 
then train again for 310 miles to 
Clovis, N. M., and finally the 1,000- 
mile journey by air over the colorful 
States of New Mexico, Arizona and 
California, took fifty hours and five 
minutes. The company has allowed 
a five-hour leeway for delays at the 
transfer points, Waynoka and Clovis, 
and can without difficulty speed up 
the service four hours. 

For the last two years Colonel 
I.indbergh' and his colleagues of 
th. technical committee of the com- 
pany have been flying back and 
fourth across the country picking out 
sites for terminals and landing 
ficlds. Agents followed them and 
leased or purchased the land neces- 
sary or arranged with municipalities 
to prepare :the fields. Close on their 
trail traveled engineers, construction 
men, steel erectors and electricians. 
Hangars and runways, stations and 
rostaurants have been erected and 
placed in operation. 

Tall. wireless towers rear their 
teel-latticed masts against the skies, 
and in some cases highways have 
been constructed to the _ railroad 
terminals and town centres. 

Colonel Lindbergh is proceeding 
slowly across the country in his Fal- 
con plane, accompanied by Mrs.

Mail Plane Guided by Beacons on 
Cheyenne-San Francisco

There mail and passengers were 
transferred to a tri-motored, twelve- 
passenger Boeing ship, and under a 
star-lit, moonless night the pilot 
roared his way to Elko and to Reno, 
Nev. At Reno a new pilot tovuk 
charge for the rest of the flight to 
Sacramento and the Golden Gate. _ 

In the smaller Boeing air mail 
planes two passengers are carried, 
mails permitting, in the cabin com- 
partment in the fore part of the ma- 
chine in front of the pilot’s cockpit. 
The accommodation is cramped for 
so long a journey. A table is pro- 
vided on which passengers may write 
or eat. The Boeing Company pro- 
vides lunches along the route. 

On the tri-motored planes the pas- 
sengers have easy chairs in which it 
is possible to nap. In the rear is a 
well-fitted washroom. Except from 
Omaha to Cheyenne, THE TIMES cor- 
respondent was the only passenger, 
chiefly because of the volume of 
mail. 

Pilots are guided on the night route 
by flashing beacon lights strung 
about every ten miles apart. As 
many as four are sometimes visible 
at one time. Over the Wasatch re- 
gion a double line of beacons flashes 
guiding messages. ; 

Some of the most magnificent 
scenery this country has to offer was 
seen on the Cheyenne-Salt Lake City 
route.

. Tell-of Tribulations. 


They retold the story of how they 
left Los Aleazares near Cartagena 
on the\afternoon of June 21 and how 
soon after nightfall they were obliged 
to rise to a considerable height be- 
cause of bad conditions, navigation 
being handicapped by layers of 
clouds. A strong mortheast wind 
which, théy said, they had not ex- 
pected, had with the clouds caused 
them to miss ‘their bearings and in 
the darkness be ea flown over the 
Azores, where they had intended to 
land at 9 o’clock on the morning of 
June 22. 

When daylight came, they found 
they were off the southwest Azores 
and landed to study their predica- 
ment. After satisfying themselves 
as to where they were, they took off 
again in the direction of Fayal, but 
had to come down for lack of fuel 
about sixty miles from that’ place. 
On the 23d they drifted southward 
from Fayal and for the next three 
days the wind blew them hither and 
thither. 

They said that the worst weather 
of that long week was on the 24th 
and 27th. On the latter day, indeed, 
tre situation at times looked des 
perate. But when they got through 
that gale the airmen regained con- 
fidence and they explained today 
that after their seaplane had weath- 
ered the first gale they never lost 
hope. They had food for.fifteen days 
and as Captain de Alda explained 
after landing today, Major Franco 
on the first day ordered -ationing 
for himself and his comrades and 
an that they could hold out 
for three weeks. 


Sought to Combat Drift. 


During the seven days the Dornier 
was afloat every effort was made 
by means of sheet anchors to coun- 
teract: the drift, which actually car- 
ried i¢ about 100 miles. A flag was 
flown’ by day and a small light 
shown by night. 

The f water the fliers had 
soon gavé out and then Major Fran- 
co tried water_in the radiator 
and found {it drinkable. It was this 
discovery and the unfailing courage 
of” % his comrades said, 
which brought them through their 
ordeal. They tock shifts at watch- 
ing, especially at night, and the

save them. 

“T was on watch on Friday night,’’ 
said Captain de Alda,. ‘‘and just as 
dawn broke I saw dim lights not so 
far away. I awoke my comrades 
and we immediately started sending 
up flares, It was those flares which 
attracted the attention of the look- 
out on the Eagle, and it was not lonz 
before she had a boat alongside us.”’ 

Captain de Alda’s explanation 
makes it rd gc ty that the earlier 
story that the lost plane was sighted 
by a flier from the Eagle must have 
been a mistake. 

As the Eagle came within 100 

rds of the Spanish seaplane, Lieu- 
enant Kilroy put off in a cutter. As 
he drew alongside the Dornier he 
was cheered by the airmen, who in- 
vited him to join them in drinking 
their last bottle of wine. All were 
in. good shape except Madariaga, 
who, was suffering somewhat from 
a wound on the head sustained just 
before the plane took off on its 
Atlantic voyage. 


Boarded Cutter Unaided. 


The four aviators got aboard the 
cutter, which took the plane in tow, 
and returned alongside the Eagle. 
The aviators climbed the ship’s lad- 
der unaided. The officers of tae 
Eagle lent the airmen the gray 
flannel suits they wore when they 
came ashore today, and during the 
voyage to Gibraltar all the airmen 
joined in games with the members 
of the crew of the rescuing plane 
carrier. 

The captain and the other officers 
of the Eagle expressed their great 
pleasure at having been able to res- 
cue Major Franco and his comrades. 
When the Eagle received orders to 
join the search for the airmen, she 
was off Oporto and, steaming south- 
ward. She altered her course to a 
line between Cape Sao Vicente and 
the Azores, along which she _ pro- 
ceeded for five days. while her planes 
meade a dozen flights on each of the 
three days when flying was possible, 
and keeping 2 sharp lookout con- 
tinually: 

It was eloquent testimony to the 
keenness of the watch kept that the 
Eagle sighted the flying boat at 
dawn last Saturday. The officers 
said they had already shaped their 
course toward the plane when 
rockets went up from her. 

Captain Lawrence and the crew of 
the @ were very proud of the fol- 
lowing message they received today 
from King Alfonso: 

‘In my own name and that of the 
Spanish nation and air force, I 
hasten to <pprase to you, the officers 
and crew the Eagle, ovr deepest 
gratitude for the fine achievement 
which has saved for Spain the 
precious lives of four of her best air- 
men. 


° Captain Replies. 
Captain Lawrence repliéd to the 


King through the British Admiralty, 
saying that it had been a great 





honor to be able to save the lives of 
such brave men. The captain pre- 
sented to the airmen as a souvenir a 
volume containing photographs of 


taken by members of the Eagle’s 
crew. 

It now appears that the failure of 
the flight was due largely to what 
ordinarily would have been a favor- 
able circumstance. An unexpected 
following wind moved the Dornier 
along faster than had been cal- 
culated, so that the seaplane passed 
over the Azores in the darkness with- 
out being able to see them. Had it 
not been for this wind, there is small 
doubt that Major Franco would 
have landed at the Azores on the 
morning of June 22 in good shape 
to continue his flight westward 
across the Atlantic. | 





Thousands Welcome Them. | 


GIBRALTAR, July 2 (#).—All the! 
British residents of England’s great | 
rock fortress, together with thou- 
sands of Spaniards, Moors from 
Africa in picturesque garments and 
other foreign visitors, gathered in 
the streets, along the slopes and at 
all other points of vantage to greet 
the fliers. 

Soon after the aircraft carrier 
reached Gibraltar, Major Franco and 
his comrades appeared on deck and 
a roar of applause swept the water- 
front. Cheers, shouts, handclapping 
@nd embraces greeted them as they 
landed, and everywhere they went 
through Gibraltar the same enthu- 
siasm was displayed. As they 
motored across to the Spanish fron- 
tier towns they were the object of 
a similar welcome. 

British and Spanish airplanes 
circled the British naval craft as it | 
swept slowly into the still, blue bowl 
beneath Gibraltar’s mighty rock. 

Amid the firing of salutes and the 
playing of the British and Spaiish 
national anthems, the fliers, accom- | 
panied by British and Spanish offi- | 
cials who went aboard the Eagle to! 
meet them, came ashore. Police and | 
marines found it difficult to keep! 
back the crowds. Beautiful seforitas | 
and English girls clamored around | 
the automobiles for autographs, | 
many of them at the same time pelt- 
ing the rescued fliers with flowers. 
Here and there an African, in’ fez 
or turban, vied with the white hel- 
meted Britisher or  straw-hatted 
American tourist to get a close look 
at the heroes of the day.

greatest care was shown for their the rescued airmen and their plane body would find us. We did not suf-

“We established a constant day 
and night watch, alternating in 
sleeping while one of us was always 
awake watching for ships or planes.

“As the plane was being tossed 
about we closed all openings in or- 
der to keep the water from flooding 
us.

Each night the fliers used some of 
their signal rockets. firing the last 
of them when the Eagle’s lights fi- 
nally were sighted. 


Although Captain Lawrence of the 


| Eagle declined to be quoted directly, 
{an authorized description came from 


the officers of the aircraft carrier, 
as follows: 

“For several days. we had been 
searching around the Azores, much 
of the time in very bad weather, and 
had seen nothing of the =r 
fliers. The Eagle cruised about, an 


| from time to time, as weather per- 


mitted, sent up planes to scout over 
the waters. We carried about twen- 
ty-five planes, but never had more 
than five at one time in the air 
searching, because they were _ not 
hydroplanes, but land planes, which 
must land on the deck of the vessel 
and not in the water. 

‘‘We had headed back toward Gi- 
braltar from the Azores, still main- 
taining a lookout, when about 4 
o’clock Saturday morning we saw 
signal lights twenty miles away. We 
changed our course and went there, 
and found Major Franco and the 
others on their plane, floating in 
the water near Santa Maria. 


Fliers Wanted Cigarettes. 
“Two of the fliers were outside 
and two were in the cabin. They 
came up and all waved and shouted. 


We sent down one flying officer to| 
the plane to greet the Spaniards, | 


and then put over a derrick and 
hauled the machine and men up on 
the deck. They were all good sports; 
they were in fine spirits, happy and 
laughing, and showed almost no bad 
effects of ‘their experience, although 
tired and wet. And they wanted 
cigarettes. 

‘“‘We were very happy, too, and 
were fortunate to find them. They 
are fine fellows and we are glad they 
are back home. 

‘“‘We were about a mile from the 
Dornier Wal 16- when we recognized 
who she was. We saw the signal 
rockets about 4 o’clock and by 6 the 
plane and the men were ‘on board.”

He seems 
from the record to be entirely de- 
void of that high sense of honor and 
fair dealing which ought to charac- 
terize a man of his education and 
profession.’’ 

Mr. Rogers is a former Assistant 
District Attorney, who was gradu- 
ated from Yale in 1898. The Yale 
Club of New York expelled him in 
March, 1918, because of his connec- 
tion with the payment of a club in- 
debtedness with a check forged by 
some one else. He lost a suit for re- 
instatement, after which the -Bar 
Association also expelled him for 
conduct unbecoming a member of 
the bar.

BOY FLEES FROM COURT 


Father, Accused of Coaching Lad 
in Testimony, Mast Go to Jail 
if He Does Not Return Today. 


If 14-year-old David Wexler fails to 
return to his mother by noon today 
his father will be held accountable, 
Supreme Court Justice Johnston 
ruled in Brooklyn yesterday, after 
the boy dashed out of the courtroom 
and disappeared when Justice John- 
ston had held that he must return to 
his mother. 

David’s mother, Mrs. Sophie Wex- 
ier of 266 Floyd Street, Brooklyn, 
applied to the court for his custody. 
She testified that her husband, Max, 
of 823 Freeman Avenue, the Bronx, 
had deserted her thirteen times and 
bad not properly supported her. He 
offered to yield the custody of the 
boy to her if she would consent to a 
divorce, she said, but he demanded 
the custody of David until she signed 
the agreement. Mrs. Wexler said 
that on May 23 her husband and an- 
other woman went to her home early 
in the morning, attacked her and 
made off with David. 

David took the witness stand yes- 
terday and sided with his father. He 
said his mother had failed to provide 
a good home for him and had permit- 
ted him to roam the streets until late 
at night. But under cross-examina- 
tion he admitted it was his mother 
and not his father who had given 
him a home and food and clothes mosi 
of his life. Justice Johnston, after 
questioning David further, said that 
the boy’s story could not be credited 
because he had apparently been 
coached. He said the boy must re- 
turn to his mother. 

When David heard the Court’s rul- 
ing he slipped out of his seat, dashed 
out of the building and disappeared. 
Counsel for Mrs. Wexler immediately 
charged Wexler with the responsibil- 
ity of the boy’s disappearance. The 
lawyer said Wexler told the boy to 
‘“‘heat it.’’ Justice Johnston said 
Wexler could have until noon today 
to produce the lad, and failing that, 
he himself must go to jail. 


DEFY POSTOFFICE RULING.

LACKAWANNA LINES 
BEING ELECTRIFIED 


$14,000,000 Program Started 
to Power 173 Miles of Tracks 
in Central New Jersey. 








WORK WILL TAKE A YEAR 





Three Divisions Being Transformed 
Serve 1,500,000 Persons—Con- 
tracts Let for Current. 





Without speeches or formality, the 
Delaware, Lackawanna & Western 
Railroad has begun work on a con- 


struction program which will elec- 
trify seventy-eight miles of roadway, 
comprising 173 miles of track, serv- 
ing about 1,500,000 persons in north 
central New Jersey, it was learned 
yesterday. The cost of the work 
has been estimated at between $14,- 
000,000 and $18,000,000. 

Operations were begun simultane- 
ously at Montclair, Hoboken and on 
the meadows west of Newark. Holes 
are being dug to contain the con- 
crete bedding that will support the 
overhead system of power con- 


ductors. . 
Three divisions will be  trans- 
They are the Morris and 
Essex Division, between Hoboken 
and Dover; the Montclair branch, 
and the former Passaic and Dela- 
ware Railroad, now a part of the 
Lackawanna system, which runs be- 
tween Summit and Gladstone. 

At the road’s offices here, it was 
estimated yesterday that the electri- 
fication might be completed in a 
year, but it was pointed out that 
certain phases of the construction 
work could not be rushed. One of 


these is the ‘‘curing’’ of the cement | 


in the foundation holes, which re- 
quires various lengths of time. 

he Lackawanna improvement is 
in line with electrification programs 
accomplished or proposed on at least 
a score of systems in the United 
States. Its own plans have been 
discussed for almost twenty years, 
but took concrete form only last 
year after representatives of twenty- 
three northern New Jersey civic as- 
sociations, speaking generally for 
the 70,000 daily commuters on the 
road, offered their aid. This help 
was promised on March 28, 1928, in 
the form of backing for the Lacka- 
wanna’s application for increased 
commutation fares in the event of 
electrification. 

At that meeting with J. M. Davis, 
president of the railroad, Edwin 
Wollmuth, executive secretary of the 
Newark Chamber of Commerce, 
headed the delegates, who asked for 
the improvements in faster service 
possible through using electric mo- 
tive power. 

Soon thereafter the building pro- 
gram was determined upon, and the 
cities affected notified that work 
would begin as soon as possible. 

The railroad also announced yes- 
terday that it is considering bids for 
the construction of 141 new all-steel 
motorized coaches, and for the re- 
modeling of an equal number of 
steel coaches now in service. 

Contracts for power have been let 
for twenty-year periods to the Public 
Service Electric and Gas Company, 
the Jersey Central Power and Light 
Company and the New Jersey Power 
and Light Company. No estimate of 
the cost of current has been made 
public. 

Along with the Lackawanna, the 
Pennsylvania Railroad and the New 
York Central system have announced 
electrification changes in service 
which will involve even greater ex- 
penditure than this one. 

The Pennsylvania project calls for 
the use of $100,000,000 in electrify- 
ing its whole service between New 
York and Wilmington, Del., which 
includes 325 miles of line and 1,300 
miles of trackage. 

The New York Central’s plans, 
which still are being formulated, in- 
volve a proposed expenditure of $75.- 

000 in electrifying the 500-mile 
strip of tracks between New York 
and Buffalo. 

Among the Western roads, the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul is an 
outstanding leader, with 878 miles 
of electrically operated road through 
the Cae Mountains to Seattle,

EIGHT ARRESTS IN STRIKE. 


New Orleans Trolley System Tied

More girls than boys were gradu- 
ated last month by the public schools 
of the city. A preliminary report 
of graduation figures made public 
yesterday by the Bureau of Refer- 
ence, Research and Statistics of the 
Board of Education showed that 
64,477 diplomas were distributed at 
the graduation exercises held 
throughout the city during the last 
two weeks of June. Of these 33,612 
went to girls and 30,765 to boys. 
These are record figures, showing an 
increase over corresponding figures 
issued in past semesters. 

Only in the four-year high school 
division did the boys outnumber the 
girls. Even in that classification the 
girls attained a percentage of 91.5 
of seniors graduated. The corre- 
sponding figure for boys was 91.2.

RUTH MAKES WINNING RUN 





Comes Home on Meusel’s Double 
and Final Count Is 4-3—New 
York Goes Into Second Place.

The Yankees came out of nowhere 
in the ninth inning yesterday, wiped 
out the 3-0 lead held jointly by the

Waite Hoyt matched Morris ball 
for ball down the innings, but the 
1-0 lead the Sox had owned since the 
game’s first session was trebled when 
Combs muffed Rhyne’s long fly in 
between a brace of doubles in the 
eighth. . 

The Stadium’s 7,000 population, 
even the clump of some 500 young- 
sters out around the hatchway in the 
left-field bleachers, began edging for 
exits after that eighth, but the ninth 
brought them back and kept them 
talking. 

In the ninth and in the fragment 
of the tenth that sufficed their pur- 
poses the Yankee bats and the Sta- 
dium crowd alike made more noise 
than in all the long innings through 
which Morris and Hoyt wrestled. 


Morris Makes Wild Throw. 


The Bronx homer hitters did it 
mainly with singles yesterday. They 
had ten one-baggers, but not until 
the ninth did they manage to make 
them work. After watching Morris 
squelch Yankee run-making efforts 
again and again while the score was 
a mere 1-0, the crowd showed small 
excitement when Durocher, with one 
out in the ninth, tapped along the 
first-base line and reached third be- 
cause Morris threw the ball over 
Todt’s head. 

But Durst went to bat for Hoyt 
and looped a single to left, scoring 
Durocher. Combs pounded the first 
apa for a line single to right.

BOSTON, July 2.—The promised 
advance upon several enemy posi- 


tions which the forces of John Mc- 
Graw planned to launch on the banks 
of the Charles today slipped a cog 
when the Giants once again dis- 
covered that in this particular world 
it is difficult to get something for 
nothing. They took one game from 
the Braves by a score of 6 to 3, but 
had to give the next one right back 
by a margin of 3 to 2, and as an 
even break in the double-header was 
not exactly what the Giants ex- 
pected, the day may be classed at 
once as a total loss. 

Behind the effective pitching of 
Freddy Fitzsimmons the Giants fair- 
ly romped off with the opener, in 
which the men of McGraw flashed 
an impressive offensive and Melvin 
Ott exploded his twenty-third home 
run of the current campaign. 

But in the nightcap the Giants 
tripped right over the left-handed 
pitching of Dutch Brandt, who 
wrested a close decision from the 
left-handed Will Walker when old 
Joe Dugan, who in his days as a 
Yank, would have been referred to 
as good old Joe, punched a single to 
centre in the sixth inning to break 
a 2-all deadlock. 

Two wild pegs into the Giant dug- 
out by Freddy Maguire, Boston 
second sacker, had helped to put the 
Giants two in front in that second 
encounter. The first one came in 
the second after Ott had drawn a 
pass. Terry lined one at Maguire, 
who froze to the ball, but not long 
enough. He tried to double Ott off 
first, and when the throw whistled 
by Sisler, Ott, under a ground rule 
in vogue here, was waved to third 
base. A single by Cohen scored him. 


Hogan’s Hit Scores Terry. 


Much the same happened in the 
fourth. Terry singled and Cohen 
popped a fly behind second.

Two sharp thrusts that yielded five 
runs and Ott’s imposing homer in 
the seventh, enabled Fitzsimmons to 
score a camparatively simple victory 
over Harry Seibold in the opener. 
In fact, the Giants found Seibold no 
serious problem at any stage of the 
going, hitting safely in every round 
after the first and collecting alto- 
gether twelve blows, of which Hogan 
got three.

Bulow Seeks Receivership to 
Share Fighter’s Purse for 
Milk Fund Bout. 








SHARKEY MATCH IN DOUBT 





Board Orders Schmeling to Go 
Through With Ebbets Field Con- 
tract Arranged by Bulow. 





The Max Schmeling-Arthur Bulow- 
Joe Jacobs controversy reached the 
courts yesterday. Coincidentally, as 
a result of other developments there 
loomed the possibility that an effec- 
tive obstacle had been placed in the 
path of the proposed Schmeling-Jack 
Sharkey elimination match this Fall. 

Bulow, who still insists he is 
Schmeling’s manager, sent’ the 
boxer’s affairs into the courts when 
he filed a motion in the Supreme 
Court asking the appointment of a 
receiver for the 131-3 per cent of 
Schmeling’s purse from the Paulino 
bout, jointly controlled by Jacobs and 
Charlie Rose. The action is accepted 
as the first step in a campaign by 
Bulow to oust Jacobs as active man- 
ager of Schmeling. Argument on the 
motion is to be heard today. Jacobs 
will be represented by Attorney 
Samuel Whitte. Jeremiah O’Leary is 
Bulow’s lawyer. 

The proceedings caused the State 
Athletic Commission to withhold the 
money due Jacobs and Rose under 
their contracts from Schmeling’s 
recent Milk Fund bout with Paulino. 
Schmeling, appearing before’ the 
board, received a check for $39,271.08, 
representing the amount due him 
after managers’ percentages, Federal 
and State income taxes and advances 
had been deducted from the $71.- 
869.38, which was his gross income 
from the bout on a basis of 20 per 
cent of the receipts. 

In paying Schmeling the commis- 
sion notified Jacobs it would expect 
him to have Schmeling fulfill a con- 
tract for a bout at Ebbets Field be- 
fore it would sanction any other 
match for the German in this State. 
The Ebbets Field bout was negoti- 
ated by Bulow and Schmeling re- 
fuses to recognize its existence. Pro- 
moter Humbert J. Fugazy told the 
commission he had selected Phil 
Scott, English heavyweight, as 
Schmeling’s prospective opponent 
and Aug. 7 as the tentative Ebbets 
Field date.

Schmeling match came subsequent 


to the commission’s meeting when 
Jacobs announced emphatically that 
he would not permit Schmeling to 
box at Ebbets Field, adding that 
Schmeling positively would not fight 
Scott regardless. This decision 
placed the solution to the problem 
squarely up to the Madison Square 
Garden Corporation, which holds an 
option on exclusive rights to Schmel- 
ing’s ring services.

3-DAY MEET OPENS TODAY 





Juniors Will Seek Titles, With Se- 
nior Aspirants Competing Tomor- 
row—Relays on Friday.

DENVER, Col., July 2.—On the eve 
of what had been expected to be 
the most sensational 100-yard dash 








in history, George Simpson of Ohio 
State, holder of the unofficial world’s | 
record of 0:094-10, pulled a tendon 
this afternoon in his first workout 
at the Denver University Stadium, 
and unless the Denver sun can bake 
out injuries as no sun ever did be- 
fore, the Buckeye Bullet is definitely 
out of the fifty-fourth annual na- 
tional A. A. U. track and field cham- 
ap peal here tomorrow, Thursday 
and Friday. 

The same leg that kept him off 
the Olympic team a year ago buckled 
under him again and in similar fash- 
ion to his experience in the final 
tryouts Simpson fell flat on the 
ground. He traveled a_ thousand 
miles to get here, ran fifty yards 
and then his quést of the fastest cen- 
tury ever run went sailing up into 
the. thin blue air overhead. 

It was a calamity of major impor- 
tance not only to the slim flash from 
the mid-West but to the A. A. U. 
as well. 

Six times this year had Simpson 
equaled or dipped under world’s rec- 
ord figures. And never once has 
the regular staff of A. A. U. offi- 
cials been snapping stop-watches on 
him at the finish line. Whether 
Simpson’s injury will affect the 
drawing power of the meet is not 
known, since this city is so enthused 
over the games that it would need 
a wholesale withdrawal of stars to! 
keep them away. | 
Others May Be Affected. 


But what is more to the point is | 
that the absence of Simpson may | 
affect the other runners psychologi- 


cally. Every one of them was out 
to beat Simpson, if it took an 
0:09 2-10 century to do it. They were | 
willing to stake their all that they | 
would travel in that time. | 

Claude Bracey of Rice Institute, | 
with six victories over Simpson in 
seven starts, the odd time being 
when the Ohio State ace ran his 
0:09 4-10 hundred at the N. C. A.A. 
meet, was impatiently awaiting a 
chance to even the score with his 
old rival. So was Eddie Tolan of 
Michigan. So were Frank Wykoff, 
Cy Leland and Russell Sweet, the 
other members of the sprint brigade 
that had equaled or run faster than 
the world’s record this season.;: 

Out here they -had dubbed the 
hundred the ‘‘Century of the Cen- 
tury.’”? It may still be that, since 
Bracey has touched 0:09 4-10 this sea- 
son; Sweet, Toland and Leland 
0:09 5-10, and Wykoff 0:09 6-10. But 
it seems like Murderers’ Row witk- 
out Babe Ruth.

The track will be one of the 
fastest on which they have stepped 
this season, and a baking sun will 
make every muscle supple and re- 
sponsive. 


Rest Usually Needed. 


There is still a possibility that 
Simpson will run. Tendon injuries | 
usually demand rest as the most effi- 


cient cure, but doctors and climate 
may help. Simpson will have a full 
day’s rest, since the national junior 
championships will open the com- 
petitive program tomorrow, with the 
senior games on Thursday and the 
decathion-and relays on Friday. But 
this is a forlorn hope at best. 

Except for Simpson’s forced with- 
drawal, the same great galaxy of | 
stars will seek to fulfill the promises | 
that their pre-championship perfor- | 
mances held out for them. Eight of | 
the competitors have unofficially | 
done better than the accepted world’s | 
marks this season and one has bet- | 
tered the American standard. Atthe| 
rate the athletes have been going in! 
the past, four records will be shat- 
tered like clay ducks in a shooting 
gallery. 

Unless the weather, perfect today, 
changes in the next two days, it is 
believed that nothing will be able to 
halt the march on to new marks.

ENGLISH STARS HURT 
IN CRICKET MATCH 


Misfortune Almost Costs Test, 
but England Rallies Against 
South Africa. 








PLAY IS DECLARED DRAWN 





Prince of Wales Watches the Sec- 
ond Contest Before 10,000 
at Lord’s. 





LONDON, July 2 (Canadian Press). 
—Battling grimly against misfortune 
when three of their best men were 
rendered almost useless through in- 
juries while fielding or batting, 
England today first dragged the 
second cricket test match with South 
Africa out of the fire and then put 
on an offensive which almost routed 
the tourists. 

The match, played at Lord’s, was 
declared drawn when poor visibility 
made further play impossible and 
after. a South African, H. B. 
Camercn, had been hit on the head 
by a fast rising ball and rendered 
unconscious. The South Africans 
saw victory apparently within their 
grasp early, but were thwarted by 
the fine innings of M. Leyland and 
M. Tate, both of whom scored cen- 
turies. 

When the South Africans started 
the last innings, 292 runs behind, 
there were only three hours remain- 
ing for play. A draw appeared cer- 
tain, but wickets began to fall 
quickly. Five batsmen were got out 
in addition to Cameron, and only 90 
runs appeared on the score board. 
The umpires then stopped the play. 

The English casualties were Wally 
Hammond, R. O’Connor and H. Sut- 
cliffe. Hammond and O’Connor tried 
to play, but were quite ineffective 
as batsmen. Sutcliffe was so badly 
hit yesterday while batting that he 
was soon disposed of. 

Tate, who is already known as a 
great test match bowler, played the 
innings of his career and chalked 
up his first century in international 
cricket. He joined Leyland at a 
time when the cream of England’s | 
batting strength had gone for only 
a few runs. The partnership and 
Tate’s batting later with J. C. White 
definitely saved England from the 
chance of defeat. Credit for the 
heavy damage done to the South 
Africans in the closing phase of the 
match goes very largely to R. W 
Robins, who took three wickets for 
32 runs. 

Play during the afternoon was 
watched by the Prince of Wales. 
The attendance was 10,000. Scores 
for the game were:

Myers to consider unsatisfactory con- 
ditions in the industry and held in- 
stead a meeting of their own under 
the chairmanship of R. F. Woodhull 
of Dover, N. J., president of the 
Motion Picture Theatre Owners of 
America. 

Holding that conditions were un- 
satisfactory, especially because the 
high cost of sound pictures places 
them beyond the reach of ‘“‘cross 
roads’’ exhibitors, the anti-Myers fac- 
tion insisted that the remedy he pro- 
posed was worse than the disease. 
It passed a resolution deploring the 
“inauguration of any propaganda 
that small exhibitors favor or will 
be benefited by governmental inter- 
ference in the mechanics of our 
business.”’ 


Hays Heeds Demand. 


It also called on Will H. Hays, 
president of the Motion Picture Pro- 
ducers and Distributors of America, 
to formulate ‘‘a system of film rent- 
als baSed on a straight percentage 
of theatre receipts, predicated upon 
normal] business and normal profits 
of the theatre.’’ In reply Mr. Wood- 
hull received from the Hays offices 
in New York assurances that a con- 
ference would be held immediately 
to devise a system for mutual profit 
and risk between the exhibitor and 
the producer. 

The action of the dissenters was 
described as ‘‘treachery’’ in a state- 
ment issued by Mr. Myers. ‘‘These 
men have taken a position not merely 
in favor of the producers, but in 
opposition to the interests of the 
exhibitors,’’ said the statement. Mr. 
Myers also made public a telegram 
from Senator King of Utah stating 
that in his opinion the anti-trust 
law, if vigorously enforced, would 
afford substantial protection to the 
independent producers, but “‘if they 
are inadequate Congress’ should 
promptly enact measures that will 
preserve the principle of competition 
in the moving picture industry.’’ 

A telegram from Senator Brook- 
hart, also made public by Mr. Myer, 
expressed his ‘‘intention to crowd my 
bill to regulate the picture industry 
so that the independents may have a 


square deal at the next regular 
session.”’ 


Resolution on Federal Regulation. 


Among those at the anti-Myers’s 
conference were of‘icers representing 
theatre owners of Nebraska, Iowa, 
Illinois, Missouri, Georgia, Arkansas, 
Mississippi, Tennessee, Kanas, In- 
diana, Kentucky, Ohio, West Vir- 
ginia, Pennsylvania, Michigan, Dela- 
ware, Nort Carolina and Con- 
necticut. 

A resolution adopted read: 


Whereas the transition from’ the 
silent screen to sound pictures has 
brought about sales and other 
economic problems in the motion 
picture industry which require 
swift concentration and mutual 
application of common-sense coop- 
erative effort on the part of all 
branches of the business; 

We, the representatives of or- 
ganizations comprising more than 
11,500 exhibitors throughout the 
United States, deplore the inaug- 
uration of any propaganda to the 
effect that small exhibitors favor 
or will be benefited by govern- 
mental interference in the me- 
chanics of our business. 

We furthermore specifically con- 
demn the Brookhart bill to regu- 
late motion: pictures as a particu- 
lar example of the dangers in- 
herent in legislation which takes 
no cognizance of the economic 
facts of our business. 

Our specific objections to the 
Brookhart biil include: 

1. It abolishes wholesale selling 
and throws all pictures on the 
auction block, putting the small 
exhibitors at a disadvantage. 

2. It destroys the present suc- 
cessful system of arbitration in 
the motion picture industry and 
would consequently mean a return 
to the onerous practice of advance 
deposits from exhibitors, causing 
our branch of the industry to keep 
millions of dollars in escrow. 


Myers .for Brooknhari Bill. 


Speaking for the newly organized 
Allied States Association of Motion 
Picture Exhibitors, Mr. Myers, its 
counsel, said: 

“How can we continue to co- 
operate in an industry-machinery 
which benefits only the sellers? 

“The Allied States Association has 
formulated its own policy after a 
thorough canvass of the situation. 
The States included in this affilia- 
tion have decided to get behind and 
support the Brookhart bill; to dis- 
continue arbitrations, and to co- 
operate only in measures that will 
accrue, at least in some measure, to 
the benefit of its own members.’”’

Guggenheim Fund Seeks Permit for 
Fog Flying Test Station.

WASHINGTON, July 2.—The Dan- 
iel Guggenheim Fund for the Pro- 
motion of Aeronautics, New York 
City, has asked the Federal Radio 
Commission for permission to erect 
an experimental station at Mitchel 
Field for research in connection with 
fog flying. An assignment on 296 
kilocycles with two kilowatts power 
is desired. The commission referred 
the matter to the Airways Division 
of the Department of Commerce for 
recommendation. 

The R. C. A. Communications Com-

vision. 

The Seneca Vocational School, Buf- 
falo, asked for authority to construct 
an experimental television transmit- 
ter on 2,150 kilocycles with 500 watts 
power. 

Station WMBQ, Brooklyn, N. Y., 
has filed an application for a license 
to cover a construction permit issued 
May 15 for 1,500 kilocycles and 100 
watts power. 





LAMONT SEES AVIATION 
AS BOON TO COMMERCE 


Secretary in Radio Talk Hails 
the Air Industry as a Time 
and Money Saver. 


The first of a series of aviation 
instruction talks was given last night 
over the radio chain of the National 
Broadcasting Company. Fred B. 
Rentschler, president of United Air- 
craft and Transport, Inc., and Colo- 
nel Robert P. Lamont, Secretary of 
Commerce, spoke over the nation- 
wide hook-up. 

Mr. Rentschler contrasted the ease 
of keeping in touch with aviation 
events a few years ago with the 
task today of assimilating the radi- 
cal changes and rapid progress of 
the industry. He said that the lead. 
ers of the industry should take an 
hour off occasionally from their reg- 
ular business of flying and flight 


management to keep the public post- 
ed regarding their progress toward 
making air transportation safe, eco- 
nomical and universally accepted by 
travelers. He also emphasized the 
manner in which the government was 
cooperating with the aviation indus- 
try and outlined the work of Secre- 
tary Lamont in carrying out and ad- 
vancing the program begun by his 
predecessor, President Hoover. 
Secretary Lamont said that $500,- 
,000 had heen made available for 
aeronautical enterprise during the 
past two years, and that the country 
is now witnessing a period of con- 
structive reorganization and growth 
of the industry. He called attention 
to the fact that a few years ago 
barnstorming was the order of avia- 
tion activity and has since been 
superseded by the establishment of 
scientific and safe airways which 
are now patronized by the best inter. 
ests and industries of the nation. 
The growth of the air mail and its 
power of shortening distance for 
business purposes has paid its way, 
he: declared, through the saving of 
untold amounts in interest and other 
financial items. The airplane recog- 
nizes no barrier to its ultimate use. 
he added, and the wings of com- 
merce should be the wings of peace, 
bringing through air transportation 
their era of peace and prosperity. 
“Air transportation has already be 
come -indispensable to industry and 
commerce, and its field of profitable 
usefulness is being extended almost 
daily,’"* he said. ‘‘Such being the 
case, and with the ample funds avail- 
able for the creation and establish- 
ment of any service for which there 
is the slightest demand, there re- 
mains no doubt whatever but that it 
will become a major factor in our 
further industrial and social prog- 
ress.’’ 
Other talks will be given over the 
same chain at 7 o’clock each Tues- 
day evening. 





FOR TOUR OF ‘THE MIRACLE.’ 


Reinhardt Begins Rehearsals in Oc- 
tober, Morris Gest Says. 


Max Reinhardt will return here 
about Oct. 1 to supervise final re- 
hearsals for the first of the touring 
engagements of ‘‘The Miracle,’’ which 
will gin in Detroit -on Oct. 7, ac- 
cording to announcement by Morris 
Gest yesterday. Mr. Gest also said 
that his settings would be _ con- 
structed entirely of a light material. 
This touring reproduction, he added, 
would be on a scale three times the 
size of the New York production 
and far larger than the original pre- 
sentation in London. 

The chief advantage that he hopes 
to gain through use of a new ma- 
terial is that in touring the cathedral 
setting can be torn down and erected 
again within twenty-four hours. 
whereas this formerly required about 
two weeks. Mr. Gest also is of the 
opinion that the acoustics will be 
better, because the new construction 
will be, in effect, a large sounding 
board. 

St. Paul and Milwaukee are among 
the cities which will see ‘‘The 
Miracle’ next season.

Committee; Senator Bernard Down- 
ing, Democratic minority leader; Dr. 
Frederick W. Parsons, head of the 
Department of Mental Hygiene, and 
Messrs. Tremaine and Lynch, 

Although the meeting was private, 
it was learned that the Governor 
opened it by advancing his plan for 
a bond issue. Mr. Tremaine and Sen- 
ator Downin~ endorsed it as a busi- 
nesslike method of financing permx- 
nent improvements. was also 
pointed out that a bond issue would 
provide a large sum for immediate 
expenditures and would afford a 
means of planning for steady con- 
struction. 

Speaker McGinnies asserted that 
the legislators would ‘‘look like mon- 
keys’’ to their constituents if they 
endorsed a bond issue while there 
was a large treasury surplus. The 
Speaker was sounded out on what 
the position of the majority would 
be in case a special session were 
called He would be open to reason, 
he said, but did not believe the Re- 
publicans would change their views. 


Implies Majority Would Stand Pat. 


‘“‘Would you permit each legislator 
to vote as he saw fit without tying 
him up?’’ Senator Downing asked. 

‘“‘Well, we would have to have a 
caucus of our party,’’ the speaker 
said, with a smile. 

The Governor then suggested that 


the Republicans agree to appropriate 
at the next regular session for 6,000 
new beds which, at the cost esti- 
mated by Dr. Parsons of $3,500 a 
bed, would be $21,000,000. The agree- 
ment was reached after some dis- 
cussion in which Senator Hewitt 
blamed the State. architects’s office 
for the delay in buying hospital 
units for which the Legislature had 
already appropriated. ‘“‘We gave him 
al! the money he asked for, too,’’ 
the Senator said. 

By another ‘‘gentlemen’s agree- 
ment’”’ it was decided that the State 
Architect should be authorized to em- 
ploy temporary help to draw up the 
plans for next year’s hospital pro- 
gram in advance and that Dr. Par- 
sons should tentatively select the site 
for new buildings. 

Although the conditions on Ward’s 
Island, where the State Hospital for 
the Insane is menaced by a prospec- 
tive sewage disposal plant and a pil- 
lar of the projected tri-borough 
bridge, were discussed, the Repub- 
licans would not’ sanction the entire

me. 

In statements independently issued 
after the conference Governor Roose- 
velt and the Republican chiefs both 
said their meeting had been fruitful, 
but they continued to cross swords 
on the bond issue. As a_ parting 
thrust, the Governor’ asserted that 
any resulting increase in taxes woud 
be due to the Republicans. 


Governor Roosevelt’s Statement. 


The Governor said: 

“T told the Republican leaders that 
the State is now Iscking 10,625 beds 
to care properly for its wards, and 
that conditions are daily growing 
worse I told them that the shortage 
in 1933 would be 12,730 beds. I told 
them that the shortage in 1936 will 
be. 17,230 beds. 

“I pointed out that in spite of a 
large surplus this year, the current 
needs for government operation, 





-| such as appropriations for education, 


&c., are constantly increasing and 
that, as a matter of good financing. 
this surplus should not be wholly 
eliminated in one year, but be con- 
served as long as possible. 

“Also that even if the receipts 
next year and the year after greatly 
exceed the present estimates of the 
Controller and the Tax Commission, 
such excess could be applied to a re- 
duction of the tax rate or the re- 
mission of some tax. 

“Therefore, I asked the Republi- 
can leaders if, in the event of a spe- 
cial session were called, they would 
ge along with the authorization of a 

ospital bond issue of $50,000,000 
This they refused to do. 

“In spite of this refusal they had 


apparently no affirmative plan of 
their own, After I again pointed out 
the urgent necessity for immediate 
action, I got them to consent that 
at the next session of the Legisla- 
ture they would pass an appropria- 
tion for the full completion of 5,000 
new hospital beds, and if the situa- 
tion warranted, would raise this to 
6,000 beds. These beds should be 
completed by the end of 1933, still 
leav. ng a shortage of 6,730 on that 
e. 

“Further, the Republican leaders 
agreed that they would be responsi- 
ible for finding the money for these 
beds. They will cost about $20,000,- 
000, and in addition the next Legis- 
lature will have to appropriate about 
$9,000,000 for the final completion of 
Rockland and Wassaic hospitals, 
which are nearly ready for occu- 
pancy. 


Upholds Bond Issue Idea. 


“It seems obvious from their re- 
fusal to go along with a bond issue 
that the calling of the Legislature 
in special session would be a waste 
of the people’s money, though the 
principle of a bond issue is still the 
sound, permanent and real solution 
the hospital overcrowding prob- 
em. 

“‘The Republican leaders have as- 
sumed the definite responsibility for 
providing the necessary funds and 
there is a guarantee that at least u 
start will be made in improving the 
shocking conditions of overcrowding. 

“The guarantee means, too, tha’. 
the responsibility will be wholly 
theirs if they do not in the following 
two years continue to provide for the 
additional eleven or twelve thousand 
beds, even though the tax receipts 
do not increase as eatly as they 
assume. So, also, it will be their 
responsibility if they are obliged to 
wee, | new taxes or increase old taxes. 
. “IT believe that my calling of the 
conference has resulted in great good 
to the insane wards of the State.” 


Republicans Point to Revenues. 


The Republican statement recalled 
the increase in State revenues since 
1924, and predicted that at the same 
rate the revenues at the end of the 
next fiscal year would amount to 
$284,000,000. With the present sur- 
plus the total resources-for the next 
appropriations would be $350,000,000, 
a sum much more than ample to 
care fox. ordinary expenses and con- 
struction, they said. 

The statement, in part, follows: 

‘“‘We think that the conference has 
been helpful. While the Governor 
has seemed disposed to advise a bond 
issue at this time to meet hospital 
construction needs, we believe that 
he is satisfied that it is not neces- 
sary this year. 

‘‘We take the position that the in- 
come of the State in the next fiscal 
year will be more,.than ample to pro- 
vide all construction that can be put 
under way. - 

“The vores in the treasury today 
is $71,000,000, or $14,000,000 more 
than it was last year. To this must 
be added the normal increases from 





year to year. The estimated receipts 


of the State for the next fiscal yea’, 
together with the surplus, should le 
upward of $325,000,000. This is ample 
to provide a hospital program to 
cost $20,000,000 to $25,000,000. 

‘‘We were asked if the Legislature 
would appropriate for 6,000 beds next. 
year. We assured the Governor tins: 
we would recommend this on condi- 
tion that the head of the Depart- 
ment of Mental Hygiene present hj 
program of construction and that ti‘, 
State architect have plans and estkh. 
mates made so that we could knos 
just what we were appropriating fo 
and how much the cost would be. 

‘‘We will go just as far as is pos- 
sible to meet all the needs of the 
State with respect to its hospitals or, 
for that matter, for its other con- 
structions. If we cannot take care 
of these things out of current reve- 
nues we will agree to a bond issue. 
That is looking to another year, and 
not now. 

“The crux of the matter is not 
failure to furnish funds, but it is 
the failure in the past of the State 
to plan and build expeditiously. We 
propose to prevent this as far as 
possible. We want the plans and 
specifications, so that the contracts 
can be immediately let. 

‘“‘We want to agree with the Gov- 
ernor on a plan of construction to 
cover a definite period of years. He 
claims that we will need 17,000 addi- 
tional beds in seven years. Well, it 
probably will not be as much as that, 
but a = for each year should 
be laid out so that we can work to 
some definite end.”’

INSPECTION IS STRESSED 
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Home Units Are Declared Safe—| 


Only Five Units Use Methyt | 
‘Chloride.

CHICAGO, July 2.—Regulation of 
the use of ‘‘possibly dangerous” gases 
in artificial refrigeration plants will 
be sought by the City Council Com- 
mittee on Public Health at a special 
Meeting Friday, Alderman Terrence 
F. Moran, the chairman, announced 
today. He said the meeting was 
called as a result of the finding of a 
coroner’s jury last night that Mrs. 
Violet Clark came to her death from 
inhaling msthyl chloride which es- 
caped from a refrigerator in her 
apartment. 

The committee will have up for 
consideration the draft of an ordi- 
nance which Health Commissioner 
Kegel has been preparing during the 
last three months, aimed to guard 
against sickness and death from gas 
leakages from refrigerators. The 
program of regulation, according to 
the commissioner, is in accord. with 
@ proposal of manufacturers of. arti- 
ficial refrigerators, who have asked 
for supervision by the Health De- 
partment. 

A number of the manufacturers or 
their representatives met with. Dr. 
Kegel last week, before the death of 
Mrs. Clark on Sunday, and approved 
the general plan for regulation of 
the use, of gases. At that time they 
agreed with the commissioner, that 
the installation of refrigerators should 
be supervised. 

The principal points. in the draft 
of the ordinance concern the. instal- 
lation of refrigerators, the testing of 
them and a provision that the city 
may condemn plants whose operation 
does not come within: the scope of 
the ordinance. 


Safeguard Provisions. 


In brief, the five chief provisions 
are: 

1. Determination by the Health 
Commissioner of what gases are 
possibly dangerous and should come 
under the scope of the ordinance. 

2. A rule that plans for installa- 
tion of artificial. refrigerators using 
such gases should’ be submitted to 
the Health Departmenf and a permit

a leaky connection. The apartment 
house systems, operating from a) 
central unit, however, were consid- | 
ered more dangerous by Dr. Kegel, 
because of the pressure required and 
the distance the gas was Diped. 

Dr. Kegel outlined the four;meth- 
ods of refrigeration used extensively 
by the leading manufacturers. 

“Our investigation,’ he said, 
“shows five of the. leading. brarids 
using the methyl] chloride gas. ‘This | 
is the most dangerous of all meth- | 
ods, and is used because’ of the 
economy of installation. This; has 
the lowest boiling point and works 
under less pressure than the other 
agents. 

‘Under ‘a: pressure. of fifteen to. 
twenty pounds this gas 'may bé used,,. 
and because of the low pressures in- 
volved, certain economies are ef- 
fected in the installation. Other 
processes re aoe ae capable of 
sustaining 1 pound pres- 
sure, the eeceres ‘onder which the 
various agents react.’’ 

Discussing the second gas, sulphur | 
dioxide, Dr. Kegel. said this process | 
was used in seven of the.twenty-two | | 
boxes checked. This gas, while | 
poisonous in large or concentrated 

uantities, was easily detected and 
the danger minimized, the Health 
Commissioner said. 

“Sulphur dioxide,’’ he said, ‘ig one 
of the agents requiring greater pres- 
sure. It would be dangerous in large 
doses. but an odor similar to that of 
bad cages gives warning that gas is 
escaping 

“The ammonia and brine processes, 
those used in the other machines in- 
vestigated, necessitate a higher in- 
stallation cost because of the great 

resstre to which these agents must 
be subjected. Ammonia would be 
dangerous in a highly concentrated 
dose,.. but again the fumes would 

ive warning of its presence. As for 
rine, the danger is virtually nil.” 

Asked as to deaths which might be 
attributed directly to the gas, Dr. 
Ke el said: 

ecently in the course of.our ins 
vestigation I discussed the strange 
features of several cases with noted 
neurologists in Chicago. They were 
of the opinion that these deaths were 
caused by pneumonia or by sleeping 
sickness induced by the gases. 

‘“‘A noted pathologist here has in- 
formed me of numerous cases of 
brain: hemorrhages in the past ninety 
days for which_he is inclined to 
blame the gas.

Under the aegis of Bernard Levey, 
a squalling farce comedy. entitled

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A LABOR KING’S SPEECH. | 


BERNARD SHAW’S latest play, re- 
cently produced for the first time in 
Warsaw—perhaps he trusted in 
“order in Warsaw ’—seems to be 
a satirical picture of English life 
and government under a Socialist 
Ministry, two or three generations 
from now. But we already have in 
England a government denounced 
by its enemies as Socialistic, yet the 
King’s Speech of the new Labor 
Ministry reads almost as if it might 
have been written by a Tory Prime 
Minister. Except for vague allusions 
to possible nationalization of coal 
mining, there is hardly-a passage 
which might not have done as well 
for the Conservative or Liberal 
party as for Labor. .Cynics will be 
encouraged to assert again that the 
more you change England, the more 
she remains the same thing. 

This is not true in the present in- 
stance. We are witnessing some- 
thing like a political revolution in 
Great Britain. The fact that it has 
now been so thoroughly discounted 
and accepted does not rob it of its 
significance. Nor should the routine 
nature of the King’s Speech, strictly 
conforming in this respect to prece- 
dent, blind us to the possibilities of 
greater change which lie in the 
change already effected. It is today 
taken as a matter of course, but it 
really is an extraordinary event, 
when a Labor Prime Minister speaks 
in the name of the King. Who could 
have imagined twenty years ago 
that King GEORGE would live quietly 
to speak to Parliament of “my Gov- 
ernment,” and “my Ministers,’ 
meaning the Labor Party in power? 
The process is purely regular and 
constitutional, but it implies .a 
mighty change in the attitude and 
the outlook .of the English people. 

There are on the surface of things 
good reason why Mr. MACDONALD 
should make the King’s Speech free 
of sensations and rather humdrum. 
The Labor Prime Minister is not in 
a position to. press or achieve radical 
legislation... Although at the head of 
the party having the largest number 
of members of the House of Com- 
mons, Mr. MACDONALD leads:a Gov- 
ernment really in a minority. Mr. 
BALDWIN reminded him of this fact 
yesterday, after handsomely promis- 
ing to abstain from factious oppoii- 
tion to his Majesty’s Government, 
which, in the phrase of the Duke of 
WELLINGTON, “‘ must be carried on.” 
Mr. MACDONALD rejoined that. he 
needed no such jog to his memory. 
He was well-aware-that his party 
must act with caution and restraint 
if it expected to be left in power. 
The circumstances are exceptional, 
and may.tend for a time.to disguise 
the true. nature of the political over- 
turn in Great Britain. But nothing 
can prevent the clear-eyed from see- 
ing it as one’of the most extraordi- 
nary political oo of our 
time. 

if there is nothing that startles 
in the speech put into the mouth of 
the King by the Labor Prime Minis- 
ter, there is much, especially in re- 
gard to international relations, that 
encourages. Mr. MACDONALD evi- 
dently proposes to move steadily. in 
his--favorite path of conciliation, 
dicarmament’ and peace. His re- 
sponse to “the “advances of ‘the 
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| relieve’ the pressure on the old Lex- 
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American Government has sincerity 
and warmth. While Mr. MACDONALD 
points-out the need of repeated con- 
férerices and careful preparation be- 
fore a plan for the reduction of naval 
armaments can be made public, it 
is plain that he intends to work for 
that purpose with both knowledge 
and zeal. He may not come for 
some time to America in order to 
discuss the project with President 
Hoover, but already it is clear that 
in this matter the two men are very 
much of one mind, 


SAYING IT WITH SHOVELS. 

The Board of Transportation has a 
right to boast of its five-year record 
of ‘subway digging. Chairman DE- 
LANEY’S human moles have clawed 
their way through thirty-five miles 
of rock and earth, sometimes under 
towering buildings which had to be 
shored up, sometimes under treach- 
erous river bottoms. Everywhere 
the engineering work has been com- 
petent. The Nassau Street loop, now 
More than half completed, involved 
one. of the most complicated bits of 
underground construction ever un- 
dertaken. Except for the delay in 
this particular ptoject the work has 
been pushed steadily forward, often 
ahead of schedule. If all goes well, 
the new Eighth Avenue line will be 
ready for operation within two 
years. Already the board is giving 
thought to a new east side route, to 


ington Avenue line. - 

All this work :was peictad atte 
intolerable delay—under HYLAN. 
Mayor WALKER can fake little credit 
for it, except for his part’in backing 


bills are promptly paid. They have 
been large. The.Board of Transpor- 
tation has already contracted for 
$357,000,000 worth of subways, and 
the final accounting will run to two 
or three times that sum. “ Final”’ is 
hardly an accurate designation; be- 
fore the city gets a full measure of 
relief from congestion, transit facili- 
ties must be furnished which exist 
today only on Mr. RmwGway’s blue- 
prints or in Mr. DELANEY’s brain. 
Considering transit developments as 
a whole since HYLAN’s day, Mayor 
WALKER can also “ask acknowledg- 
ment for the better temper that pre- 
vails at City Hall. 

But the city is still going ahead 
with HYLAN’s plan for an inde- 
pendent system. Millions of dol- 
lars have been wasted in dupli- 
cated facilities, where common sense 
called for coordination. After four 
years of WALKER and DELANEY the 
city is still without an official unifi- 
cation plan. The Transit Commis- 
sion has one, but. Mayor WALKER 
has left it hanging in the air. The 
method of financing new subways 
is still a maltzeshift, menacing 
the city’s treasury. The “frozen 
credits” that people used to hear 
so much about five years ago are 
still frozen. The administration still 
clings to the five-cent fare like a 
drunken: man to a lamppost, finding 
present succor, reckless of the 
future. It will hold a reckoning not 
without irony if a subsequent ad- 
ministration should be compelled to 
apply “Say It With Shovels” to the 
mountain of debt and taxes un- 
der which the city ‘is’ fast being 
buried. 


MYSTERIOUS CRUELTY. 
For some time humane people 
have been wondering at the ingeni- 
ous malignity to which two of our 


most trusted public servants have 
been and continue to be subjected. 


Dr. DoRAN, Coramissioner of Pro- 
hibition, is an excellent chemist. 
SEYMOUR LOWMAN,,. Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Treasury in charge of 
prohibition, has shown at Washing- 
ton on a larger scale the tact, wis- 
dom and judgment that,.in a differ- 
ent- sphere, contributed so much to 
the growth of the Democratic party 
in New York. Dr. DorAN has been 
a little more than .two years in 
office; Mr. LowMAN about a year 
and a half. Both have gratifying 
zeal. Who is trying to dampen it? 
Who is seeking to diminish their 
confidence, undermine’ their energy. 
weaken their morale, by emitting 
reports that their ——* are 
to be asked for? 

It is natural to attribute these 
rumors to the liquor interests. 
Whatever their source, they have a 
sinister subtlety. They make - 
wicked use of the psychology of 
fear. It is their object to make 
these worthy officials uneasy.. They 
are to suspect from the frequency 
of ‘the reports that what the good 
regard as devices of the enemy are 
means taken by, the- administration 
to express its dissatisfaction and its 
intention. So they are to be driven 
to resigning without giving their 
Dry friends any reason for making 
a howl at the forced éxit of oppressed 
virtue... To the latest invention of 
the misguided organs of unright- 
eousness Secretary. MELLON has 
made a noble and‘a fair reply. 

To, both persecuted’ officials he 
gives .a. flattering recommendation. 
They “are performing a difficult 
“task with a high degree of ability 
“and ‘devotion -and~ have’ in full 
“measure my confidence and sup- 
“port.” For Dr. DORAN this seems 
to have been’ enough, as it should 
be: On our own’ Mr. LOWMAN «the 
campaign of the. infernal. psycholo- 
gists has had a disturbing and ‘de- 
pressing effect. Mr. MELLON’s “ per- 
fect defense” of him covldn’t re-| 
store at once the.exhausted springs 
of buoyancy. His -glortes on land 





and sea, thé -stern “discipline which 
he ‘maintains~over“his- cohorts, first: 
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pure, then peaceable, all his fruitful 
words and work, were forgotten fer 
a moment. He complained: in the 
bitterness of his soul: 


Politics inevitably . ends,.. sooner 
or later, in tragedy, the tragedy of 
defeat. Sporadic fame or national 
prominence is, after all, ashes in 
a man’s mouth. 

So deep are the wounds given by 
the sons of malice. But he will 
recover. He will remember that. it 
is great to suffer in a great cause; 
and we shall see him again not in 
tragedy, but in comedy, his natural 
element. Yet there will .be sympa- 
thy for what should be only a pass- 
ing mood of sadness. It is painful 
to say that there was some cause 
for it. Under-Secretary of the 
Treasury MILLS was, one hopes, not 
intentionally clumsy in saying that 
Mr. LOWMAN was not “slated for 
early retirement.” Not now, but 
soon ? 


TARIFF “ ASSURANCES.” 

In the fact that Republican lead- 
ers in the Senate are telling Mr. 
Hoover that some of the follies and 
atrocities in the tariff bill'as passed 
by the House will be removed by the 
Senate, one sees sure evidence that 
the President himself desires such a 
result. Politicians do not “ assure” 
the Chief Executive on any subject 
unless they know that it is welcome 


to him. The President is very apt| « 
to get back the opinions which he| « 


himself expresses. 

Reasons are certainly not far to 
seek why Mr. HOOVER should be ask- 
ing the Senate to undo the tariff 
blunders of the House. First of all, 
he does not want the whole tariff 
ripped to pieces at this session of 
Congress. Then, too, he is especial- 
ly responsible for the conduct of 
foreign relations, and has a peculiar 
interest in maintaining our export 
trade unimpaired. He cannot ignore 
the hostile and sometimes bitter 
comment which our tariff. proposals 
have stirred in other nations. Es- 
pecially with Canada is the Presi-. 
dent credibly reported to feel that 
it is highly important to maintain 
the profitable commerce we have, 
and enlarge it,.rather than ,to en- 
danger it by imposing high duties 
upon Canadian exports to us. It is 
significant that the most positive 
statements regarding the probable 
action of the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee are that it will remove the 
tariff taxes most injurious to our 
Canadian trade. 

. Another good sign is the present 
attitude of Senator Smoot. As 
chairman of the Senate Finance 
Committee he has been in the habit 
of writing tariff schedules to ‘suit 
all and sundry who demand that the 
government come to their help in 
private business, but today he is 
talking as if he realized that there 
is‘ such a thing as a great body of 
consumers whose desires and sen- 
sibilities it is not safe to trample 
upon. Moreover, Senator SMOOT has 
heard that the Democrats are ac- 
cumulating a great amount of tariff 
ammunition to fire at the Republi- 
can bill. This is on the assumption 
that the Senate will make a bad 
matter worse. But Mr. SMOoT tart- 
ly remarks that the Democrats had 
better wait and see whether the 
schedules and. duties. which they 
mean to attack are not made en- 
tirely reasonable before the Senate 
gets through. Here also one may 
perceive the influence of the Presi- 
dent working through unexpected 
channels and characters.

- SAFETY IN THE AIR. 


Three fatal airplane accidents on 
Long Island, all occurring in a few 
days, have made a painful impres- 
sion, mainly because the pilots who 
lost their lives, two professionals 
and one amateur, were well known 
in New York. The general manager 
of Roosevelt Field, Colonel N. J. 
Boots, states that “the deaths of 
“WILMER STULTZ and his passengers 
“and of: others recently were due 
“to violation of those principles 
“which we definitely know can 
“make flying safe.” In the case of 
STULTZ, this seems to be true. He 
was “stunt-flying” too near the 
ground. An explanation of the acci- 
dent that cost FRANCIS PHILLIPS, an 
amateur, his life was that his 80- 
horsepower engine failed on a turn, 
causing the plane to go into a nose 
dive. It fell.and burst into flame. 
In the hands of a more experienced 
pilot the plane might have kept the 
air. A miscalculation of fuel may 
have accounted for the plane of 
JACK ASHCRAFT and VIOLA GENTRY 
getting out of hand on an endurance 
flight. -ASHCRAFT, who was killed, 
had a good record as a pilot. 

Accidents, as Colonel Boots sa;ys, 
“will continue to happen so long 
‘“‘as the individual. pilot .continues 
“to take chances.” But occasionally 
they happen when the pilot is.tak- 
ing no chances. It is the ‘machine 
that goes wrohg.- The City of Otta- 
wa made a forced landing with one 
of: her two engines in the Eriglish 
Channel,- and seven persons - were 
drowned. A connecting rod had 
broken through the base of the 
engine—‘ metal: . fatigue”. the ex- 
perts called it. Two authoritative 
comments were. made: by Captain 
HAROLD BALFOUR, M. P., a distin- 
‘guished war pilot, who said that 
every plane crossing. the Channel 
should: be equipped with three 
motors; and by Sir SEFTON BRANCK- 
ER of-the Air: Ministry, “I think un- 
doubtedly that every. plane a year 
old is obsolete.” Before the accident 
the record of this plane was -excel- 
lent: passengers - carried: - 100;000 
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miles without injury to any of them. 
Still, airplane machinery wears out. 
There have been other cases of 
planes crashing without explanation 
of the cause. 

Many airplane accidents occur be- 
cause the pilot is at fault. June in 
the United. States made a bad im- 
pression upon those who have little 
faith in aviation. They count the 
accidents but fail to consider the 
distances flown by regular service 
planes without injury to their pas- 
sengers. Generally there is a nose 
dive as the cause of a machine’s 
fall, sometimes the controls jam, 
and frequently the crash comes 
when an attempt is made to land. 
Fogs make difficult flying, causing 
collisions with trees or other fixed 
objects on the ground. Experience 
tells in the pilot’s seat: he knows 
the country and what to do in 
an emergency without losing his 
“nerve.” Intrastate flying produces 
many accidents, since proper regu- 
lation and careful inspection are 
often lacking. Federal pilots nearly 
always give a good account of 
themselves. 

On June 12 the Air Regulations 
Division of the Department of Com- 
merce issued new rules to promote 
safety which are to take effect on 
Sept. 1..“‘ The human equation,” it 
was said, ‘remains the cause of 
“about half of our accidents, and 29 
per cent are laid to poor technique 
of pilots faced with emergencies.” 
One rule requires that transport 
pilots fly only the class of planes 
for which they are licensed. There 
will continue to be more accidents 
than are pleasant to contemplate— 
584 fatalities and 709 injured in 
1928—until the Federal law is en- 
acted in all the States. Flying is 
considerably more dangerous than 
motoring, although in 1928 the num- 
ber of people killed in motor. acci- 
dents in the United States was 24,-. 
932, according to the National Auto- 
mobile Chamber of Commerce. As 
a means of transportation aviation 
will go forward. It will not be aban- 
doned because people are killed in 
its development. It is a need of our 
modern civilization. Invention and 
regulation will make it safer from 
year to year. 


THE TEACHERS’ CODE. 


The code of ethics adopted by 
the National Education Association 
seems almost self-evident. It is not 
surprising that the vote of approval 
should have been unanimous, for 
the code merely puts into orderly 
expression what has been already 
adopted in actual practice. It is not 
new legislation, nor is it “ the whole 
code of perfection,” but it keeps be- 
fore the eyes of those who are en- 
tering the profession the elementary 
commandments. - It will no doubt 
be helpful even to some old in the 
profession at times when the oppor- 
tunity offers to do a thing forbid- 
den by the code, though 1t might 
be done with a conscience void of 
offense. 

It is, for the most part, a code of 
warning to those who are constant- 
ly asking the schools to do some- 
thing to further their selfish ends 
or promote their. causes, however 
good. It is virtually a notice posted 
at the schoolhouse doors inform- 
ing the public that propagandists, 
whether political, religious, social 
or personal, are not admitted. The 
school is so convenient an agency 
for reaching the whole population 
of. a community, for getting into 
every home, for attacking some evil, 
for initiating some reform, that 
there is a great temptation to tres- 
pass upon its strictly educational 
work and to divert the interest of 
the teacher from professional duty. 

The provision which is concerned 
with the salaries of the teachers— 
salaries “suitable to their place in 
society”—is again rather a notice 
to the public than the teachers’ in- 
sistent resolve. If the teachers were 
suitably paid, the temptation to do 
some of the things inhibited by the 
code would not present itself. It 
goes without saying that teachers 
should not tutor pupils in classes for 
pay nor accept royalties or commis- 
sions for books or supplies whieh 
they have had a part in selecting. 
This is elementary ethics. But it 
cannot be said too emphatically or 
too often that the school and the 
teacher must not be used as con- 
venient. means for the spreading of 
propaganda, the promotion of out- 
side enterprises, or the solicitation 
of funds. This “code of ethics” 
should be taught the public by the 
teachers. They deserve to be pro- 
tected from such intrusions upon 
their higher tasks.

THE TANAKA CABINET FALLS. 
General Baron TANAKA in Japan 
has finally fallen from power, and a 
Liberal Government is to take office. 
The incident is interesting first of 
all in the return as Minister of For- 
eign Affairs of Baron SHIDEHARA, 
formerly Ambassador in Washing- 
ton, and for years one of the most 
capable and enlightened of .Japa- 
nese diplomats. Both in and out of 
office he has sought to be construc- 
tive, and has acted on the principle 
that, in these days of interdepen- 
dence between nations, cooperation 
and friendliness do more to promote 
lasting peace than arrogance or vio- 
lence. Associated with him under 
the Premiership of Mr, HAMAGUCHI 
is Mr. INOUYE, a member of the fa- 
mous banking family, as Minister 
of Finance, together with Viscount 





WATANABE as. Minister. of Justice. 
Although the Parliamentary strength 
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of the new Ministry is somewhat 
precarious, there.is. reason to be- 
lieve that it will be able to hold on 
for a reasonable time. 

Of unusual interest to the West- 
ern World are the circumstances 
which brought about Baron Ta- 
NAKA’S: fall. - Opposition to his 
policies—especially in China—had 
long been strong, and in recent 
months had been growing even more 
intense. But the last straw had to 
do with the death of the Chinese 
war lord, CHANG TSO-LIN, as he was 
returning to Mukden a year ago 
from Peking, after his defeat by the 
Chinese Nationalists. CHANG’s train 
was blown up as it was passing 
under the trestle of the Japanese- 
controlled South Manchurian Rail- 
way, which crosses the Peking- 
Mukden line just outside of Mukden. 
It was freely charged at the time 
that Japanese were implicated in 
the plot. 

Official denials were at once. made 
by the South Manchurian Railway 
officials and by spokesmen for the 
Japanese Governnient. But circum- 
stantial evidence pointed so clearly 
to complicity on the part of indi- 
vidual Japanese that it was gener- 
ally accepted by Chinese and for- 
eigners alike that, even if Japanese 
officials were innocent, Japanese in- 
dividuals were involved. When the 
Japanese Government refused to 
make public the report about the 
incident, foreign suspicion became 
intensified. But it remained for 
Baron TANAKA to touch off the fuse 
by ordering the punishment of a 
number of Japanese military men 
for permitting Chinese guards to re- 
place Japanese guards at the bridge 
of the South Manchurian where 
CHANG TSO-LIN’S train was blown 
up. The military cHque in Japan 
resented this bitterly. It was, they 
said, a reflection on their integrity. 
But others replied that it was, in 
fact, an admission that these officers 
had been at least silent partners in 
tHe conspiracy. 

-Fortunately, the Western World 
is less concerned with the myste- 
rious motives of Japanese participa- 
tion in the killing of a defeated Chi- 
nese war lord than it is in the ad- 
vent of a new Cabinet in Japan. 
This is especially true when that 
Cabinet is composed of men who 
not only are thoroughly versed in 
world affairs but who have many 
friends in the United States.

Corwin, the chairman, calls it ‘‘a 
group of people surrounded by ref- 
use.”” This unappetizing picture has 
been seen by every one, yet thought- 
less persons continue to scatter wa- 
termellon rinds and empty pickle bot- 
tles over an otherwise charming land- 
scape. They seem to think that their 
table scraps are less unsightly than 
those of their neighbors. 

City authorities have done what 
they can to make it easy for pic- 
nickers to keep the parks clean. Re- 
ceptacles for rubbish are found at 
frequent intervals. If the parties 
taking their lunch to the parks will 
clean up tidily, the grass will be as 
inviting to those seeking an outdoor 
dining room as it. was to the first- 
comers. 

Thousands of New Yorkers will 
leave the city for the holiday, but 
their places will not be left entirely 
vacant. Many visitors from the coun- 
try and near-by towns will throng 
to the parks. They and their city 
cousins, holiday-minded, should not 
forget that a safe and sane Fourth 
should also be kept clean. 


The Court of Ap- 
peals is about to

Bad Weather miliar one may be 

for with the habits of 
Fledglings, 5°78 and game birds, 
it is always a little 
startling to find their nests, crowded 
with large-mouthed young, in the 
cold, rainy ‘weather of early Spring. 
We wonder how the busy parents can 
Manage to find enough food for 
themselves and their naked nest- 
lings and how the latter can be kept 
warm enough to survive blustery 
days and nights. But we conclude 
that nature is wonderful and that 
the young birds will live to sing and 
consume mosquitos or caterpillars. 

Many of them do die of exposure. 
Reports from inspectors and bird 
protectors throughout this State are 
now coming into the Conservation 
Department. They indicate that the 
cold, wet Spring had a serious effect 
on the nesting season of many of our 
most valuable birds. One inspector 
of four counties reports that heavy 
snow during April killed adult song- 
birds recently come from the South. 
Another finds that rain-soaked fields 
have been disastrous for broods of 
young partridges. Pheasants in the 
country around Syracuse came 
through the ‘Winter well, but recent 
wet weather has had a bad effect 
on the present hatch. 

Farmers and suburban residents, 
anxious for the birds’ cooperation in 
keeping insect life down, should do 
everything in their power to guard 
the comparatively small new gener- 
ation. Cats around a country place 
do much damage, and lack of arti- 
ficial water supply, when natural 
streams are not present, is discour- 
aging to parent birds.

LINCOLN UNIVERSITY. 


There Already Is a College Dedi- 
cated to That Great American. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In a recent copy of THE Timzs 
mention was made of the possibility 
of a new college being established 
that would be called Abraham Lin- 
coln College. 

May I call attention to Lincoln 
Memorial University founded and 
chartered on Lincoln’s birthday thir- 
ty-three years ago as a living me- 
morial to that great American? It is 
situated at the junction of the three 
States, Kentucky, Virginia and Ten- 
nessee, in a little community called 
Harrogate, and its campus spreads 
out into the three States. Cumber- 
land Gap, the most famous mountain 
pass in America, is within sight of 
the college buildings. The Lincolns 
with little Nancy Hanks passed 
through this gateway following Dan- 
iel Boone and other pioneers into 
Kentucky. 

History, romance, patriotism and 
pioneer traditions abound here as a 
background for this memorial to 
Abraham Lincoln. The college colors 
are blue and gray to signify the unity 
of the nation and the inception of 
the establishment of this unique edu- 
cational project originated with Lin- 
coln himself. In the Autumn of 1863 
he called General O. O. Howard to 
his office and as they réviewed the 
military actions which centred about 
Cumberland Gap, they spoke of the 
loyalty and splendid service of these 
Southern mountaineers. President 
Lincoln said to General Howard: 

“Those are my people. We must 
do something for them. If we come 
through this misery and horror alive, 
and I pray God that we may, we will 
talk of this again.’’ 

These were President Lincoln’s last 
words to General Howard. General 
Howard founded this great memorial 
university and for fourteen years he 
toiled ‘unceasingly to forward its 
growth. The school is for the youth 
of the Cumberlands, the common, 
humble people, who, like Lincoln, 
long for an education but do not 
have the means to secure it. It is 
supported by grateful, patriotic 
Americans who feel that by contrib- 
uting to Lincoln Memorial Univer- 
sity they are helping carry out the 
unfinished task of the Great Emanci- 
pator. ; 

The students are ‘‘Lincoln-minded.”’ 
They are of the purest Anglo-Saxon 
stock of America and they are from 
the part of our country which gave 
Lincoln to America. 

During the last ten years, under 
the Chancellorship of Dr. John Wes- 
ley Hill, this Lincoln Memorial Uni- 
versity has made remarkable growth. 
A debt of over $300,000 has been 
lifted; the endowment has been 
raised; the Duke Hall of Citizenship, 
given by Benjamin N. Duke of New 
York, the only building on any cam- 
pus in our broad land devoted en- 
tirely to raising the ideals of Ameri- 
can citizenship, has been built; a 
new faculty apartment house and a 
new dormitory for college girls have 
been completed within the year. 

The. university. maintains a , high 
standard of scholarship that is recog- 
nized everywhere. For more than 
| thirty years trained young people 


have been ng vut° from Lincoln 
Memorial University ~ teach, to 
preach, lead those in their own 
mountain communities.

VENEZUELA AGAIN QUIET. 


Normal Conditions. Return With 
Capture of Rebel Leader. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In reference to news appearing in 
your issue of July 1 under the cap- 
tion ‘‘Venezuelan Rebels Open Bu- 
reau Here,” according to official in- 
formation received. by me, with the 
capture of José Gabaldon and with 
the prospective capture of Urbina, 
who has been left alone and is now 
wandering in the mountains, the 
normality of our country bas been 
resumed. 

This shows conclusively that our 
country is completely tired of revo- 
lutions and will not listen to any 
ambitious politician or military chief- 
tain who may wish, through illegal 
means, to become President. To 
General Gomez is owed this new at- 
titude of the Venezuelan people. He 
has, through courage, perseverance 
and unswerving energy, maintained 
uninterrupted peace, and during his 
twenty years of leadership he has 
created a new Venezuela. - Agricul- 
ture, cattle raising, mining and other 
industries have made tremendous 
progress under the aegis of peace. 
Our public debt has been reduced to 
less than one-third. Our foreign 
trade is eight times greater than it 
was in 1909, and public revenues have 
increased accordingly. All this shows 
that the economic structure of Vene- 
zuela rests today on very solid 
ground. 

From the point of view of admin- 
istration, millions have been spent 
and are being spent in public works. 
One of the finest highway systems, 
covering the entire territory of the 
republic, has been created. Aque- 
ducts, buildings, bridges, lighthouses, 
wharves, &c., have been built. Sani- 
tary conditions have been bettered 
throughout the country. Public in- 


| struction has made rapid advances, 


and almost three times as many 
pupils are receiving free instruction 
today as in 1909. The army, as the 
greatest means of preserving peace, 
has been put upon a modern footing. 
Charitable institutions have been im- 
proved, and vagrancy and criminal- 
ity have been dealt with with a firm 
hand. 

The great development of our oil 
industry, which“has placed Venezuela 
after the United States as an oil 
producing country, has brought great 
prosperity to the industry in general 
and to the wage earners in particu- 
lar. Wage standards have been bet- 
tered, as well as the living conditions 
of the poorer classes. 

One of the most important results 
that the country at large has ob- 
tained, owing to the wise adminis- 
tration of General J. V. Gomez, is 
the accumulation in our public treas- 
ury of a surplus in gold, which 
amounts today to almost $25,000,000. 
This surplus would be greater, but 
the government, in order to help agri- 
culture and the laboring classes, has 
created two banks, one of which 
furnishes loans to the farmers and 
cattle raisers and the other gives 
-loans to the wage earners for the 
construction of their homes. 

Through a regular election the ad- 
ministration has now changed hands, 
and Dr. J. B. Pérez, an ex-member 
of our Supreme Court and a man of 
high standing, has been elected con- 
stitutional President of the republic. 
General Gémez has accepted the post 
of Commander-in-Chief, with which 
Congress has entrusted him, simply 
as a duty which he is willing to ren- 
der his country in the preservation 
of peace.

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THE BRITISH ELECTIONS. 


We Should Be Interested in the 
Result as Bearing on World Peace. 
To the Editor af The Neeo York Times: 

Americans and Germans keep on 
talking at cross-purpeses in conse- 
quence of different meanings of the 
same word. Count Luckner intro- 
duces his romantic tale of the Seead- 
ler with the sentence, ‘‘I am not 
going to talk politics to you this 
evening.’’. His American audiences 
do not understand that he means that 
he will not discuss the question of 
whether Germany was the culprit or 
the victim in ‘‘the late unpleasant- 
ness.’’ Count Keyserling in his book 
on America makes the statement, 
“The Americans are utterly lacking 
in the political sense.’’ And the 
American book reviewers, with the 
recent Presidential campaign in mind, 
question this statement. When the 
German speaks of ‘‘politics’ he 
means international relations and is- 
sues, 

Recent British political events, as 
we use the word, have an incalcula- 
ble bearing on the political situation 
as the Germans use it. The policies 
and mendacious propaganda of the 
late Conservative Ministry were 
drawing the two great English-speak- 
ing peoples toward the maelstrom of 
a. war in which we would not have a 
chance, for if ever we are forced 
into fighting England for the third 
time, we shall inevitably be confront- 
ed with a new group of allies (Eng- 
land, Japan, Canada, Mexico and 
possibly France), where any or all of 
our possible allies (Germany, Italy, 
Russia, Turkey, China, India, Egypt 
or the Boers) could be of precious 
little help-to us. It is unlikely that 
we would have a single ally. 

Wog ow Wilson during the recent 
war repéatedly referred to our mo-~ 
tives as being solely in the interest 
of “‘humanity,’’ and that was the 
honest war psychology of. the aver- 
age American citizen. After the war, 
on Sept. 3, 1919, President Wilpon 
said, ‘‘Is there any man or women— 
let me say, is there any child—who 
does not know that the seed of war 
in the modern world is industrial and 
commercial rivalry? This was an in- 
dustrial and:commercial war.”’ 

There could be no greater ‘‘politi- 
cal’’ influence to forestall the dire 
catastrophe, the cataclysm of the 
threatened war, than the proposed 
visit of Ramsay MacDonald, the 
Labor Prime Minister, to Herbert 
Hoover, the Quaker. Some months 
ago I wrote a paper which I did not 
have the courage to publish out of 
fear of ridicule entitled ‘‘The Com- 
ing War,”’ in which I said that there 
were only two factors that could 
prevent our sharing the fate of Ger- 
many. The one was that we develop 
our aviation to the point where we 
shoyld possess seven-eighths of all 
the planes of the world, as we now 
own seven-eighths of all the automo- 
biles, together with a like number of 
pilots. The other would be a Brit- 
ish Labor Ministry. Shortly after, 
Mr. MacDonald, when on his recent 
visit to this continent, repeated the 
stupid fallacy, referring to our incon- 
sistency in launching the Kellogg 
Peace Treaty and then passing the 
fifteen-cruiser bill, which showed the 
complete and discouraging miscon- 
ception of the situation. Such mis- 


oe would be cleared 
away “4 a personal meeting of the 
heads of our respective governments. 
Let us take enough interest in 
‘‘politics’’ to pray that the proposed 
meeting may take place, to promote 
the entente cordiale with our British 
cousins and to further the cause of 
peace.

VIENNA, July 2.—Dr. Jodok Fink, 


‘Vice Chancellor of Austria and leader 


of the Christian Socialist party, died 
last night at his home in Andels- 
buch, Vorarlberg. 

It was suggested today that for- 
mer Chancellor Mgr. Seipel succeed 
him as leader of the Christian So- 
cialists, pe s election a few days 
ago as chairman of the Parliamen- 
tary Constitutional Committee hav- 
ing contradicted reports that he had 
decided to retire indefinitely from 
politics. 

Dr. Fink, who had been a mem- 
ber of Austrian Parliaments for 
thirty-two years, was one of the more 


‘interesting figures in political life. 


Born a peasant, he remained a peas- 
ant in many respects until the end. 

He held views that were moderate, 
of which Austrian politics seem so 
much in need. It was largely owing 
to his exertions that the Streeruwitz 
government was formed in May and 
a@ ‘compromise amendment of the 
rent laws passed. His labors to this 
end precipitated his death.

Official of Road Says Whitestone

Under the proposed new rental 
agreement asked for by the Long 
Island Railroad and the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad, the Long Island Rail- 
road would pay for the use of the 

teooe used jointly more than 

a year in excess of the 
Scant eat $2,835,181 paid in 1928 and 
would pay 43.6 per cent of the oper- 
ating expenses, taxes and interest on 
the joint property, Hobart Rawson, 
statistical engineer for the Long Is- 
land Railroad, admitted yesterday at 
a hearing on the application. Mr. 
Rawson had previously conceded 
during a hearing on the proposed 
abandonment of the Long Island’s 
Whitestone branch that the railroad 
was ‘‘starving’’ that branch because 
it wishes to abandon it. 

The two hearings were held at the 
offices of the Port Authority, 75 West 
Street, before T. F. Sullivan, attor- 
ney-examiner for the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission.- Both proposals 
were opposed by representatives of 
the Transit Commission, the New 
York City Corporation Counsel and 
the Association of Long Island Com- 
muters. Counsei for all three op- 
ponents asked that the rental agree- 
ment application be dismissed on the 

round of lack of jurisdiction by the 
nterstate Commerce Commission, 
but their motion was denied. 

The hearing on the application for 
abandonment of the Whitestone 
branch, which was continued from 
Monday, was adjourned at the close 
of the morning session until the 
morning of July 15, to enable the op- 

onents to prepare their case. Mr. 

ullivan then proceeded to take the 
testimony of the railroads on their 
application for a new rental agree- 
ment. The rental agreement. con- 
cerns ‘the portion of the Pennsyl- 
vania Tunnel and Terminal from 
Harold Avenue, Sunnyside Railroad 
Yard, Queens, to the Pennsylvania 
Station,-including the use of the sta- 
tion. The Long Island Railroad has | 
used these facilities since 1910 under 
successive agreements. 

Mr. Rawson’s testimony regarding 
the increase in amount of rental 
which the Long “Island Railroad 
would have to pay under the new 
agreement came under cross-exam- 
ination by George H. Stover, repre- 
senting the Transit Commission, and 
Harry Hertzoff, Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counsel. If the proposed agree- 
ment had been in operation in 1928, 
Mr. Rawson testified,: the Long Is- 
land Railroad would have paid 
$4,450,000 instead of the actual 
amount of $2,835,181. Mr. Hertzoff 
brought out that the Long Island’s 
share in the joint facility operating 
expenses would have increased from 
$459,902 to. $1,339,194 and the. inter- 
est charges from $1,361,842 to $2,400,- 
921, without any added advantage 
to the Long Island Railroad. 

The new agreement would mean, 
Mr. Rawson said in his direct testi- 
mony, that the Long Island Rail- 
road would pay rental onthe entire 
property of the Pennsylvania Sta- 
tion on the basis of the number of 
Long Island cars and engines using 
the station in comparison with the 
total number. At present the Long 
Island does not pay rental om the 
portion of the station. above’ the 
track level, and its interest: charges 
are comput at 4.per cent on some 
items and 414 per cent on others. 
Under the new agreement the in- 
terest would be computed at 6 per 
cent and the agreement would run 
for twenty years. The exclusion of 
the portion of the station above the 
track level from the present rental 
basis was made at*the direction of 
the Transit Commission, Mr. Stover 
brought out. 

Mr. Rawson testified that the num- 
ber of Long Island passengens .ar- 
riving at and departing from the 
Pennsylvania Station increased from 
6,219,859 in 1911 to 48,540,920 in 1928. 
In 1911 the Long Island Railroad 
paid $519,173 for the facilities. 

Mr. Rawson’s admission that the 
Long Island Railroad was starving 
the Whitestone branch came under 
cross-examination by Maurice Hotch- 
ner, counsel for the Association of 
Long Island Commuters. Asked 
whether the railroad had accrued 
any deferred maintenance charges on 
the spur, Mr. Rawson said: 

‘‘We spent just as little as we pos- 
sibly could to keep it in operative 
condition. I think if we are not per- 
mitted to abandon it we will have to 
spend a little more in the next two 
or three years. to keep it up to what 
we might call standard conditions.’’

INCREASE SHIP POLICE 
AFTER LIQUOR THEFT 


United States Lines to .Assign 
More Men to President Harding 
and Other Liners. 


Stirred by-the theft of seventy-nine 
bottles of brandy, after forcible entry, 
from the medicinal stores of the liner 
President Harding as ‘she lay at her 
pier in Hoboken over the week-end, 
William L. Bunker, vice president in 
charge of opetations of the United 
States Lines, added two special police- 
men, working twenty-four hours, to 
the staff of the ship yesterday. He 
announced that the police force of 
every ship of the line would be sim- 
ilarly strengthened while at pier. It 
was reported yesterday that Mr. 
Bunker had discharged some of the 
ship’s crew as an aftermath of the 
robbery, but he denied this last night. 

“It is a case,’’? he said, ‘‘of our 
ships being improperly policed. It 
was obviously a robbery by persons 
who boarded the ship from the ocean 
side and were able to get away be- 
cause we were not properly pro- 
tected. I see no indication of negli- 
gence on the part of our employes.”’ 

Mr. Bunker said he was convinced 
that a ring of liquor thieves was at 
work on the piers and that several 
of the ship lines had suffered. The 


piers are properly policed, he said, 
but the ships themselves are short- 
handed. Every time a ship of the 
United States Lines now comes to 
her pier the larger staff of men as- 
signed to police work aboard will be 
ordered to watch especially for at- 
tempts to break into the liquor 
stores. 

The President Harding had liquor, 
difficulties on May 31 when she came 
to port and 722 bottles of liquor were 
found in her lifeboats by ctistoms 
guards. The result at that time was 
the discharge of a third officer and 
three masters-at-arms who were re- 
sponsible for the inspection of the 
part of the ship in which the liquor | 
was found.

TELLS OF KIDNAPPING 


W. H. Elliott Says That He Was 
Seized by Chicago Gunmen 
as He Drove to Work. 








HELD IN MYSTERIOUS HOUSE 





There, He Asserts, Hired Guards 
| Treated Him Well and Finally 
Took Him to Freedom. 





WOMEN CORROBORATE TALE 





Three Declare They Saw Capture, 
but Friend Challenges Story— 
Police Still Baffied by Case. 





Special to The New York Times. 

EAST ORANGE, N. J., July 2.— 
Willard H. Elliott, Passaic banker, 
mysteriously missing since last 
Wednesday, was back at his home 
here today with a story of being 
kidnapped by Chicago gunmen who 
kept him imprisoned in a building 
‘somewhere ‘in Bergen County’’ 
while a widespread hunt was being 
conducted for him. 

Found early this morning by a 
Nutley, N. J., policeman, seated in 
his own automobile, quietly reading 
@ newspaper account of his disap- 
pearance, the young banker gave a 
detailed narrative of his adventures 
with his captors, a narrative that 
received corroboration from three 
women and a challenge from an 
acquaintance. 

His recital included a vivid descrip- 
tion of how two automobiles had 
cornered him on the outskirts of 
Clifton Wednesday morning while he 
was driving to the Hobart Trust 
Company in Passaic, where he was 
executive vice president and treas- 
urer, and forced him at gun point 
to lie down in the rear of his car, 
while he was driven first to one 
place and then to another. 

He told how his genial captors 
gambled and drank wine with him 
to pass the time. 

He injected a note of sentiment 
into his story, telling how he had 
given one of his guards his belt 
when the man requested a souvenir 
to recall their pleasant stay together. 

His story closed on the same chord 
of sentiment when he asserted that 
just before his captors released him, 

e delivered a lecture on their kind 
of life, and they promised to reform. 


Says Captors Were Hired. 


As to the motive for this strange 
captivity, Mr. Elliott was not en- 
tirely sure, but he professed a belief 
that somewhere behind the kidnap- 
ping was his connection with the 
bank, where a routine examination 
of the books was being conducted 
when he dropped out of sight. His 
captors—he knew they were Chicago 
gunmen, he said, because they told 
him so—did not know the reason for 
it, he declared, telling him they had 
been hired to do the job. 

The police officials of this and 
neighboring towns were professedly 
ready to accept his story, but they 
were curiously apathetic about hunt- 
ing for the Chicago gunmen. Wil- 
liam H. O'Neill, Chief of Police of 
East Orange, after a talk with El- 
liott, dropped all activity, saying that 
if there was any crime, -it had been 
committed outside of his jurisdiction. 
The Passaic police took the same 
stand. 

In Clifton, which has jurisdiction 
over the crime scene territory, the 

Olice officials said they knew noth- 
ng at all about the case and had 
assigned no men to it. Assistant 
Prosecutor James M. Dunn of Pas- 
saic County was the only official who 
manifested any intent to proceed. He 
said he would look over the police 
reports and begin an investigation 
tomorrow if it seemed to be. war- 
ranted. 


Women Corroborate Story. 


Chief O’Neill said he could not but 
be impressed by the corroborating 
evidence offered by the three women 
in Clifton even though a motor tour 
of the territory Elliott thought he 
had covered with his captors, made 
this afternoon with the banker, 
failed to disclose the house of im- 
prisonment. The women told of wit- 
nessing events, similar to those de- 


scribed by Elliott, in telling of his 
capture. They explained their fail- 
ure to report to the police earlier 
by saying that they were not in- 
terested in the disappearance and 
did not want to become involved in 
the investigation. . 

The one challenging statement to 
Elliott’s story was offered by Frank 
Bennett from whom the banker 
bought his automobile: Bennett told 
Captain Charles Monks of the Pas- 
saic detective force that last Friday 
when Elliott said he was held cap- 
tive by the gunmen, he had seen the 
banker walking along a Passaic 
street. Chief O’Neill and Captain 
Monks said they believed Bennett 
might have mistaken some one else 
for the banker. 

In recounting his story of the kid- 
napping, Elliott told of having left 
his home Wednesday morning and 
driven his daughter, Ruth, and an- 
other girl to the Columbian School. 
Then he drove on through Nutley to- 
ward Passaic and the bank. Not far 
out of Clifton, he said, he saw a 
large gray car parked by the road- 
side, and as he neared a roadhouse 
at a community called Alford, a 
small black roadster pulled out of a 
driveway. A man on the running 
board with a pistol commanded him 
to stop, he said. Just then the big 
per? that had been parked sped along- 
side. 

The two cars, he declared, squeezed 
his automobile. to the roadside. He 
was compelled.to halt. Two men got 
in and forced him to lie down in fre 
back of his car. A weapon was 
pressed against his side and he was 
driven away.* ~° 

“J, begged them to tell me what it 
was ai! about,” he asserted. ‘“‘I asked 
if they wanted my watch and money, 
saying they could have them. After 
riding about twenty minutes the car 
drove up to a shack which had the 
windows boarded up. As they walked 
to the place I noticed a press used 
to bind papers. Papers were scat- 
tered about and I was disturbed by 
Tats, ! 

“They promiesd to kaep me there 
only an hour. “You-are being held 
only to ein somcthing anc then 
you will be-let; go," they-saii. But 
T do not believe ‘nity guards, who told 
me they were from:Chicagp and were

just why I was being held for they 
asked me many questions, one 
whether I ever'went out with a mar- 
ried woman; :and I assured them I 
was not guilty of anything like that. 

“The boys were very good to me 
and finally a game was suggested, 
and fram about 10 o’clock Wednes- 
day night until 2 o’clock the next 
morning we'played craps,. poker and 
solitaire. I had played craps only 
once before in’ my life, about eight 
years ago, when I won $80. But these 
two men soon won the only monev 
I had, $2.30. But they loaned me 
more money, which they also won. 
In the end, though, they gave me 
back my $2.30 and I promised I 
would pay back what they had 
loaned.’ 


Guard Watched While He Slept. 


Elliott said he tried to sleep while 
one guard stood near him with a 
pistol. In the morning, he said, he 
was told he would be moved to an- 
other place. He was blindfolded, 
again forced to lie down in the bot- 
tom of an automobile and driven for 
about half an hour. Then he was led 
into another building. He said he 
had been guided upstairs by what 
seemed to be ‘‘a feminine hand.’’ 

In his room, he said, he lived com- 
fortably, despite the strain, and his 


captors fed him and brought in about 
six or seven gallons of wine to re- 
lieve the monotony. His only com- 
plaint was that he had given them 
a letter to his wife telling her he 
was safe and that, while Lars had 
promised to mail it, had failed to 
do so, as he discovered when he re- 
turned home. 

Late Monday night, he said, he 
was again blindfolded and taken to 
a spot outside Garfield, N. J. He 
was warned to give the captors a 
chance to es away. 

“I gave them my belt when one of 
them said he wanted something to 
remember me by,” he declared. ‘‘I 
promised them I wouldn’t say any- 
thing until Tuesday, to give them a 
chance to get away, because they 
had treated me well. One of the 
men said he intended to marry a girl 
in Chicago, and I lectured him on 
the kind of life he was leading. He 
promised me that he and his pal 
wquld give. up ‘the life they were 
leading at once and reform.”’ 


Finds License Plate Missing. 


Elliott said he found his way to 
Passaic in his car and drove on to 
Nutley. Then, he said, he recalled 
that his license plates might be miss- 
ing, so he looked and found the rear 
one was gone, and he looked in the 
car and found it wrapped in a news- 
paper. He said he was reading the 
story of his disappearance by the 


dashlight when Sergeant John Somo- 
rack discovered him and took him 
to Nutley headquarters. William J. 
Miller, cashier of the First Na- 
tional Bank, where Elliott formerly 
worked, and Edgar Leete of Nutley, 
two friends, were notified. They 
took Elliott home to his residence, 
at’ 88 Lafayette Avenue, East Or- 
ange, where his wife greeted him. 
Beyond nervousness and _ several 
days’ growth of beard, Elliott seemed 
unaffected by his adventures. . 

“There is no doubt in my mind,’’ 
Elliott said, ‘‘that my official con- 
nection with the bank had something 
to do with the kidnapping. I was a 
toy. For some. reason they were 
trying to get me out of the way.” 

During the day he went to the East 
Orange Police Headquarters with 
Mrs. Elliott, where he talked with 
Chief O’Neill. Frank Campbell, a 
friend, also was present, as was Ver- 
ner Peer, State bank examiner, with 
whom he had been working on the 
Hobart Trust books when he dropped 
out of sight. 

O'Neill: said he was distinctly in-, 
clined to be incrédulous of Elliott’s 
story until he was told by Captain 
Monks of the corroborating evidence 
of the Clifton women. The first cor- 
roboration came from Mrs. Marina 
Richardson of 567 Passaic Avenue, 
Clifton, who talked to Passaic detec- 
tives late Monday night, just about 
the time Elliott was being freed: 


Woman Tells of Seeing Capture. 


Mrs. Richardson said’ she was 
washing dishes in the kitchen of her 
home near the roadhouse des¢ribed 
by Elliott when she heard a grinding 
of brakes. She did not mention 
seeing the big gray car, but did say 
she saw the roadster crowd a car 
like that of Elliott’s to the roadside. 
Then, she said, she saw a man run 
from the roadster and jump into the 
car where the lone man was seated 
and force him into the back. A 
second man left the roadster to join 
his partner in the victim’s car, she 
said. Then both cars were driven 
away. Mrs. Richardson told Mrs. 
Margaret Quednau, with whom she 
lived, of what she had seen, but ad- 
mitted she said nothing to the police 
until Monday. night. ow the Pas- 
saic detectives found out that she 
had information was not learned. 

The other witnesses were Mildred 
and Tessie Baker, sisters, living next 
door.' They they heard the 
grinding of the brakes and looked 
out and described the events almost 
as had Mrs, son. Tessie 
Baker said ‘she noted down che rium- 
ber of the victim’s car and today she 
displayed it written on a leat from a 
calendar. It bore the date of last 
Tuesday’ and an examination: dis- 
closed that the number jotted down 
corresponded with the license num- 
ber of Elliott’s car, which:has been 
published widely since his disappear- 
ance. . 

With these. two stories and Ben- 
nott’z, which-he said. he was inclined 
to doubt, and with other confusing 
elements in ihe -case, Chief O'Neill, 
as. he disponed .of .it tonight as -far 
as Bast Orange was concerned, de- 
elared himsalf at a loss.

International Germanic Board Ap-

The crash of the late Fancesco M. 
Ferrari’s City Trust Company struck 
home to a member of his family 
yesterday. His brother Frederico was 
arrested charged with making a 
false report to the State Banking De- 
partment, a misdemeanor. This was 
the sixth arrest made upon complaint 


of Robert Moses, Moreland Commis- 


sioner, who ‘investigated the State 


Banking Department in relation to’ 


the City Trust failure. wm: 
Ferrari appeared at 300 Mulberry 

Street yesterday morning with his 

attorney, Bernard Fliashnick, to 


await the formal arrest which he 
expected. Justice James C, Cropsey, 
sitting as a committing magistrate, 
called Frederico before him and an- 
nounced the charge. Legal formali- 
ties were waived and Justice Cropsey 
asked John Kirkland’ Clark, appear- 
ing as counsel for ,Mr. Moses, what 
bail ‘he cénsidered proper. 

Mr. Clark explained that but for a 
legal technicality the charge against 
Ferrari would be:perjury, and in con- 
sequence asked that bail’ of $5,000 be 
fixed. Mr. Fliashnick’ called atten- 
tion to the fact that bail for Isidore 
Siegeltuch, -a: lawyer and City Trust 
Director,’ had been fixed at. ‘only 
$2,000 and that of .fermer ‘Bank 
Superintendent Frank H. Warder on 
the misdemeanor charge against him 
was only $1,000. 


Held in $3,500 Bail. 


“T think these false reports were 
a serious matter,’’ Justice Cropsey 
observed, and added, ‘‘All misde- 
meanors are not alike. There is 


more moral turpitude involved in 
some misdemeanors than in others. 
If a person expectorates on the side- 
walk that is a misdemeanor,’ but the 
offense is not comparable with this. 
I fix bail at $3,500.’ 

Ferrari was put in the custody of 
Sergeant John Furlong while bail 
was being arranged. 

Ferrari, as vice president of the 
City Trust, signed a report on Jan. 
8, 1929, which was supposedly sworn 
to and witnessed by a notary, that 
the board of directors met once a 
month, that the bank had not made 
excessive loans, and that it had not 
made loans on insufficient collateral, 
and that the report of the executive 
committee had been made to the 
board of directors. If the report 
had actually been sworn to Ferrari 
would have committed perjury. 

Ferrari will have a_ preliminary 
hearing next Monday, the same day 
that Siegeltuch will be arraigned ano 
also Anthony Di Paola, cashier and 
treasurer, who was arrested before 
on two felony and two misdemeanor 
charges. 

Mr. Warder, who is out on bail 
for taking unlawful fees, ap red 
yesterday morning at the office of 
Referee Henry K. Davis, 140 Nassau 
Street, at a Federal bankruptcy hear- 
ing. His examination was postponed 
until Friday afternoon. 


Board Approves Merger. 


Another step in the plan to pay 
depositors of the City .Trust was 
taken yesterday when the board of 
directors of the International Ger- 


manic Tryst Company, 26 Broadway, 
approved a merger with the Mutual 
Trust Company which was formed to 
take over the City Trust assets and 
liabilities. The plan will be voted 
upon by the International Germanic 
stockholders on July 22. 

The directors also elected Frederick 
E. Hasler president to succeed Julian 
M. Gerard, who resigned. Mr. Hasler 
was a shipping broker and export 
man, president of Hasler Brothers, 
Inc., before: he entered the banking 
field. He was a vice president of the 
Battery Park National Bank and re- 
signed to become chairman of the 
Commonwealth Bank, later merged 
with the Manufacturers’ Trust Com- 
pany. 

The letter to the stockholders of 
the International Germanic setting 
forth the terms of the merger with 
the Mutual reads in part: 

‘“‘The International Germanic ,Trust 
Company required that it be fully 
guaranteed so that in assuming the 
obligation to the depositors of the 
City Trust Company it could suffer 
no loss if the assets received from 
the Superintendent of Banks proved 
to have a realizable value of less than 
the amount due the _ depositors. 
Through the constructive help of the 
Hon. Herbert H. Lehman, Lieutenant 
Governor of the State; the Hon. 
Joseph A. Broderick, Superintendent 
of Banks of the State, and the public 
spirited attitude of the stockholders 
of the Mutual Trust Company, it has 
been possible to provide such a guar- 
antee. ~ 

‘The basis of the proposed merger 
will, be the combination of the pres- 
ent $6,000,000 capital and surplus of 
the International Germanic Trust 
Company with the $6,000,000 capital 
and surplus of the Mutual: Trust 
Company, thus giving the Interna- 
tional Germanic Trust Company cap- 
ital funds of $12,000,000, represented 
oy 160,000 shares and divided into 

,200,000 capital; $5,000,000 surplus 
and $3,800,000 of reserve. It is pro- 
posed that these new, shares be given 
a nominal or par value of in 
order to make readily possible the 
expansion of the International Ger- 
manic Trust Company in. the. event 
of other mergers or consolidations.”’

After an explosion that sounded 
through Bayside,- Queens, like the 
detonation of a cannon, the Tran- 
quiHe II, a 68-foot cruising yacht 
owned by Richard Hellmann, retired 
manufacturer, settled at the bow. at 
her anchorage off the Bayside Yacht 
Club yesterday morning, while the 
blazing stern was thrust high above 
the water of Little Neck Bay. Two 
of the crew aboard the yacht were 
thrown far out intothe water through 
holes in the engineroom walls and 
were seriously injured. 

The yacht, which has been in com- 
mission just over a year and cost 
$75,000, is considered an almost com- 
plete loss. 

The boat was being made ready for 
a holiday cruise. Just before the 
explosion about 200 gallons of oe 
dline had been taken aboard. ut 
the container tanks held and this 
gasoline was not exploded, even when 
fire destroyed half of the boat. 

The injured men were. Reginald 
‘Smith, who lived aboard the boat, 
and Otto Eicler, 45 years old,.of 105 
Tenth Street, Hoboken. After the 
explosion Smith.was found’ in the 


water twenty feet from the .burn- 


ing yacht, and Eicler a few feet be- 
yond him. ~* 


Smith received a fractured skull, 
a broken left-arm, burns and lacera- 
tions about the face and eyes. Eicler 
had a rupture of both eardrums, in- 
ternal injuries and a lacerated left 
arm and shoulder. They were 
treated on the dock of the yacht 
club by Dr.. James R. Reuling of 
Bayside and Ambulance Surgeon 
Epstein of Flushing Hospital." Both 
were removed to the- hospital. 

Investigation by the police and Mr. 
Hellmann revealed that the injured 
men were in the engine room work- 
ing with the generator when the ex- 
plosion occurred. _The room was 
filled with gasoline fumes, which be- 
came ignited by a spark from the 
generator. ; 

Persons near the bay at the time 
saw the yacht nose. down into thirty 
feet of water while flames shot up 
from the stern, which. remained 
above water. 

The Tranouille II was powered 
with two 170-horsepower Speedway 
engines and had been especially. de- 
signed for Mr. Hellmann and built 
by .the Consolidated Shipbuilding

MAYOR ORDERS

Appearing before the Board of Es- 
timate yesterday, Miss Mary Brou- 
der, 50 years old, of 56 Lincoln Street, 
Flushing, said that a special assess- 
ment had been levied on her for 
$7,350 on property she owns adjoin- 
ing that address which has an as- 
sessed valuation for tax purposes of 
enly $4,000 ,and declared that paying 
the assessment would constitute vir- 
tual confiscation of her property. 

In 1921, she told the board, she 
paid $900 for a lot adjoining her 
home that measures 50 by 75. feet.

$66,000 OF FUNDS GONE 





Cashed Checks of Syndicate Which 
Bought Tenements Anticipating 
an East Side Parkway. 





Howard Kappler, 30 years old, an 
engineer from San Francisco, who 
had proftssed to have an advance 
“tip” of a city project to build a 
boulevard and parkway through the 
lower east side, is being sought by 
detectives for an alleged theft of 
$66,000 from a group of local men he 
had interested in a plan to obtain’ 
tenement property. 2 sy FS 

Kappler, stemingly ‘expert in such 

developments, was president of -the 
Tenement Renovation Contracting 
Company, Inc., -22 Henry Street, 
which he organized for the up, 
it was said. He disappeared last 
June 21 after having cashed at the 
Central Hanover Bank and Trust 
Company one of his corporation's 
checks for the $66,000, to which he 
had affixed his signature. According 
to ben oe epgpthd re he is 
suspected o! aving' gotten y 
with between $100, and $120,000 
of .the funds. 
’ His alleged dishonesty was discov- 
ered three days after his disappear- 
ance, when Joseph Schroeder, head 
of Schroeder & Go., Inc., and a real 
estate broker at the Henry Street ad- 
dress, received a letter from Kapp- 
ler, b seetgr loser Columbus, Ohio, on 
the day following his departure. 

In the letter, it was reported, 
Kappler in veiled terms admitted he 
had stolen from the corporation, re- 
buked himself for it and expressed 
regret fer ‘‘acting like a dirty rat.” 
The letter, with a report from ac- 
countants called in to examine the 
corporation’s bogks, caused the case 
to be laid before the grand jury yes- 
terday by Assistant District Attor- 
néys Hastings and Geraghty. An in- 
dictment charging grand larceny in 
the first degree was returned and a 
bench warrant issued in General Ses- 
sions for the fugitive. 


Said He Had Western Capital. 


When Kappler came to this city 
several months ago he: announced 


to George W. Files, a lawyer with 
offices at 475 Fifth Avenue; John B. 
Perry, who is in the real estate busi- 
ness at'137 West Twenty-third Street, 
and Mr. Schroeder that ‘he had 
Western capital behind him to en- 
gage in real estate operations on a 
large scale in connection with forth- 
coming city developments. 

‘According to Mr. Perry, Kappler 
revealed an expert knowledge of 
such ventures and found little diffi- 
culty in arousing interest. he Ten- 
ement Renovation Contracting Com- 
pany was formed, and Kappler, who 
had told of having been a prospector 
in the Klondike, was elected presi- 
dent. 

Mr. Files became vice president 
and attorney for the corporation, 
and Mr. Perry treasurer. Mr. 
Schroeder then was selected as the 
real estate broker for the group. 
er or plunged into the work of 
obtaining options and parcels’ of 
property. along the .route of the 
boulevard on the lower east side 
north of Brooklyn Bridge, a project 
which, it was understood, was among 
the plans of Borough President Ju- 
lius Miller to relieve traffic conges- 
tion, but which thus far has received 
no official cndorsement. 

His conduct was satisfactory to the 
others in the corporation up to a 
week ago last Monday, when Mr. 
Schroeder received the letter, Mr. 
Perry said. Then, it was alleged, 
the discovery was made that after 
others of the corporation had left the 
Henry Street office on the preceding 
Friday, Kappler, without their 
knowledge or consent. went to the 
bank with the $66,000 check, to 
which, it-further was alleged. he had 
forged the initials of Mr. Files as 
vice president and in endorsement. 

A hurried meeting of the backers 
of the scheme was called that Mon- 
day, and a reorganization was ef- 
fected, with Kappler being eliminated 
as president and Mr. Files elected in 
his stead.

Asked Large Bank-Notes. 

It also was uncovered, it’ was re- 
ported, that in the week preceding 
his disappearance Kappler. had 
cashed several other checks for 
large amounts at the bank, using _ 

signature each time and - 
manding bank-notes of $1.000 and 

denominations, as he had in the 
case of the $66,000 check. with the 
explanation that he wanted cash ‘‘be- 
cause I am dealing with ignorant 
people on the lower east side in the 
purchase of real estate and acquir- 
ing options on property.’”’ 

_Mr. Perry said in-the office of the 
corporation yesterday that the total 
shortage could not be _ established 
until the accountants. had finished 
their work. He added that it was 
not known how many checks Kap- 
plier had put through the bank be- 
fore he disappeared, but said that in 


.| qne instance, in which Kappler was 


alleged to have made an unauthor- 
ized withdrawal, it was found that 
he had redeposited the money. . 

“Kappler is a fascinating talker,’ 
Mr. Files said at his Fifth Avenue 
office. ‘‘He is a six-footer and un- 
questionably a man of exceptional 
education. He certainly made beau- 
tiful maps of the real estate develop- 
ments he had in mind. He appar- 
ently lived in modest circumstances 
at the Hotel Albert, in West Eleventh 
Street, up to his disappearance. 

“I was brought into this corpora- 
tion merely as the legal adviser in 
connection with the titles of prop- 
erty acquired for the corporation. 
Considerable ‘property was bought up 
to two months ago, but since then 
activities in’ ‘that .direction. by the 
corporation practically had-come to 
a ston.’’ ; ; 

- **What inspired this activity?’ Mr. 
Files was asked. 

“IT really don’t know,”’ was the 
reply. ‘I. suppose, however, they 
felt that.real estate in that part of 
the city was due for 2 boom and 
they decided to buy property there 
when it was cheap, so as to profit 
through the boom.” |

INDICT 10 JEWELERS 


IN SMUGGLING PLOT 


Accused With 3 Others of Bring- 
ing Swiss Watch Works From 
Canada in Spare Tires. 








HUNT LASTED TWO YEARS 





Dominion Officials Aided Customs 
Men Here—Contraband Exceeded 
$100,000. 





Indictments charging thirteen men 
with smuggling movements for Swiss 
watches into the United States a¢ross 
the Canadian border were filed yes- 
terday with Federal Judge Edwin 
R. Holmes. Treasury Agents James 
J. Lynch, David H. Sanlands and 
Charles Cortelyou, operating under 
James McConnochie, supervising 
agent, spent two years tracing the 
defendants. They had the coopera- 
tion of Canadian officials,. who ar- 
rested and placed on trial Adolph 
Speyer, a jeweler of Montreal,.on a 
charge of smuggling jewelry from 
the United States into Canada. 

Owen M..S. Tierney, . Assistant 
United States Attorney, said that the 
value of the goods smuggled into 
this country exceeded $100,000. 
Those indicted, besides Speyer,

Jewelers Gave Lead. 


Intimation of the smuggling came 
to, the Federal authorities: through 
complaints of jewelers. It was: re- 
ported that movements were being 
sold at about half the standard price, 
with the result that the dealers doing 
a legitimate business were in danger 
of losing their trade. A close watch 
of incoming liners was begun, and 
while this yielded several smugglers 
of. diamonds it disclosed no smug- 
glers of watch movements. | 

Then the Canadian ports .were 

laced under close observation, and 
fn December, 1927, Tarnow and 
Bloom were arrested on a complaint 
charging smugsting and each was 
held in $5,000 bail. ; 

Mr. Tierney said that spare aulo- 
mobile tires would be filled with the 
contraband: through apertures that 
were carefully afterward patched. 
Goods were smuggled into Canada 
by the same means. Mr. Tirney de- 
ues that Speyer, and perhaps 
other Canadian owners would tell 
the conspirators in this city the kind 
of goods they needed, such as watch 
cases, brooches and chains, and these 
would be carried across the border 
in the same tires which brought back 
the goods smuggled into this country. 
Frequently, it was said, the smug- 
glers from this city would have to 
add -cash in euchenems goods with 
their associates in Canada. 

The Canadian duty on each Swiss 
watch movement is 12% cents, while 
in this country the duty is $2, but 
Canada imposes a heavy duty on 
watch cases. 


Raid in Canada. 


Full exposure came,’ it. was said, 
when Canadian authorities raided 
Speyer’s establishment and seized 
papers which contained names and 
addresses of the jewelers here con- 
cerned in the smuggling, operations. 
This information was placed at ‘the 
disposal of the authorities here and 
furnished the basis of the evidence 
Mr. Tierney submitted to the rand 
jury. It was said that in Speyer’s 
office. papers were found indicating 
that in 1 he had placed orders for 
$228,000 worth of watch movements. 

Much of the information that led to 
the indictments. came from Tarnow, 
who was arrested by agents‘at the 
Grand Central on; June 12, it was 
said. Mr. Tierney said that no other 
arrests on the indictments had been 
made, but that all those named in it 
would be taken into custody unless 
they surrendered: He said that 
Speyer had indicated a willingness to 
come here and to testify. It was sug- 
gested that he would be a witness for 
the government.

Responding to the strike call of the 
International Ladies’ Garment Works 
ers’ Union, 25,000 of the 28,000 ems 
ployes of the cloak industry gathered 
in: fourteen meeting halls yesterday 
and pledged their loyalty to the 
union in what veteran trades union- 
ists regarded as perhaps the most 
impressive demonstration since thd 
strike of 1910. ° ‘ : 

The response by 90 per cent of the 
cloakmakers. in the industry on the 
first day of the strike exceeded tha 
expectations of union leaders. Na 
defection was reported among tha 
employes of the Industrial Coynett 
of Cloak, Suit and Skirt Manuface 
turers, the stylists of the industry, 
and the American Cloak and suit 
Manufacturers Association, the con« 
tractors. 

Benjamin Schlesinger, president of 
the union, declared last night that 
the strike ‘‘marks the definite re 
vival of our great union and an end. 
to the hateful sweat-shop.”’ 

“The solidarity of our workers has 
never before been so amply demon- 
strated,’’ he added. ‘‘The iniquitous 
discharge ‘system, the piéce-work 
system and the attempt to. rescind 
the five-day, forty-hour week are 
doomed to failure. Union officers 
are confident that with the marvel» 
ous spirit of the cloakmakers, they 
will be able to grapple successfully 
with such important problems as the 
chain store menace, hygienic certifi- 
cation of shops, the discharge sys 
tem, the restoration of the unem= 
ant begpr insurance fund and wage 
ncreases.”’ 


Man Slashed in Fight. 


One incident of disorder marred 
the otherwise peaceful strike re- 
sponse. While Seventh Avenue yes- 
terday morning was black with 
crowds of marching ‘tloakmakers 
several left-wing furriers attempte 
‘to prevent cloakmakers from passing 
out strike circulars. In one of the 
scrimmages Samuel Meliasky, an op- 
erator of 1,026 Faile Street, the 
Bronx, was severely injured with 
razor slashes, and at New York Hos- 
pital, to which he was taken, it was 
said that his right. arm would prob- 
ably have to be. amputated. Three 
men arrested while running from the 
scene were held in $3,500 bail each as 
Jefferson Market Court, where they 
were charged with felonious assault.

ASKS RESERVE BANK AID 
ON INSTALMENT PAPER 


Morris Plan’s Head Urges Revi- 
sion of Law to Allow Rediscount- 
ing for Time Financing. 





An attack on the Federal Reserve 
System was made last night by John 
R. Walker, president of the Morris 
Plan Corporation of America, on the 
ground that it had failed to take cog- 
nizance of the great shift in com- 
mercial credit that had accompanied 
the growth of instalment selling dur- 
ing the last decade. His address was 
made to the directors of the Morris 
Plan Corporation in New Orleans 
and was made public here by the 
corporation. 

Mr. Walker said that, if the Fed- 
eral Reserve would allow the redis- 
counting of sound instalment paper 
at its banks, the cost of financing 
instalment trading would be lessened 
and a heavy burden would be lifted 


from millions of Americans who buy | 


on the instalment plan. 

“At the time the system was cre- 
ated,’’ Mr. Walker declared, ‘‘con- 
sumer-credit, the term given to in- 
stalment financing was a matter of 
relatively small importance and was 
not taken into account. Trade was 


then financed largely through credits |

BANK BORROWINGS 
ROSE HERE IN JUNE 


Federal Reserve Reports In- 
crease to $425,000,000, 
Highest in Recent Years. 





EASIER CREDIT WAS HALTED 


Unusual Pressure Put on the Money 
Market in Closing Days 
of the Month. 





The easier tone of the money mar- 
ket during the greater part of June 
was reflected by some release of 
bank reserves as a result of the liqui- 


dation of bank credit since the end 
of March, according to the monthly 
review of credit and business condi- 
tions issued yesterday by the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York. The 
more stable condition of the money 
market was also reflected in the 
temporary release of funds through 
the Treasury tax day operations, a 
renewed gold import movement and 
somewhat greater willingness on the 
part of banks to supply the market 
with funds. 

‘“‘These tendencies were interrupted 
in the last week of the month,”’’ says 
the review. ‘‘While gold imports 
continued their effect was more than 
offset by a reversal of the trend of 
bank credit. Between May 29 and 
June 26 the total loans and invest- 
ments of reporting member banks 
increased $400,000,000 to the highest 
level since April 3, and reached a 
level $400,000,000 higher than a year 
ago. 

‘“‘Midyear movements of funds and 
holiday currency demands coming 
on top of this large increase in the 
demand for credit from other causes 
placed unusual pressure on the 
Money market. New York City banks 





increased their -borrowin at the 
Reserve Bank to $333,000, on June 
29 and to $425,000,000 on July 1, a 
figure $21,000,000 above the high 
point of Jan. 2, and the highest in 
recent years. Rates for call money 
rose to 10 per cent on June 24 and 
stayed at that level until Monday, 
July 1, when the rate rose to 15 per 
cent, with loans reported outside the 
Exchange at even higher figures. 
“From June 14 to 21, payments 
fell due for about $500,000,000 of cor- 
poration capital stock issues against 
rights. Additional payments of over 
$300.000,000 were due July 1. A study 
of the effect of these large new is- 
sues, payment for which was made 
curing June, indicates that, while 
these payments were probably a fac- 
tor in the increase in the demand for 
loans during the latter half of the 
month, a part of the proceeds of new 
issues were loaned temporarily at 
least in the call loan market by the 
corporations receiving funds, and so 
constituted a supply of funds which 
partly offset the increased demand 
for loans. ; 
“In this way corporations issuing 
new stock in effect lent buyers part 
of the funds with which to buy the 
stock. To this extent the transaction 
was a bookkeeping operation involv- 
ing simply an exchange of obliga- 
tions, though it appears in the sta- 
tistics on the one hand as an in- 
crease in corporation capital and on 
the other hand as an increase in 
brokers’ loans for account of others.”’

EXPORT DEMAND IS ACTIVE

CHICAGO, July 2.—Foreign mar- 
kets forged to the front today and 
| led the upturn in wheat, with all of 
the leading points gaining sharply 
on Chicago. Liverpool closed 37s to 
4°,*’pence higher, showing a gain of 
as much as 5% cents per bushel, 
while Buenos Aires gained 4°, to 5% 
cents for the day,.and the July de- 





livery in that market finished at! 


$1.1073, or the same as July in Kan- 


sas City, the first time on the crop 
the two deliveries. have come _ to- 
gether. Winnipeg was extremely 
strong, and finished 432 to 5 cents 
higher than on Saturday, and gained 
about 2 cents on the Chicago mar- 
ket, as compared with that day.

BUY MORE FARM MACHINERY 


Foreign Purchasers Took 11% More 
Here in May Than in 1928 Month. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 2.—Exports 
of American Agricultural imple- 
ments during May totaled $11,263,972, 
an increase of about 11 per cent over 
May, 1928, when shipments totaled 
$10,144,647, the Department of Com- 
merce announced today. 

Tractors contiued to constitute the 
greatest single item of export and 
showed the greatest increase in ship- 
ments. An increase in shipments of 
parts and accessories for tractors 
also was recorded. 

Exports of track-laying tractors 
nearly doubled in May, as compared 
with the same month in 1928. 

Shipments of other classes of 
machinery, such as tillage imple- 
ments, harvesting machinery, mowers 
and seed separators, remained about 
the same.

TO MEET 4 IN CLARKE FIRM. 


Tuttle Will Confer With Owners of 
Closed Bank This Morning. 


United States Attorney Tuttle said

Mr. Grevory in his report states 
that the owners planned a Summer 
colony on the parcel, which has been 
subdivided for building plots, and 
adds that an electric lighting plant 
and other equipment necessary to a 
a colony had been arranged 
or.

DETROIT, July 2.—A sharp attack 
on the government of Soviet Russia 
for its treatment of Jewish citizens 
and for suppressing Jewish religious 
and cultural activities and persecut- 
ing Russian Zionists featured the 
fourth session of the annual conven- 
‘tion. of the :Zionist Organization of 
America tonight at the Hotel Statler, 
over which. Morris Rothenberg, act- 
ing president, presided. . 

Déscribing a recent visit to Rus- 
‘sia, where he conferred with leading 
government officials and observed 
-conditions among the Jews, Rabbi 
Barnett Brickner of Cleveland, the 
chjéf spokesman for a drastic resolu- 
tion against Russia, | 
adopted unanimously, declared that 
it..is-the .deliberate policy of the 
Yevseksia, the Jewish branch of the 
Communist party in Russia, to oblit- 
erate Judaism in Russia. 

“T conferred with three of the 
leading government officials of So- 
viet Russia and asked them why 
they are following a policy which 
has aroused the resentment of Jews 
throughout the world,’ said Rabbi 
Brickner, ‘‘and each of them replied 
that it is the ambition of the Yev- 
seksia that the Jewish people in that 
country shall-be assimilated first and 
that their identity as Jews shall be 
lost. 

‘“‘The present policy in Russia is 
very deliberate and is intended not 
merely. to destroy every vestige of 
Jewishness in Russian Jewish life 
but also to destroy the most self- 
cénscious element of Russian Jewry 
—the Zionists.” . 

Resolution Is Urged. 


Rabbi Brickner urged the dele- 
gates to adopt'a resolution of pro- 
test to be sent to ‘President Hoover 
and to Senator Borah of the Foreign 
Relations Committee. 

“There are plans now being dis- 
cussed for bringing together Russia 
with England, and with the United 
States, if not in terms. of political 
recognition at least in terms of eco- 
nomic readjustment and_ recogni- 
tion,”? he said. ‘‘These are the days 
for protest and condemnation.”’ 

Abraham ' Goldberg of New York 
declared ‘that it was not only the 
Jewish Communist party in Russia 
that is to. be blamed for’ the im- 
risonment and persecution of Zion- 
sts and the suppression of the teach- 
ing of Hebrew culture, but that the 
gat nara itself is responsible.

DWELLING ACT BRIEFS 
TO BE FILED MONDAY 


Counsel Take Formal ‘Action Re- 
quired to Pat Case Before 
Appeals Court. 


The constitutionality of the new 
multiple dwelling law .became a 
Court of Appeals question yesterday 
when Supreme Court Justice John L. 
Walsh, on motion of Jacob B. Aron- 
off, counsel for Ernest N. Adler in 
a taxpayer’s. suit to restrain enforce- 
ment of the statute, granted judg- 
ment on the pleadings. Notice of 
appeal was immediately given by 
Special Assistant Attorney General 
Harold Riegelman and Corporation 


Counsel Hilly. Mr. Riegelman served 
notice that the case would be argued 
before the Court of Appeals on July 
11. Counsel were instructed to file 
briefs with members of the high 
court by. Monday. 

Justice Walsh’s ruling was the re- 
sult of procedure followed by agree- 
ment among counsel after Chief 
Judge Cordozo consented on Monday 
to have the case argued before the 
Court of Appeals this. Summer.’ Mr. 
Riegelman and Mr. Hilly filed for- 
mal.answers.in the Adler’ suit Mon- 
day, and the motion for judgment 
on the pleadings followed. In grant- 
ing it Justice Walsh followed the 
precedent set last week by Supreme 
Court Justice Richard P. Lydon, who 
held the law unconstitutional on the 
ground that it vidlated’ the home 
rule amendment. 

Mr. Hilly will submit practically 
the same brief as. that upon which 
he successfully attacked the consti- 
tutionality of the law before Justice 
Lydon. r. Riegelman began yes- 
terday the.task of getting the appeal 
record into shape for argument. 

It is believed that the Court of Ap- 
peals will hand down a decision be- 
fore the end of the month. Build- 
ers, real estate men, architects and 
city officials agreed that. a prompt 
decision would do much to clear 
away confusion regarding the status 
of work done under the new law be- 
fore Justice Lydon’s decision was 
handed down. 


DRY AGENT’S RECORD BARED 


Kerrigan, Accused of Conspiracy, 
Kept Because He Is War Veteran. 


John J. Kerrigan, the Federal pro- 
hibition agent who, with John J. 


Calnan, also.an agent, was arraigned 
in Brooklyn Monday on a charge of 
conspiracy to violate the prohibition 
law by aiding rum-runners to truck 
their liquors through sections of 
Long Island, is in the prohibition 
enforcement service merely because 
he is a World War veteran. He was 
discharged for incompetence in 1926, 
reappointed on Dec. 19, 1927, and 
has since failed to pass the civil ser- 
vice examinations required of all 
such agents. 

These facts are shown by the rec- 
ords of the department in Washing- 
ton, where all prohibition agent 
appointments are made, although 
they are, as a rule, the results of 
recommendation by Prohibition Ad- 
ministrators. Prohibition Adminis- 
trator Maurice Campbell of this dis- 
trict was not in the city yesterday 
and was not reached for his explana- 
tion of how Kerrigan re-entered the 
service after his discharge by former 
lea Administrator Chester P. 

Ss. 

On Dec. 21, 1928, President Cool- 
idge jssued an order to the effect 
that World War veterans among pro- 
hibition agents were to be retained 
for a time, although they failed to 
pass the civil service tests. Kerri- 
gan is now under suspension and it 
is expected that he will be dropped 
from the service as soon as an in- 
dictment is returned against him in 
the liquor conspiracy case. 

Although Kerrigan has been in- 
volved in a number of charges, he 
was cleared in each instance.

Many Business Houses to Close Also 
on Friday, Giving Workers Four 
Days for Outing. 





Today is New York’s moving day, 
when, in preparation for a July 4 in 
the country or at the myriad resorts, 
a portion of the population greater 
than that of all except a few leading 
cities will betake itself elsewhere for 
a period of anywhere from a day to 
the Summer season. By rail, boat, 
automobile and an occasional air- 
plane, a host estimated as high as 
1,000,000 persons will leave the city 
with little more confusion that it 
goes to business every morning. 

For weeks, and in some cases 
months, plans have been made for 
handling the caravans of holiday- 
makers. .Highest in the transporta- 
tion ranking are the railroads, then 
come private cars and buses and the 
river. boats. 

Fifteen hundred trains were said 


yesterday to be a conservative esti- 
mate of the number which will be at 
the disposal of the outgoing throngs. 
Only a small proportion of these are 
specials, but the railroads announced 
that in accordance with demand 
extra cars might be added to almost 


date them. 

A single train of twelve coaches 
can carry 1,068 passengers, but Pull- 
man cars can carry less than half as 
many. Of the major systems, the 


| Pennsylvania announced that, includ- 


ing the Long Island lines, 750 trains 
would be available out of its station 
today. The Grand Central will handle 
more than 600. 

There was no obtainable estimate 
of the number of private cars which 
will transport families on tours and 
visits of various lengths, but it is ex-
